COMPLISHMENTS OF THE PEOPLE ... AND OUR PRIDE OF BEING 
ALABAMIANS. 


AS A RESULT OF OUR TEAMWORK ... YOU PASSED TORT 
REFORM AND DECLARED THAT ALABAMA IS OPEN FOR BUSI- 
NESS. THIS MESSAGE HAS BEEN RECEIVED AROUND THE WORLD. 
LAST YEAR WAS THE BEST YEAR IN ALABAMA HISTORY FOR 
THE EXPANSION OF EXISTING BUSINESS AND THE SECOND BEST 
YEAR IN OUR HISTORY FOR NEW AND EXPANDING INDUSTRY. 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY PUMPED ABOUT 2-POINT-6 BILLION 
DOLLARS OF NEW CAPITAL INVESTMENT INTO THE STATE LAST 
YEAR. 45-THOUSAND MORE ALABAMIANS HAD JOBS BY YEAR’S 
END THAN HAD THEM AT THE BEGINNING OF 1987. 


YOU ALSO PASSED TOUGH CRIME AND DRUG BILLS ... AND 
I WILL ASK YOU TO CONTINUE THAT WORK IN THIS SESSION. 
AND YOU PASSED BUDGETS THAT WILL NOT PUT THIS STATE 
INTO PRORATION. 


1987 ALSO SAW US CALL FOR AN INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT 
FOR ALABAMA. AND FOLLOWING THE LEADERSHIP OF SENATOR 
EARL HILLIARD AND REPRESENTATIVE YVONNE KENNEDY, WHO 
SET THE WHEELS IN MOTION WITH A RESOLUTION IN 1986, WE 
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BEGAN PLANS FOR AN ALABAMA REUNION IN 1989 ... WHICH I 
BELIEVE WILL BE THE BIGGEST ECONOMIC BOON IN ALABAMA 
HISTORY. THE 1989 ALABAMA REUNION IS PROGRESSING AT 
FULL SPEED. ACROSS THIS STATE ... WE ARE ASKING COM- 
MUNITIES TO LOOK BACK AT THEMSELVES, GRAB THE HERI- 
TAGE THAT THEY HOLD DEAR TO THEIR HEARTS, POLISH IT 
UP AND GET READY TO TELL THE REST OF THE COUNTRY ALL 
ABOUT IT WHEN WE INVITE THE U.S.A. TO COME SEE ALABAMA 
IN 1989. ALREADY ... THE BLOUNT COUNTY TOWN OF HIGHLAND 
LAKE IN NORTH ALABAMA HAS BECOME THE FIRST COMMUNITY 
TO SIGN UP TO TAKE PART IN THE ALABAMA REUNION. 


YES ... WE HAVE ACCOMPLISHED MUCH. BUT AS THE POET 
ROBERT FROST SUGGESTED ... THERE ARE MILES TO GO BE- 
FORE WE SLEEP. 


WE ARE AT A CROSSROADS IN ALABAMA HISTORY. WE HAVE 
AN OPPORTUNITY THIS YEAR THAT WE MAY NEVER HAVE AGAIN. 
WE CAN MAKE SIGNIFICANT IMPROVEMENTS IN OUR EDUCA- 
TION SYSTEM TO PREPARE OUR CHILDREN FOR THE 21ST CEN- 
TURY ... WHICH I REMIND YOU IS ONLY 12 YEARS AWAY ... OR 
WE CAN SENTENCE OUR CHILDREN TO SUBSTANDARD EDUCA- 
TION AND THE INEVITABLE POVERTY THAT GOES WITH IT. THE 
CHOICE IS YOURS TO MAKE. 


I ASK YOU TO MAKE THIS SESSION AN EDUCATION SUMMIT 
... AND TO PASS MY QUALITY IN EDUCATION ACT. 


FROM THE YOUNG, EAGER FACES OF THE CHILDREN WHO 
VISIT THE STATE CAPITOL TO THE OLDER ALABAMIANS WITH 
A DREAM, I HAVE BEEN TOUCHED BY THE SPIRIT OF THIS 
PEOPLE. I HAVE VISITED WITH ALABAMIANS IN ALL THE COUN- 
TIES DURING MY FIRST YEAR IN OFFICE. I CAN REAFFIRM TO- 
NIGHT THAT WE HAVE THE FINEST CHILDREN IN THE WORLD, 
AND THE FINEST PEOPLE. WE MUST NOT FAIL IN OUR EFFORTS 
TO IMPROVE OUR SCHOOLS BECAUSE MUCH IS AT STAKE. NEARLY 
400 YEARS BEFORE THE BIRTH OF CHRIST, ARISTOTLE SAID: 
“ALL WHO HAVE MEDITATED ON THE ART OF GOVERNING MAN- 
KIND HAVE BEEN CONVINCED THAT THE FATE OF EMPIRES 
DEPENDS ON THE EDUCATION OF YOUTH.” MORE THAN 2-THOU- 
SAND YEARS LATER ... THE FATE OF ALABAMA STILL DEPENDS 
ON THE EDUCATION OF OUR YOUTH. 


MY PLAN FOR QUALITY EDUCATION WILL BRING MORE AC- 
COUNTABILITY TO OUR SCHOOLS, RAISE STANDARDS AND IM- 
PROVE STUDENT PERFORMANCE. MY PLAN REQUIRES MORE OF 
OUR TEACHERS, OUR PRINCIPALS, OUR PARENTS, OUR COM- 
MUNITY AND YES ... OUR CHILDREN. 


WE MUST ASK MORE OF OUR PRINCIPALS. THERE ISN’T A 
GOOD SCHOOL IN THIS STATE OR THIS NATION THAT DOESN’T 
HAVE A GOOD PRINCIPAL. I COMMEND THE ASSOCIATION OF 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS AND DR. MAX. JOINER FOR PURSUING 
THEIR PLAN FOR EVALUATION AND BETTER SELECTION CRI- 
TERIA AND TRAINING METHODS FOR OUR PRINCIPALS. WE ARE 
ear uo ee THIS EFFORT PART OF THE QUALITY IN EDU- 
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ONE OF THE FIRST THINGS I WILL DO IS ASK YOU TO REPEAL 
THE CAREER INCENTIVE PROGRAM EVALUATION PLAN. IN ITS 
PLACE WE WILL ASK THAT EACH SCHOOL SYSTEM BE REQUIRED 
TO HAVE ITS OWN EVALUATION PLAN UNTIL A NEW STATEWIDE 
PLAN CAN BE APPROVED. 


WE MUST ASK MORE OF OUR TEACHERS. OUR PROGRAM 
REQUIRES THAT A PERSON HAVE A 2.5 GRADE POINT AVERAGE 
ON A 4-POINT SCALE ... THAT IS, A C-PLUS INSTEAD OF A C- 
MINUS _... BEFORE THAT PERSON CAN BE ADMITTED TO A 
TEACHER EDUCATION PROGRAM. 


WE MUST HAVE A TEACHER EXAM FOR BEGINNING TEACH- 
ERS AT LEAST AS STRINGENT AS THE NATIONAL TEACHER’S 
EXAM. WE MUST REQUIRE THAT TEACHERS NOT BE ALLOWED 
10 ao OUTSIDE THEIR FIELD OF STUDY ... NOR REQUIRED 


WE ARE ASKING YOU TO INCREASE THE REQUIRED NUMBER 
OF TEACHER WORK DAYS FROM 180 TO 190 OVER A FIVE-YEAR 
PERIOD, WHICH IS THE NATIONAL AVERAGE. TEACHERS MUST 
BE ALLOWED TO SPEND MORE TIME INSTRUCTING THEIR STU- 
DENTS AND LESS TIME WITH FUND-RAISING ACTIVITIES FOR 
TEE SCHOOLS SUCH AS SELLING CANDY AND TAKING UP TICK- 


AT THE SAME TIME ...I WILL RECOMMEND THAT WE RAISE 
THE SALARIES OF ALABAMA TEACHERS TO THE NATIONAL AV- 
ERGE OVER A FIVE-YEAR PERIOD ... AS QUALITY IN EDUCATION 
IMPROVES AND THE ECONOMY GROWS. 


I WANT TO TAKE A FEW MOMENTS TO TALK WITH YOU 
ABOUT TEACHER SALARIES. 


I BELIEVE THIS IS THE FIRST TIME A GOVERNOR OF ALA- 
BAMA HAS PUT FORTH A PLAN TO TAKE TEACHER SALARIES 
TO THE NATIONAL AVERAGE. SOME HAVE SAID THAT THE REC- 
OMMENDATION OF A 2.5 PERCENT ... OR 29 MILLION-DOLLAR 
INCREASE ... IS AN INSULT. THIS PAY HIKE COUPLED WITH A 
15 PERCENT SALARY EQUIVALENT INCREASE IN HEALTH IN- 
SURANCE PREMIUM PAYMENTS WOULD MEAN A NET 4 PERCENT 
GAIN IN S:.LARY AND BENEFITS. 


OTHERS THINK TEACHERS ARE PAID TOO MUCH. THEY POINT 
OUT THAT TEACHERS NOW WORK 180 DAYS PER YEAR FOR AN 
AVERAGE PAY OF 23-THOUSAND-500 DOLLARS PER YEAR ... OR 
130-DOLLARS PER WORKING DAY. 


I FEEL THAT BOTH THESE VIEWS ARE WRONG. 


LET’S THINK BACK TONIGHT ON THE IMPORTANCE OF GOOD 
TEAC ERS AND HOW MUCH INFLUENCE THEY’VE HAD ON EACH 
US. 


I REMEMBER MRS. BESSIE CARNELL AT HOLLY POND SCHOOL. 
SHE WAS ONE OF MY FIRST-GRADE TEACHERS. I WILL NEVER 
FORGET AFTER A 30-DAY LIFE-THREATENING SICKNESS ... I 
RETURNED TO SCHOOL TO FIND A CONCERNED, LOVING 
TEACHER CAREFULLY AND PATIENTLY GUIDING ME IN MY 
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ore a HELPING ME TO REGAIN ANY SELF-CONFIDENCE 


AND I REMEMBER MY FOURTH-GRADE TEACHER, MRS. 
FLAVIN CREEL. JUMPING FROM THE SECOND TO THE FOURTH 
GRADE WAS NO EASY TASK FOR ME. BUT MRS. CREEL WAS UP 
TO IT. SHE TOOK AN EAGER MIND AND CAREFULLY GUIDED ME 
TO ALLOW ME TO COMPETE WITH THOSE WHO WERE OLDER 
AND MORE ADVANCED. 


AND THEN THERE WAS MR. J.0. CARNELL, WHO IS NOW 
DECEASED. I REMEMBER IN OUR NINTH GRADE CIVICS CLASS 
... JUST OUT OF THE BLUE ONE DAY ... HE TOLD THE CLASS 
THAT I WOULD HOLD STATEWIDE OFFICE. FROM HIM I LEARNED 
THAT A POOR FARM KID FROM POOR, HARD-WORKING PARENTS 
CAN DREAM AND BECOME WHATEVER HE WANTS TO BE. 


AND I REMEMBER MR. ALLEN HYATT. HE TAUGHT ME THAT 
I SHOULD USE ALL OF MY ABILITY ... NOT JUST PART OF IT. 
ALL OF MY LIFE I HAVE CARRIED THAT WHICH I GAINED FROM 
HIM ... A DESIRE NOT TO BE SATISFIED WITH THE AVERAGE 
OR COMMON ... THAT FROM WHATEVER SURROUNDINGS WE 
COME ... WE CAN BE AN UNCOMMON PERSON BY USING THE 
TALENTS GOD HAS GIVEN US. 


IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE TO PAY THESE FOUR TEACHERS 
I MENTIONED WHAT THEY WERE REALLY WORTH TO ME. BE- 
CAUSE OF THEIR INFLUENCE AND OTHERS LIKE THEM SCAT- 
TERED ACROSS THE LENGTH AND BREADTH OF THIS STATE... 
I INTENT TO HOLD HIGH THE HANDS OF OUR TEACHERS ... 
FOR WE HAVE SOME OF THE BEST TEACHERS IN THE NATION. 


BY THE SAME TOKEN ... I DO NOT WANT OUR TEACHERS 
TO GET A BUM RAP BY THE STATEMENTS OF A MISGUIDED 
FEW. LET ME ASSURE YOU ... THE VAST MAJORITY OF OUR 
TEACHERS ARE INTERESTED IN OUR CHILDREN AND THEIR 
EDUCATION ... NOT JUST THEIR OWN SALARIES. 


WHILE ANY TEACHER COULD USE AND WOULD LIKE A SAL- 
ARY INCREASE ... IF YOU COULD CONVINCE ME THAT SALARY 
WAS THE PRIMARY INTEREST OF THE GREAT MAJORITY OF OUR 
TEACHERS ... I COULD THEN TELL YOU WHAT IS WRONG WITH 
QUR EDUCATION SYSTEM. IT WOULD BE A SYSTEM WITH AT- 
TITUDES AND PRIORITIES THAT ARE WRONG. 


I WILL BE ON THE SIDE OF GOOD TEACHERS ... BUT I ALSO 
WANT THEM TO HELP ME FIGHT FOR OUR CHILDREN ... TO 
REQUIRE A QUALITY EDUCATION. 


WE NEED TO ASK MORE OF OUR CHILDREN. WE MUST ASK 
THEM TO TURN MORE AND MORE AWAY FROM DRUGS AND JUST 
SAY ‘NO’ SO THEY WILL NOT DESTROY THEIR MINDS AND BOD- 
IES. WE NEED TO REQUIRE MINIMUM TIME PERIODS FOR IN-

BUT IN JAPAN, WESTERN EUROPE, AND ASIA. 


WE NEED TO MAKE PLANS FOR THE UTILIZATION OF HIGH 
TECHNOLOGY TEACHING AIDS AND WE NEED TO REQUIRE RE- 
LIABLE ASSESSMENT OF STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT FOR STU- 
BeUAoL THE FIRST THROUGH 12TH GRADES IN EACH PUBLIC 


WE NEED TO ASK MORE FROM OUR PARENTS. PARENTS 
SHOULD TRY TO MAINTAIN A HOME ATMOSPHERE OF LOVE AND 
FAMILY AND BE INVOLVED WITH THE SCHOOLS AND THEIR 
PROGRAMS TO CHALLENGE OUR CHILDREN TO REACH BEYOND 
THE STARS. PARENTS MUST REMEMBER THAT EDUCATION IS 
THE ONLY THING THAT CAN TAKE A CHILD FROM ONE GEN- 
SAE OF POVERTY TO THE NEXT GENERATION OF OPPOR-

WE MUST ASK MORE OF THE GENERAL POPULATION AND 
THE BUSINESS COMMUNITY. UNDER OUR PLAN AN ASSESSMENT 
IN EVERY SCHOOL IN OUR STATE WILL BE DONE BY PROFES- 
SIONALS, PARENTS AND BUSINESSMEN ... AND IF THEY CAN 
THEN TRUTHFULLY ASSURE US THAT OUR MONEY IS BEING 
WISELY SPENT AND THAT MORE MAY BE NEEDED ... THEN WE 
ote WILLING TO VOTE OUR OWN TAX INCREASES FOR 


BUT THROUGH OUR QUALITY IN EDUCATION PROGRAM WE 
HAVE GOT TO INSURE THAT ADEQUATE FUNDS ARE REACHING 
THE CLASSROOMS. INSTANCES OF TEACHERS HAVING TO BUY 
MATERIALS, PARENTS SENDING TOILET TISSUE OR OTHER NE- 
CESSITIES TO SCHOOL MUST BE BROUGHT TO AN END. AC- 
CORDING TO A REPORT FROM THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF 
EDUCATION ... 93.47 PERCENT OF ALL STATE TAX DOLLARS 
GOING INTO K-THROUGH-12 WENT TO SALARIES AND BENEFITS 
IN THE 1987-88 BUDGET. EVEN WHEN YOU PUT IN LOCAL AND 
FEDERAL FUNDS ... YOU HAVE 79 PERCENT GOING TO SALARIES 
AND BENEFITS IN THE AUBURN CITY SYSTEM AND 84 PERCENT 
IN THE MONTGOMERY CITY SYSTEM. SOME HAVE EVEN HIGHER 
PERCENTAGES. 


TO IMPROVE OUR SYSTEM OF HIGHER EDUCATION ... 1 AM 
PROPOSING THAT WE RECONSTITUTE THE ALABAMA COMMIS- 
SION ON HIGHER EDUCATION AND GIVE IT BROAD NEW POWERS 
TO SET THE BUDGETS AND PROGRAMS OF OUR COLLEGES AND 
UNIVERSITIES. THIS NEW ACHE MUST HAVE THREE MAIN QUAL- 
ITIES: IT MUST BE ABLE TO PREVENT THE UNNECESSARY DU- 
PLICATION OF PROGRAMS; IT MUST HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO 
FUND THOSE PROGRAMS; AND WE MUST MAKE SURE IT IS UN- 
DER THE CONTROL OF A LAY BOARD THAT WILL NOT BE BIASED 
TOWARD ANY INSTITUTION OR SECTION OF THE STATE OR

AND LET’S START TREATING OUR POSTSECONDARY SCHOOLS 
LIKE COLLEGES ... NOT HIGH SCHOOLS. LET’S CREATE A NEW 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES TO GOVERN THE TWO-YEAR COLLEGE 
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SYSTEM WITH THE KIND OF CARE IT DESERVES AND WITH THE 
FERVOR TO RID THE SYSTEM OF DUPLICATION AND WASTE. 


I WILL ASK THAT WE TACKLE TAX REFORM NEXT YEAR IN 
THE 1989 SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. TAX REFORM DOES 
NOT ALWAYS MEAN TAX INCREASE ... BUT OFTEN MEANS A 
FAIRER DISTRIBUTION OF THE TAX LOAD. IT WOULD BE UNWISE 
IN MY OPINION TO TAKE ON SUCH A MAJOR REFORM PROGRAM 
man YEAR WHEN EDUCATION SHOULD REQUIRE OUR ATTEN- 

ION. 


WE MUST ALSO INSURE THAT A PROPORTIONATE SHARE OF 
NEW GROWTH MONEY GOES TO EACH OF OUR STATE'S PRO- 
GRAMS. LAST YEAR ... JUST OVER 88 PERCENT OF OUR TOTAL 
TAX RECEIPTS WERE EARMARKED. THE SOUTHEASTERN AV- 
ERAGE RECENTLY WAS 22 PERCENT. 


WE ALSO WILL HAVE A BETTER HANDLE ON OUR EDUCATION 
FINANCING NEEDS NEXT YEAR AS A RESULT OF OUR SCHOOL 
ASSESSMENT PROGRAM AT THE LOCAL LEVELS. 


WE WILL HAVE ONE MORE YEAR TO PROVE THAT WE ARE 
TRUE GUARDIANS OF TAX DOLLARS. IT IS NO ACCIDENT THAT 
11 OF THE 14 LOCAL TAX REFERENDA FOR EDUCATION IN ALA- 
BAMA FAILED WITHIN THE LAST YEAR. SOME FAILED MY MAR- 
GINS OF TWO OR THREE TO ONE. 


THERE HAS BEEN MUCH DISCUSSION IN THE LAST FEW 
MONTHS ABOUT AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT HIGHWAY PRO- 
GRAM. THE JOINT HIGHWAY COMMITTEE HAS BEEN HOLDING 
HEARINGS AROUND THE STATE. I HOPE THE GENERAL PUBLIC 
HAS BEEN HEARD AND THAT A PROGRAM CAN COME OUT OF 
THESE HEARINGS THAT WE CAN ALL SUPPORT. I WILL WITH- 
HOLD ANY RECOMMENDATION ABOUT AN EXPANDED HIGHWAY 
PROGRAM UNTIL I HAVE SUFFICIENT TIME TO DIGEST THE 
FINDINGS AND LISTEN TO THE SUGGESTIONS FROM THE PEO- 
PLE. IN MY OPINION ... WE MUST HAVE A HIGHWAY PROGRAM 
THIS YEAR ... OR ELSE WE WILL LOSE OUR EDGE OF COMPE- 
TITION WITH OUR SISTER STATES. 


FINALLY ... I HAVE MADE TODAY MY BUDGET RECOMMEN- 
DATIONS. WE HAVE SOME PROBLEMS THAT MUST BE SOLVED. 


WHEN ONE LOOKS AT THE NEW MONEY OVER AND ABOVE 
LAST YEAR’S APPROPRIATIONS ... ONLY 4 MILLION DOLLARS 
WILL BE IN THE GENERAL FUND. THAT COMPARES TO 256 MIL- 
LION DOLLARS OF NEW MONEY IN THE EDUCATION FUND. SO 
MORE THAN 98 PERCENT OF THE NEW FUNDS AVAILABLE TO 
US THIS YEAR WILL BE IN THE EDUCATION FUND. I AM ASKING 
YOU TO TAKE THIS NEW MONEY AND PUT 41 MILLION DOLLARS 
IN THE GENERAL FUND AND LEAVE 215 MILLION DOLLARS IN 
NEW MONEY IN THE SPECIAL EDUCATION TRUST FUND. THIS 
PLAN WOULD GIVE MORE THAN 83 PERCENT OF THE NEW MONEY 
TO EDUCATION. 


THIS PROBLEM IN THE GENERAL FUND IS NOT NEW. YOU 
HAVE WRESTLED WITH IT FOR YEARS. IT IS MORE ACUTE THIS 
TIME, HOWEVER. WE CANNOT BURY OUR HEADS IN THE SAND. 
THIS IS NOT A TIME FOR THE FAINTHEARTED. 
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LADIES AND GENTLEMEN ...WE HAVE THREE CHOICES: CUT 
PROGRAMS, RAISE TAXES, OR USE THE TAX MONEY WE NOW 
HAVE COMING IN. IRECOMMEND THE LATTER: DIVIDE THE TAX 
Age ta COLLECTING NOW TO TAKE CARE OF OUR CRIT- 

NEEDS. 


IF WE ARE GOING TO SAVE OUR DYING BABIES, GET MORE 
NURSING HOME CARE FOR OUR ELDERLY, KEEP THE OVER- 
CROWDED PRISONS FROM FILLING UP OUR STREETS WITH DAN- 
GEROUS CRIMINALS, FIND SOME WAY TO EASE THE SUFFERING 
OF OUR DEFENSELESS ABUSED CHILDREN ... WE MUST HAVE 
é on GER, STEADIER SOURCE OF REVENUE IN THE GENERAL 


I RECOMMEND CAPPING THE GROSS RECEIPTS TAX ON UTIL- 
ITIES AT 130 MILLION DOLLARS AND PUTTING THE REMAINDER 
INTO THE GENERAL FUND EACH YEAR TO SOLVE OUR PROB- 
LEMS. THIS WILL NOT TAKE ONE DIME AWAY FROM ANY PRO- 
GRAM YOU HAVE FUNDED. THIS IS NEW MONEY WHICH CAN 
AND SHOULD BE APPROPRIATED BY THE LEGISLATURE FOR THE 
MOST PRESSING NEEDS OF OUR STATE. 


I WILL PRESENT TO YOU TODAY BALANCED BUDGETS WITH 
NO TAX INCREASES. THOSE BUDGETS WILL REFLECT EARLY 
BENEFITS FROM MY ALABAMA MANAGEMENT IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM ... WHICH WITH THE HELP OF THE GENEROSITY OF 
TOP ALABAMA BUSINESSES WHO GAVE US ONE-POINT-SIX MIL- 
LION DOLLARS AND LOANED US THEIR FINEST EXECUTIVES ... 
HAS IDENTIFIED WAYS TO RAISE REVENUE BY 50 MILLION DOL- 
LARS AND CUT COSTS BY 35 MILLION DOLLARS OVER A THREE- 
YEAR PERIOD ... ALL WITHOUT A TAX INCREASE.. 


I PROPOSE TO USE THE 41 MILLION DOLLARS FROM THE

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama grievously records the death of 
our beloved friend and former colleague, Paschal Patrick Vacca of Tarrant, 
Alabama, on November 11, 1987, at the age of 86 years; and 


WHEREAS, a native of Pennsylvania and a resident of Jefferson County 
since 1919, “Pat” Vacca was a graduate of the Youngstown Institute of 
Technology, Youngstown Business University, and of the Birmingham School 
of Law with the LL.B. degree; he had practiced law in Birmingham since 
1937, was a former municipal judge, city attorney and auditor in Tarrant 
and, at the time of his death, was serving as vice president/general counsel 
of Bruno’s, Incorporated; and 


WHEREAS, Paschal Vacca was a faithful servant to the Birmingham 
community through activities of the Boy Scouts, Red Cross, Civitans, Elks, 
Masons and Shriners, among others; it was on the statewide level, however,

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exceeding pre-established credit limits, late fees or delinquency charges, 
premiums on credit life and credit accident and health insurance, annual 
fees, and other charges and fees, and such other terms and conditions as 
the lender and the debtor may agree to from time to time; provides for 
regulatory supervision of, and enforcement authority over, credit card banks; 
provides for applications, and application filing fees to the Superintendent 
of Banks; provides that the Superintendent may order credit card banks to 
cease all operations under certain conditions and may impose civil penalties 
for failure to abide by such order; provides that the Superintendent may 
require divestiture of a credit card bank under certain conditions; provides 
that the Superintendent may promulgate rules and regulations; provides that 
credit card banks shall be subject to all other banking laws except where 
any rights, powers, privileges or provisions thereof are inconsistent with the 
rights, powers, privileges, provisions or limitations of Chapter 14A of Title 
5 of Code of Alabama 1975; provides that a credit card bank shall not be 
considered a “bank” for the purpose of certain banking laws; provides for 
severability of provisions; provides for the repeal of Section 5-20-1, Code of 
Alabama 1975, which establishes fees for credit cards and certain other open- 
end credit plans, and for the amendment or repeal of conflicting provisions 
of law; and provides an effective date. 


H. 222. To amend Section 35-10-26, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
provide that title passing by a mortgage will not divest until all secured 
obligations are paid and there is no commitment or agreement by the 
mortgagee to make advances, incur obligations or otherwise give value under 
any agreement; to provide for the satisfaction of mortgages; to provide for 
severability of the provisions of this Act; to provide for repeal of conflicting 
laws; and to provide an effective date.

(7) Health Insurance Policy. Any individual, group, blanket, or franchise 
insurance policy, insurance agreement, or group hospital service contract 
providing for pharmaceutical services, including without limitation, prescrip- 
tion drugs, incurred as a result of accident or sickness, or to prevent same. 


(8) Employee Benefit Plan. Any plan, fund, or program heretofore or 
hereafter established or maintained by an employer or an employee orga- 
nization, or by both, to the extent that such plan, fund, or program was 
established or is maintained for the purpose of providing for its participants 
or their beneficiaries, through the purchase of insurance or otherwise, phar- 
maceutical services, including without limitation, prescription drugs. 


(9) Pharmacist. Any person licensed by the Alabama state board of 
pharmacy to practice the profession of pharmacy in the state of Alabama 
and whose license is in good standing. 
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(10) Pharmacy. A place licensed by the Alabama state board of pharmacy 
in which prescriptions, drugs, medicines, chemicals and poisons are sold, 
offered for sale, compounded or dispensed, and shall include all places whose 
title may imply the sale, offering for sale, compounding or dispensing of 
prescriptions, drugs, medicines, chemicals or poisons. 


(11) Pharmaceutical Services. Services ordinarily and customarily ren- 
dered by a pharmacy or pharmacist, including without limitation, the dis- 
pensing of prescriptions, drugs, medicines, chemicals or poisons. 


(12) Drugs. All medical substances, preparations and devices recognized 
by the United States Pharmacopoeia and National Formulary, or any revision 
thereof, and all substances and preparations intended for external and internal 
use in the cure, diagnosis, mitigation, treatment or prevention of disease in 
man or animal and all substances and preparations other than food intended 
to affect the structure or any function of the body of man or animal. 


(13) Prescription. Any order for drug or medical supplies, written or 
signed or transmitted by word or mouth, telephone, telegraph, closed circuit, 
television or other means of communication by a legally competent practi- 
tioner, licensed by law to prescribe and administer such drugs and medical 
supplies intended to be filled, compounded or dispensed by a pharmacist. 


Section 3. No health insurance policy or employee benefit plan which 
is colar renewed, issued for delivery, or otherwise contracted for in this 
state shall: 


(1) Prevent any person who is a party to or beneficiary of any such 
health insurance policy or employee benefit plan from selecting the pharmacy 
or pharmacist of his choice to furnish the pharmaceutical services, including 
without limitation, prescription drugs, offered by said policy or plan or 
interfere with said selection provided the pharmacy or pharmacist is licensed 
to furnish such pharmaceutical services in this state; or 


(2) Deny any pharmacy or pharmacist the right to participate as a 
contracting provider for such policy or plan provided the pharmacist is 
licensed to furnish pharmaceutical services, including without limitation, 
prescription drugs offered by said policy or plan. 


Section 4. Any provision in a health insurance policy or employee 
benefit plan which is delivered, renewed, issued for delivery, or otherwise 
contracted for in this state which is contrary to this act shall to the extent 
of such conflict be void. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act do not mandate that any type of 
benefits for pharmaceutical services, including without limitation, prescription 
drugs, be provided by a health insurance policy or an employee benefit plan. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any insurer or any person to provide 
any health insurance policy or employee benefit plan providing for phar- 
maceutical services, including without limitation, prescription drugs, that 
does not conform to the provisions of this act. 


Section 7. The commissioner of insurance shall not approve for sale in 
this state any health insurance policy or employee benefit plan providing 
for pharmaceutical services, including without limitation, prescription drugs, 
which does not conform to the provisions of this act or to the provisions 
of sections 27-14-8 and 27-14-9, Code of Alabama 1975.

“(c) No such countersignature may be made by any solicitor, managing 
general agent or service representative, nor by any servant or employee 
thereof nor by any servant or employee of the insurer; except, 


“(1) that this provision shall not prevent any servant or employee of a 
direct-writing insurer from being licensed under this title as a resident 
insurance agent of the insurer to countersign contracts of insurance.;_and 


(2) residual-type insurance plans that have been approved by the com- 
missioner may be counters lesignated employees of the insurer or 
association sponsoring such plan.

(a) No life or disability insurance contract upon an individual, except 
a contract or group life insurance or of group or blanket disability insurance, 
shall be made or effectuated unless at the time of the making of the contract 
the individual insured, being of competent legal capacity to contract, applies 
therefor or has consented thereto, except in the following cases: 


(1) A spouse may effectuate such insurance upon the other spouse; 


(2) Any person having an insurable interest in the life of a minor or 
any person upon whom a minor is dependent for support and maintenance 
may effectuate insurance upon the life of, or pertaining to, such minor; and 
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(3) Family policies may be issued insuring any two or more members 
of a family on an application signed by either parent, a stepparent or by a 
husband or wife; 


(b) An insurer shall be entitled to rely upon all statements, declarations 
and representations made by an applicant for insurance relative to the 
insurable interest which such applicant has in the insured, and no insurer 
shall incur any legal liability except as set forth in the policy by virtue of 
any untrue statements, declarations or representations so relied upon in good 
faith by the insurer. 


(c) As to kinds of insurance other than life or disability insurance, no 
application for insurance signed by, or on behalf of, the insured shall be 
admissible in evidence in any action between the insured and the insurer 
arising out of the policy so applied for if the insurer has failed, at expiration 
of 30 days after receipt by the insurer of written demand therefor by, or on 
behalf of, the insured, to furnish to the insured a copy of such application 
reproduced by any legible means.

Relating to the department of mental health and mental re- 
tardation; to designate the department as a special school district within the 
state; to designate a position of superintendent of education for the special 
district with responsibility for administering the education programs of the 
department of mental health and mental retardation in conjunction with its 
commissioner; to provide for the qualifications and the filling of the super- 
intendent’s position and providing for the duties and responsibilities for the 
superintendent; to provide for a funding formula and policy for the district; 
to provide that the superintendent of the newly created school district shall 
bear the same relationship to the state board of education and the state 
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superintendents as do county boards of education and county superintendents; 
and to provide that the provision of this Act shall be construed in pari 
materia with Title 22, Chapters 50 through 53, Code of Alabama 1975, and 
shall supersede and repeal such provisions of law only to the extent there 
exists a conflict herewith.

To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of 
government, for interest on the public debt, and for capital outlay for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1989. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1988-89 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as the amounts 
to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu 
a all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama 

tatutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are 
listed by programmatic area and the totals for all programs are shown by 
the source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appropriated 
to the agency concerned; and that the following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all fund 
sources. 
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(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required to 
achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the 
need of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the ac- 
quisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have 
an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of interest 
and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the ‘State, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 


(e) “ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special Educ ational Trust Fund. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State and for 
the principal and interest on the public debt for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1989, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from 
such other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for 
which the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor, except as provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 
41-19-1 through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless 
of the ending date of any pay period which has been or may be established

SECTION 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, amounts 
herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts heretofore provided 
or appropriated by law for such purposes.

That, if any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or 
portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein made be held 
unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or appropriations 
or portion thereof hereby made not in and of itself unconstitutional or invalid. 


SECTION 10. That all laws and parts of laws, general, special, private, or 
local in conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same 
are hereby expressly repealed. 


SECTION 11. That each Department of the State funded through the pro- 
visions of this budget shall provide an equal opportunity for employment and busi- 
ness opportunities for all citizens of this state without regard to sex or race. 
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SECTION 12. That this Act shall become effective October 1, 1988.

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to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu of all monies appro- 
priated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama Statutes.

SECTION 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, amounts 
herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts heretofore provided 
or appropriated by law for such purposes.

b. Received contributions or made expenditures, or given his or her 
consent for any other person or persons to receive contributions or make 
expenditures, with a view to bringing about his or her nomination or election 
to any state office or local office. Provided, however, that no person shall 
be considered a candidate within the meaning of this subdivision until such 
time as he or she has either received contributions or made expenditures as 
provided herein in the following amounts: 


1. $10,000 or more, with a view toward bringing about nomination or 
election to any state office other than one filled by election of the registered 
voters of any circuit or district within the state; 


2. $3,000 or more, with a view toward bringing about nomination or 
election to any state office filled by election of the registered voters of any 
circuit or district; and 


3. $1,000 or more, with a view toward bringing about nomination or 
election to any local office. 
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(2) CONTRIBUTION. 
a. The following shall be considered contributions: 


1. A gift, subscription, loan, advance, deposit of money or anything of 
value, a payment, a forgiveness of a loan, or a payment of a third party, 
made for the purpose of influencing the result of an election; 


2. A contract, premier, or agreement, expressed or implied, whether or 
not legally enforceable, to make a gift, subscription, loan, advance, or deposit 
of money or anything of value for the purpose of influencing the result of 
an election; 


3. Any transfer of anything of value received by a political committee 
from another political committee, political party or other source; or 


4, The payment of compensation by any person for the personal services 
or expenses of any other person if such services are rendered or expenses 
incurred on behalf of a candidate, political committee or political party 
without payment of full and adequate compensation by such candidate, 
political committee or political party. 


b. The term “contribution” does not include: 


1. The value of services provided without compensation by individuals 
who volunteer a portion or all of their time on behalf of a candidate or 
political committee; 


2. The use of real or personal property and the cost of invitations, food 
or beverages, voluntarily provided by an individual to a candidate or political 
committee in rendering voluntary personal services on the individual’s res- 
idential premises for election-related activities; 


3. The sale of any food or beverage by a vendor for use in an election 
campaign at a charge to a candidate or political committee less than the 
normal comparable charge, if such charge to the political committee for use 
in an election campaign is at least equal to the cost of such food or beverage 
to the vendor; 


4. Any unreimbursed payment for travel expenses made by an individual 
who on his or her own behalf volunteers personal services to a candidate or 
a political committee; or 


5. The payment by a state or local committee of a political party of 
the cost of preparation, display, or mailing or other distribution incurred by 
such committee with respect to a printed slate card or sample ballot, or 
other printed listing of two or more candidates for any public office for 
which an election is held in the state, except that this subparagraph shall 
not apply in the case of costs incurred by such committee with respect to 
a display of any such listing made on broadcasting stations, or in newspapers, 
magazines, or other similar types of general public political advertising. 


(3) ELECTION. Unless otherwise specified, any general, special, primary 
or runoff election, or any convention or caucus of a political party held to 
nominate a candidate, or any election at which a constitutional amendment 
or other proposition is submitted to the popular vote. 
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(4) EXPENDITURE. 
a. The following shall be considered expenditures: 


1. A purchase, payment, distribution, loan, advance, deposit, or gift of 
money or anything of value, made for the purpose of influencing the result 
of an election; 


2. A contract, promise, or agreement, express or implied, whether or 
not legally enforceable, to make any purchase, payment, distribution, loan, 
advance, deposit, or gift of money or anything of value, for the purpose of 
influencing the result of an election; or 


3. The transfer, gift or contribution of funds of a political committee 
to another political committee. 


b. The term “expenditure” does not include: 


1. Any news story, commentary, or editorial prepared by and distributed 
through the facilities of any broadcasting station, newspaper, magazine, or 
other periodical publication, unless such facilities are owned or controlled 
by any political party or political committee; 


2. Nonpartisan activity designed to encourage individuals to register to 
vote, or to vote; 


__ 8. Any communication by any membership organization to its members 
if such membership organization is not organized primarily for the purpose 
of influencing the result of an election; 


4, The use of real or personal property and the cost of invitations, food 
or beverages, voluntarily provided by an individual in rendering voluntary 
personal services on the individual’s residential premises for election-related 
activities; 

5. Any unreimbursed payment for travel expenses made by an individual 


who, on his or her own behalf, volunteers personal services to a candidate 
or political committee; 


6. Any communication by any person which is not made for the purposes 
of influencing the result of an election; or 


7. The payment by a state or local committee of a political party of 
the cost of preparation, display, or mailing or other distribution incurred by 
such committee with respect to a printed slate card or sample ballot, or 
other printed listing of two or more candidates for any public office for 
which an election is held in the state, except that this subparagraph shall 
not apply in the case of costs incurred by such committee with respect to 
a display of any such listing made on broadcasting stations, or in newspapers, 
magazines, or other similar types of general public political advertising. 


(5) IDENTIFICATION. The full name and complete address. 


(6) LOAN. A transfer of money, property, or anything of value in 
consideration of a promise or obligation, conditional or not, to repay in 
whole or part. 


(7) LOCAL OFFICE. Any office under the constitution and laws of the 
state, except circuit, district or legislative offices, filled by election of the 
registered voters of a single county or municipality, or by the voters of a 
division contained within a county or municipality. 
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(8) PERSON. An individual, partnership, committee, association, cor- 
poration, labor organization, or any other organization or group of persons. 


(9) POLITICAL COMMITTEE. Any political committee, club, asso- 
ciation, principal campaign committee, political party, or other group of one 
or more persons which receives or anticipates receiving contributions or 
makes or anticipates making expenditures to or on behalf of any elected 
official, proposition, candidate, principal campaign committee or other po- 
litical committee. 


(10) PRINCIPAL CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE. The principal campaign 
committee designated by a candidate under Section 4 of this act. A political 
committee established primarily to benefit an individual candidate or an 
individual elected official shall be considered a principal campaign committee 
for purposes of this act. 


(11) PROPOSITION. Any proposal for submission to the general public 
for its approval or rejection, including proposed as well as qualified ballot 
questions. 


(12) STATE. The state of Alabama. 


(13) STATE OFFICE. All offices under the constitution and laws of 
the state filled by election of the registered voters of the state or any circuit 
or district and shall include legislative offices. 


Section 3. (a) Every political committee shall have a chairman and a 
treasurer. 


(b) All funds of a political committee shall be segregated from, and shall 
not be commingled with, any personal funds of officers, members, or associates 
of such committee. 


(c) It shall be the duty of the treasurer of a political committee to keep 
a detailed, exact account of: 


(1) All contributions made to or for such committee; 
(2) All expenditures made by or on behalf of such committee; and 


(3) The identification of every person to whom an expenditure is made, 
the date and amount thereof, and the name of each candidate on whose 
behalf such expenditure was made or a designation of the election proposition 
the result of which the political committee will attempt to influence by 
making expenditures or receiving contributions. 


(d) It shall be the duty of the treasurer to obtain and keep a receipted 
bill or cancelled check, stating the particulars for every expenditure made 
by or on behalf of a political committee greater than $100, and for any such 
expenditure in a lesser amount, if the aggregate amount of such expenditures 
to the same person during a calendar year is greater than $100. Provided, 
however, the treasurer of a political committee other than a principal cam- 
paign committee shall not be required under this act to report any expenditure 
not related to campaign contributions or expenditures; or made as an ad- 
ministrative expense. The treasurer shall preserve all receipted bills and 
accounts required to be kept by this section for a period of two years from 
the date of any such expenditure. 


Section 4. Within five days after any person becomes a candidate for 
office, such person shall file with the Secretary of State or Judge of Probate, 
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as provided in Section 9 of this act, a statement showing the name of not 
less than two nor more than five persons elected to serve as the principal 
campaign committee for such candidate, together with a written acceptance 
or consent by such committee, but any candidate may declare himself or 
herself as the person chosen to serve as the principal campaign committee, 
in which case such candidate shall perform the duties of chairman and 
treasurer of such committee prescribed by this act. If any vacancies be 
created by death or resignation or any other cause, such candidate may fill 
such vacancy, or the remaining members shall discharge and complete the 
duties required of such committee as if such vacancy had not been created. 
The principal campaign committee, or its treasurer, shall have exclusive 
custody of all moneys contributed, donated, subscribed or in any manner 
furnished to or for the candidate represented by such committee, and shall 
account for and disburse the same. No candidate shall expend any money 
in aid of his or her nomination or election except by contributing to the 
principal campaign committee designated by the candidate as aforesaid. 


Section 5. (a) Each political committee, other than a principal cam- 
paign committee, which anticipates either receiving contributions or making 
expenditures during the calendar year in an aggregate amount exceeding 
$1,000 shall file with the Secretary of State or the Judge of Probate as 
herein provided in Section 9, a statement of organization, within ten days 
after its organization or, if later, within ten days after the date on which 
it has information which causes the committee to anticipate it will receive 
contributions or make expenditures in an aggregate amount in excess of 
$1,000. Each such committee in existence at the date of enactment of this 
act shall file a statement of organization within sixty days after the effective 
date of this act. 


(b) The statement of organization shall include: 

(1) The name and complete address of the committee; 

(2) The identification of affiliated or connected organizations, if any; 
(3) The purposes of the committee; 

(4) The identification of the chairman and treasurer; 


(5) The identification of principal officers, including members of any 
finance committee; 


(6) A description of the constitutional amendments or other propositions, 
if any, that the committee is supporting or opposing, and the identity, if 
known, of any candidate or elected official that the committee is supporting 
or opposing; 


(7) A statement whether the committee is a continuing one, and if not, 
the expected termination or dissolution date; and 


(8) The disposition of residual funds which will be made in the event 
of dissolution. 


(c) Any material change in information previously submitted in a state- 
ment of organization shall be reported to the Secretary of State or Judge 
of Probate as provided in Section 9, within ten days following the change. 


(d) A political committee, including a principal campaign committee, 
after having filed its initial statement of organization, shall continue in 
existence until terminated or dissolved as provided herein. When any political

committee other than a principal campaign committee determines it will no 
longer receive contributions or make expenditures during any calendar year 
in an aggregate amount exceeding $1,000, or when any candidate through 
his or her principal campaign committee determines that he or she will not 
receive contributions or make expenditures in the amounts specified in 
Section 2 (1)b of this act, the chairman or treasurer of such political 
committee may so notify the Secretary of State or Judge of Probate, as 
designated in Section 9 of this act, of the termination or dissolution of such 
political committee. Such notice shall contain a statement by the treasurer 
of such committee of the intended disposition of any residual funds then 
held by the committee on behalf of a candidate. 


Section 6. A political committee shall maintain a checking account and 
shall deposit any contributions received by such committee into such account. 
No expenditure may be made by any such committee except by check drawn 
on such account, or out of a petty cash fund from which it may make 
expenditures not in excess of $100 to any person in connection with a single 
purchase or transaction. 


Section 7. Amounts received by a principal campaign committee as 
contributions that are in excess of any amount necessary to defray expend- 
itures of the candidate represented by such committee, may be used by such 
candidate to defray any ordinary and necessary expenses incurred by him 
or her in connection with his or her duties as a holder of office, may be 
contributed by him or her to any organization described in section 170(c) 
of Title 26 of the U.S. Code, may be transferred to another political committee 
or may be used for any other lawful purpose. 


Section 8. (a) The treasurer of each principal campaign committee or 
other political committee shall file with the Secretary of State or Judge of 
Probate, as designated in Section 9 of this act, reports of contributions and 
expenditures at the following times in any year in which an elected official 
or candidate shall qualify for election: 


(1) Forty-five days before and between ten and five days before the date 
of any election for which a political committee receives contributions or 
makes expenditures with a view toward influencing such election’s result; 


(2) Not later than 30 days following the date of any election for which 
a political committee receives contributions or makes expenditures with a 
view toward influencing such election’s result; and 


(b) In any other year, all candidates, political committees, and elected 
state and local officials covered under the provisions of this act, shall annually 
file with the Secretary of State or Judge of Probate, as designated in Section 
9 of this act, reports of contributions and expenditures made during that 
year. The annual reports required under this subsection shall be made on 
or before January 31 of the succeeding year. 


(c) Each report under this section shall disclose: 


(1) The amount of cash or other assets on hand at the beginning of 
the reporting period; 


(2) The identification of each person who has made contributions to 
such committee or candidate within the calendar year in an aggregate amount 
greater than $100, together with the amount and date of all such contributions; 
provided, however, in the case of a political committee, other than a principal 
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campaign committee, identification shall mean the name and city of residence 
of each person who has made contributions; 


(3) The total amount of other contributions received during the calendar 
year but not reported under subsection (c)(2) of this section; 


(4) Each loan to or from any person within the calendar year in an 
aggregate amount greater than $100, together with the identification of the 
lender, the identification of the endorsers, or guarantors, if any, and the 
date and amount of such loans; 


(5) The total amount of receipts from any other source during such 
calendar year; 


(6) The grand total of all receipts by or for such committee during the 
calendar year; 


(7) The identification of each person to whom expenditures have been 
made by or on behalf of such committee or elected official within the calendar 
year in an aggregate amount greater than $100, the amount, date, and purpose 
of each such expenditure, and, if applicable, the designation of each con- 
stitutional amendment or other proposition with respect to which an ex- 
penditure was made; 


(8) The identification of each person to whom an expenditure for per- 
sonal services, salaries, and reimbursed expenses greater than $100 has been 
made, and which is not otherwise reported or exempted from the provisions 
of this act, including the amount, date and purpose of such expenditure; 


(9) The eee total of all expenditures made by such committee or 
elected official during the calendar year; and 


(10) The amount and nature of debts and obligations owed by or to 
the committee or elected official, together with a statement as to the cir- 
cumstances and conditions under which any such debt or obligation was 
extinguished and the consideration therefore. 


(d) Each report required by this section shall be signed and filed by 
the elected official or on behalf of the political committee by its chairman 
or treasurer and, if filed on behalf of a principal campaign committee, by 
the candidate represented by such committee. There shall be attached to 
each such report an affidavit subscribed and sworn to by the official or 
chairman or treasurer and, if filed by principal campaign committee, the 
candidate represented by such committee, setting forth in substance that 
such report is to the best of his or her knowledge and belief in all respects 
true and complete, and, if made by a candidate, that he or she has not 
received any contributions or made any expenditures which are not set forth 
and covered by such report. 


Section 9. (a) All statements and reports required of principal campaign 
committees under the provisions of this act shall be filed with the Secretary 
of State in the case of candidates for state office or state elected officials, 
and in the case of candidates for local office or local elected officials, with 
the Judge of Probate of the county in which the office is sought. 


(b) Political committees, except principal campaign committees, which 
seek to influence an election for local office or to influence a proposition 
regarding a single county, shall file all reports and statements with the Judge 
of Probate of the county affected. All other political committees, except as 
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provided in subsection (a) above, shall file reports and statements with the 
Secretary of State. 


Section 10. (a) A copy of each report shall be preserved for public 
inspection by the Secretary of State or Probate Judge, whichever is applicable. 


(b) The date of filing of a report or statement filed pursuant to this 
act shall be deemed to be the date of receipt by the Secretary of State or 
Judge of Probate, as the case may be; provided, that any report or statement 
filed by certified or registered mail shall be deemed to be filed in a timely 
fashion if the date of the United States postmark stamped on such report 
or statement is at least two days prior to the required filing date, and if 
such report or statement is properly addressed with postage prepaid. 


Section 11. The Secretary of State and the Judge of Probate shall have 
the following duties: 


(1) To accept and file all reports and statements required by the pro- 
visions of this act to be filed with them and to accept any information 
voluntarily supplied that exceeds the requirements of this act; 


(2) To make each statement and report filed by a principal campaign 
committee or other political committee or elected official available for public 
inspection and copying during regular office hours, any such copying to be 
at the expense of the person making copies; 


(3) To inspect each statement and report and to notify the candidate 
or political committee or elected official filing such statement or report if 
such statement or report appears not to conform with the requirements of 
this act, or notify any candidate or political committee or elected official 
who has failed to file a statement or report required by this act; provided, 
that failure to give such notification shall not relieve such candidate or 
political committee or elected official of liability or responsibility under the 
provisions of this act; and 


(4) To prescribe and promulgate any forms to be used in complying 
with the provisions of this act. 


Section 12. Any paid political advertisement appearing in any print 
media or broadcast on any electronic media shall be clearly identified or 
marked as a paid advertisement. It shall be unlawful for any person, candidate, 
principal campaign committee or other political committee to broadcast, 
publish or circulate any campaign literature or political advertisement, without 
a notice appearing on the face or front page of any printed matter, or 
broadcast at the beginning or end of a radio or television spot, stating that 
the communication was paid advertisement and giving the identification of 
the person, principal campaign committee or other political committee that 
paid for or otherwise authorized such communication. 


Section 13. It shall be unlawful for any person, candidate, principal 
campaign committee, or other political committee to publish or distribute 
or display, or cause to be published or distributed or displayed, any card, 
pamphlet, circular, poster, or other printed material relating to or concerning 
any election, which does not contain the identification of the person, can- 
didate, principal campaign committee, or other political committee responsible 
for the publication or distribution or display of the same. 


Section 14. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act or any 
other laws or parts of laws, a political committee may be established by a 
corporation. 
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Section 15. Notwithstanding any provision of this act to the contrary, 
political committees qualified with the Federal Election Commission estab- 
lished under 2 U.S.C. 437 shall file a copy of any report filed with the 
Federal Election Commission with the Secretary of State and such filing 
shall constitute compliance with the reporting requirements of this act. 


Section 16. It shall be unlawful for any person to obstruct, intimidate, 
threaten or coerce, or attempt to obstruct, intimidate, threaten or coerce 
any other person for the purpose of interfering with the right of such other 
person to vote or to vote as he or she may choose, or for the purpose of 
causing such other person to vote for, or not to vote for, any candidate for 
state or local office or any other proposition at any election. 


Section 17. It shall be unlawful for any person to pay or offer to pay, 
or for any person to accept such payment, either to vote or withhold his or 
her vote, or to vote for or against any candidate. 


Section 18. It shall be unlawful for any person to make a contribution 
in the name of another person, or knowingly permit his or her name to be 
used to effect such a contribution made by one person in the name of 
another person, or for any candidate or political committee to knowingly 
accept a contribution made by one person in the name of another person. 


Section 19. It shall be unlawful for any person to fraudulently misrep- 
resent himself or herself, or any other person or organization with which 
he or she is affiliated, as speaking or writing or otherwise acting for or on 
behalf of any candidate, political committee or political party, or agent or 
employee thereof, in a manner which is damaging or is intended to be 
damaging to such other candidate, political committee or political party. 


Section 20. It shall be unlawful for any person or any political committee 
established pursuant to this act or for any person acting on behalf of such 
person or committee, to solicit or secure any money or anything of value 
by physical force, job discrimination or financial reprisals, or by threats 
thereof or by the imposition of dues, fees, or other moneys required as a 
condition of employment. 


Section 21. A certificate of election or nomination shall not be issued 
to any person elected or nominated to state or local office who shall fail to 
file any statement or report required by this act. A certificate of election or 
nomination already issued to any person elected or nominated to state or 
county office who fails to file any statement or report required by this act 
shall be revoked. 


Section 22. (a) A person who violates any provision of this act other 
than a reporting requirement under Sections 4, 5 and 8 is guilty of a Class 
A misdemeanor and subject to a fine of not more than $2,000, or imprisonment 
of not more than one year, or both such fine and imprisonment. 


(b) A person who violates any reporting requirement of Sections 4, 5 
and 8 is guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, and subject to a fine of $1,000 
or an amount not to exceed double the amount or value of the contributions 
or expenditures not reported, whichever is greater, or imprisonment of not 
more than six months, or both such fine and imprisonment. 


(c) The Attorney General may prosecute for violations of this act, and 
in cases involving local elections, the local prosecutor may prosecute unless 
the Attorney General has commenced prosecution or has indicated an in- 
tention to prosecute. No prosecution for violation of this act shall be com- 
menced later than two years after the date of violation. 
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Section 23. It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of this 
act that its provisions be construed in pari materia with other laws regulating 
political contributions, corporations, or political contributions by corpora- 
tions. 


Section 24. Chapter 22 of Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1975 and 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 25. The invalidity of any one or more of the provisions of this 
act shall not affect the remaining portions of this act, and in the event that 
one or more provisions of this act should be held invalid, this act shall be 
construed as if such invalid provision had not been included herein. 


Section 26. This act shall become effective on January 1, 1989, upon 
its approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

and unless such certificate is in force and effect at time such plumbing or 
gas fitting is done, directed or superintended, except as hereinafter provided. 


“It shall be the duty of the board to examine and pass upon the 
qualification of every person who may apply for a journeyman’s plumber or 
og fitter certificate upon forms provided by the board. Such applicant shall 

e examined, orally or in writing, upon the fundamentals of plumbing or 
gas fitting; the theory and practice of plumbing installation and construction 
or gas fitting work, and the experience and ability of the applicant in practical 
plumbing installation and construction or gas fitting work; and if such 
applicant be found to possess an accurate knowledge of the theory and correct 
practice of plumbing installation and construction or gas fitting work, and 
sufficient experience and ability in plumbing installation and construction 
or gas fitting work to safely and competently apply his knowledge and practice, 
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the board shall issue to him a certificate, upon his first paying all fees herein 
prescribed. 


“Tt shall be the duty of said board to examine and pass upon the 
qualifications of every person who may apply for a master’s plumber or gas 
fitter certificate upon forms provided by the board. Such applicant for a 
master’s certificate shall be examined as an applicant for a journeyman’s 
certificate, as hereinabove required to be examined, and also upon his knowl- 
edge, training and ability, in the planning, laying out, and supervision of 
plumbing installation and construction work or gas fitting work; and if such 
applicant for a master’s certificate be found to possess the qualifications 
hereinabove prescribed for issuance of a journeyman’s certificate, and also 
sufficient knowledge, training, and ability to competently and safely plan, 
lay out and supervise plumbing installation and construction work or gas 
fitting work, he shall be issued a master’s plumber or gas fitter certificate 
by said board. 


“The examination required of an applicant for a permit as a master 
plumber or gas fitter or journeyman plumber or gas fitter may be waived 
by the board as to any person who furnishes satisfactory proof to the board 
that he is a person of good moral character, and that he has been actively 
engaged as a master plumber or gas fitter or as a journeyman plumber or 
gas fitter, and duly licensed as such under the general laws of the state of 
Alabama, as the case may be, for at least two years, provided that such 
person files an application in writing for waiver with the board, which 
application shall be accompanied by an affidavit giving the name or names 
of persons, firms or corporations, and the addresses thereof, by whom he 
has been employed, or for whom he has done plumbing work or gas fittin 
work, during said two years of his engaging in said trade. And, provide 
further, that said application be filed within six 18 months after passage of 
this chapter. Except as herein provided in this section, no person shall be 
issued a certificate without passing the prescribed examination; provided, 
however, that a person after having passed said examination, shall not be 
required to take said examination thereafter in order to secure a certificate 
in subsequent years. At least four examinations per year shall be conducted, 
at a time and place prescribed by the board after reasonable notice thereof.” 


Section 4. The legislature concurs in the recommendations of the Sunset 
Committee as provided in Sections 1, 2 and 3 hereof. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

TITLE 28 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


CHAPTER 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


ARTICLE 1. 
NAME, INTERPRETATION, SCOPE AND DEFINITIONS 


§ 28-1-1. Short Title. 


This Act shall be known and may be cited as “Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Code,” and herein shall be referred to as “Act”. 


§ 28-1-2. Interpretation and Scope of Act. 


(a) This Act shall be deemed an exercise of the police power of the 
State of Alabama in the regulation of alcoholic beverages for the protection 
of the public welfare, health, peace and morals of the people of the state 
which shall be deemed as broad as the permissible limits of police power 
and the permissible limits of the power and authority granted to the State 
by Amendment XXI to the Constitution of the United States; and all of 
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the provisions of this Act shall be liberally construed for the accomplishment 
of this purpose. 


(b) Except as herein otherwise expressly provided, the purpose of this 
Act is to prohibit transactions in alcoholic beverages, which take place wholly 
within the state, except by and under the control of the board as herein 
specifically provided, and every section and provision of this Act shall be 
construed accordingly. The provisions of this Act, through the instrumentality 
of the board, provide the exclusive means by which such control shall be 
made effective. This Act preempts the field of regulation of alcoholic bev- 
erages, but shall not be construed as forbidding, affecting or regulating any 
transaction which is not subject to the legislative authority of this state, or 
as delegating, and the board may not delegate, to the counties or munici- 
palities, any of the power or authority granted to the State by Amendment 
XXI to the Constitution of the United States. 


(c) Except as herein provided for certain licensees, this Act shall not 
go into effect in any dry county (except in any wet municipality therein) 
and any dry municipality, and shall not be construed as permitting the 
mhanufacture, sale or purchase of alcoholic beverages within any dry county 
(except in any wet municipality therein) or dry municipality in this state, 
and all laws prohibiting the manufacture, sale and purchase of alcoholic 
beverages now in force and effect in Alabama shall remain in full force and 
effect in every such dry county (except in any wet municipality therein) and 
dry municipality, and neither the board nor any other person (except certain 
licensees) may legally buy, manufacture or sell alcoholic beverages in any 
such dry county (except in any wet municipality therein) unless and until 
said county has at a subsequent election voted to become a wet county, or 
a dry municipality within a wet county or a municipality within a dry county 
has at a subsequent election voted to become a wet municipality in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. Provided, however, a manufacturer, importer, 
warehouse or wholesaler license may continue to be licensed to manufacture 
or to maintain and distribute out of a warehouse alcoholic beverages in a 
dry county which was a wet county at the time such licensee was issued its 
initial license; provided no such licensee may sell alcoholic beverages for 
delivery or consumption within said dry county (except within any wet 
municipality therein) or within any dry municipality. 


(d) Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed as repealing any 
of the laws of Alabama relating to the manufacture or possession of illicit 
distilled liquor or apparatus for the manufacture of same, nor any law now 
fixing fees to officials for the enforcement of any and all laws but the same 
ball remain in full force and effect, which laws shall apply in all counties 
in this state. 


(e) The provisions of this Act and the alcoholic beverage laws of this 
state shall not apply to specially denatured alcohol or pure ethyl alcohol 
intended for use or used for the following purposes: 


1. For scientific, chemical, mechanical, industrial, and medicinal pur- 
poses. 


2. For use by those authorized to procure the same tax-free, as provided 
by the acts of congress and regulations promulgated thereunder. 


3. In the manufacture of denatured alcohol produced and used as pro- 
vided by the acts of congress and regulations promulgated thereunder. 
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4. In the manufacture of patented, patent, proprietary, medicinal, phar- 
maceutical, antiseptic, toilet, scientific, chemical, mechanical and industrial 
preparations or products, unfit for beverage purposes. 


5. In the manufacture of flavoring extracts and syrups, unfit for beverage 
purposes. 


6. For culinary purposes, but only when rendered unfit for beverage use 
by the addition of salt or other material making it non-potable. 


(f) Any regularly licensed physician, dentist, or any person holding a 
license to practice medicine, dentistry or veterinary medicine or to engage 
in any profession wherein the treatment of the human body or of an animal 
body is necessarily involved, clinics, non-commercial laboratories, manufac- 
turing establishments, hospitals or sanatoria may acquire, own and dispense 
in any county in this state for medicinal, mechanical, scientific or other 
non-beverage purposes only, any alcoholic beverage or ethyl alcohbl. 


(g) Any minister, pastor or officer of a regularly organized, religious 
congregation or church, and any other person, who under the ritual of any 
recognized religious denomination is authorized or required to use wine for 
sacramental or religious purposes in the ceremonies or ritual or such religious 
denominations, may possess and dispense wine for such religious purposes 
only in any county in this state. 


§ 28-1-3. Definitions. 


The following words or phrases, whenever they appear in this Act, unless 
the context clearly indicates otherwise, shall have the meaning ascribed to 
them in this section: 


(1) ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. Any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented or other alcoholic beverage, or combination of liquors and mixed 
liquor, a part of which is spirituous, vinous, fermented or otherwise alcoholic, 
and all drinks or drinkable liquids, preparations or mixtures intended for 
beverage purposes, which contain one-half of one percent or more of alcohol 
by volume, and shall include liquor, beer, and wine, both fortified and table 
wine. 

(2) ASSOCIATION. A partnership, limited partnership, or any form of 
unincorporated enterprise owned by two or more persons. 


(3) BEER, or MALT OR BREWED BEVERAGES. Any beer, lager 
beer, ale, porter, malt or brewed beverage or similar fermented malt liquor 
containing one-half of one percent or more of alcohol by volume and not 
in excess of five percent alcohol by weight and six percent by volume, by 
whatever name the same may be called. Beer or malt or brewed beverages 
is not liquor. 


(4) BOARD. The department of revenue of the state of Alabama. 


(5) CARTON. The package of container or containers in which alcoholic 
beverages are originally packaged for shipment to market by the manufacturer 
or its designated representatives or the importer. 


(6) CONTAINER. The single bottle, can, keg, bag or other receptacle, 
not a carton, in which alcoholic beverages are originally packaged for the 
market by the manufacturer or importer and from which the alcoholic 
beverage is consumed by or dispensed to the public. 
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(7) CLUB. 


a. Class 1. A corporation or association organized or formed in good 
faith by authority of law and which must have at least 150 paid-up members. 
It must be the owner, lessee or occupant of an establishment operated solely 
for the objects of a national, social, patriotic, political or athletic nature or 
the like, but not for pecuniary gain, and the property as well as the advantages 
of which, belong to all the members and which maintains an establishment 
provided with special space and accommodations where, in consideration of 
payment, food with or without lodging is habitually served. The club shall 

old regular meetings, continue its business through officers regularly elected, 
admit members by written application, investigation and ballot, charge and 
collect dues from elected members, and keep and maintain written records 
and documentation thereof. 


b. Class II. A corporation or association organized or formed in good 
faith by authority of law and which must have at least 100 paid-up members. 
It must be the owner, lessee or occupant of an establishment operated solely 
for the objects of a national, social, patriotic, political or athletic nature or 
the like. The club shall hold regular meetings, continue its business through 
officers regularly elected, admit members by written application, investigation 
and ballot, charge and collect dues from elected members, and keep and 
maintain written records and documentation thereof. 


(8) CORPORATION. A corporation or joint stock association organized 
under the laws of this state, the United States, or any other state, territory 
or foreign country, or dependency. 


(9) DRY COUNTY. Any county which by a majority of those voting 
voted in the negative in an election heretofore held under the applicable 
statutes at the time of said election or may hereafter vote in the negative 
in a wet/dry election or special method referendum hereafter held in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this Act, or held in accordance with the 
provisions of any act hereafter enacted permitting such election. 


(10) DRY MUNICIPALITY. Any municipality within a wet county 
which has, by its governing body or by a majority of those voting in a 
municipal election heretofore held in accordance with the provisions of the 
Special Method Referendum Act of 1971, or hereafter held under the special 
method referendum provisions of this Act, or in a municipal option election 
heretofore held in accordance with the provisions of Act 84-408, Acts of 
Alabama 1984, or hereafter held under the municipal option provisions of 
this Act or any act hereafter enacted permitting municipal option election, 
voted to exclude the sale of alcoholic beverages within the corporate limits 
of said municipality. 


(11) GENERAL WELFARE PURPOSES. 


a. The administration of public assistance as set out in §§ 38-2-5 and 
38-4-1, Code of Alabama 1975; 


b. Services, including supplementation and supplementary services under 
the federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf of persons to whom such 
public assistance may be given under said §§ 38-2-5 and 38-4-1, Code of 
Alabama 1975; 


r c. Service to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or delinquent children; 
an 


d. Investigative and referral sevices to and on behalf of needy persons. 
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(12) HOTEL. A building or buildings held out to the public for housing 
accommodations of travelers or transients, and shall include motel, but shall 
not include a rooming house or boarding house. 


(13) IMPORTER. Any person, association or corporation engaged in 
importing alcoholic beverages, liquor, wine or beer, manufactured outside of 
the United States of America into this state or for sale or distribution in 
this state, or to the board or to a licensee of the board. 


(14) LIQUOR. Any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fermented, or other 
alcoholic beverage, or combination of liquors and mixed liquor, a part of 
which is spirituous, fermented, vinous or otherwise alcoholic, and all drinks 
or drinkable liquids, preparations or mixtures intended for beverage purposes, 
which contain one-half of one percent or more of alcohol by volume, except 
beer and table wine. 


(15) LIQUOR STORE. A retail store where alcoholic beverages are 
authorized to be sold in unopened containers. STATE LIQUOR STORE. A 
retail store operated by the board where alcoholic beverages other than beer 
are authorized to be sold in unopened containers. 


(16) MANUFACTURER. Any person, association or corporation en- 
gaged in the producing, bottling, manufacturing, distilling, rectifying or com- 
pounding of alcoholic beverages, liquor, beer or wine in this state or for sale 
or distribution in this state or to the board or to a licensee of the board. 


(17) MINOR. Any person under the legal drinking age. The legal drinking 
age is set forth in § 28-1-7 of this Act; provided, however, in the event § 28- 
1-7 of this Act shall be repealed or otherwise shall be no ne in effect, 
thereafter the provisions of § 26-1-1, Code of Alabama 1975, shall govern. 


(18) MUNICIPALITY. Any incorporated city or town of this state to 
include its police jurisdiction. 


(19) PERSON. Every natural person, association or corporation. When- 
ever used in a clause prescribing or imposing a fine or imprisonment, or 
both, such term as applied to “association” shall mean the partners or 
members thereof and as applied to “corporation” shall mean the officers 
thereof, except as to incorporated clubs the terms “person” shall mean such 
individual or individuals who, under the bylaws of such clubs, shall have 
jurisdiction over the possession and sale of liquor therein. 


(20) POPULATION. The population according to the last preceding or 
any subsequent census of the United States or census performed acconling 
to the statutes of this state, whichever is later, and where a municipality is 
incorporated subsequent to the last census, its population until the next 
census shall be the population of said municipality as determined by the 
judge of probate of said county as the official population on the date of its 
incorporation. 


(21) RESTAURANT. A reputable place licensed as a restaurant, operated 
by a responsible person of good reputation and habitually and principally 
used for the purpose of preparing and serving meals for the public to consume 
on the premises. 


(22) MEAL. A diversified selection of food some of which is not sus- 
ceptible of being consumed in the absence of at least some articles of tableware 
ane which cannot be conveniently consumed while one is standing or walking 
about. 
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(23) RETAILER. Any person licensed by the board to engage in the 
retail sale of any alcoholic beverages to the consumer. 


(24) SALE OR SELL. Any transfer of liquor, wine or beer for a con- 
sideration, and any gift in connection with, or as a part of, a transfer of 
property other than liquor, wine or beer for a consideration. 


(25) SELLING PRICE. The total marked-up price of liquor and fortified 
wine sold by the board, or by the wholesaler licensee, exclusive of taxes 
levied thereon. 


(26) UNOPENED CONTAINER. A container containing alcoholic bev- 
erages, which has not been opened or unsealed subsequent to filling and 
sealing by the manufacturer or importer. 


(27) WET COUNTY. Any county which by a majority of those voting 
voted in the affirmative in a wet/dry election or special method referendum 
heretofore held in accordance with the statutes applicable at the time of 
said election or may hereafter vote in the affirmative in a wet/dry election 
or special method referendum held in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act or any act hereafter enacted permitting a wet/dry election or special 
method referendum. 


(28) WET MUNICIPALITY. Any municipality in a dry county which 
by a majority of those voting voted in the affirmative in a municipal option 
election heretofore held in accordance with the provisions of Act 84-408, 
Acts of Alabama 1984, or hereafter under the municipal option election 
provisions of this Act or any act hereafter enacted permitting municipal 
option election, or any municipality which became wet by vote of the 
governing body or by the voters of the municipality heretofore held under 
the provisions of the Special Method Referendum Act of 1971 or hereafter 
under the special method referendum provisions of this Act or any act 
hereafter enacted permitting special method referendum, where the county 
has become dry subsequent to the elected wet status of the municipality, or 
oo where approved by the voters under any other provision of this 

ct. 


(29) WHOLESALER. Any person licensed by the board to engage in 
the sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this state, at wholesale 
only, to be sold by export or to be sold to the Alabama alcoholic beverage 
control board or retail licensees or other wholesale licensees or others within 
aie ner lawfully authorized to sell alcoholic beverages for the purpose of 
resale only. 


(30) WINE. All beverages made from the fermentation of fruits, berries, 
or grapes, with or without added spirits, and produced in accordance with 
the laws and regulations of the United States, containing not more than 24 
percent alcohol by volume, and shall include all sparkling wines, carbonated 
wines, special natural wines, rectified wines, vermouths, vinous beverages, 
vinous liquors, and like products, including restored or unrestored pure 
condensed juice. 


(31) FORTIFIED WINE OR VINOUS LIQUOR. Any wine containing 
more than 14 percent alcohol by volume but not more than 24 percent. 
Fortified wine is vinous liquor. 


(32) TABLE WINE. Any wine containing not more than 14 percent 
alcohol by volume. Table wine is not liquor. 
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ARTICLE 2 
UNLAWFUL ACTS AND PENALTIES 


§ 28-1-4. Unlawful acts and offenses. 
(a) It shall be unlawful: 


(1) For any manufacturer, importer or wholesaler, or the servants, agents 
or employees of the same, to deliver alcoholic beverages between the hours 
a ne o’clock P.M. of any Saturday and two o’clock A.M. of the following 

onday. 


(2) For any wholesaler or the servants, agents or employees of the same 
to sell, except for export, alcoholic beverages, to other than wholesaler or 
retail licensees, the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board or others within 
this state lawfully authorized to sell alcoholic beverages. 


(3) For any licensee either directly or by the servants, agents or em- 
ployees of the same, or for any servant, agent or employee of any licensee 
or of the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board, knowingly to sell, deliver, 
furnish or give away alcoholic beverages directly to any minor, or knowingly 
to permit any minor to drink or consume any alcoholic beverages on licensee’s 
premises. 


(4) For any person to consume alcoholic beverages on the premises of 
any state liquor store or any off-premises licensee, or to allow alcoholic 
beverages to be consumed on the premises of any state liquor store or any 
off-premises licensee. 


(5) For any licensee to fail to keep for a period of at least three years, 
complete and truthful records, including but not limited to, all invoices, 
cancelled checks and other supporting documents and memoranda, covering 
the operation of his license and particularly showing the date of all purchases 
of alcoholic beverages, the actual price paid therefor and the name and 
address of the vendor and, except retail licensees, the name and address of 
the purchaser, or upon demand, to refuse, hinder, delay, prevent or interfere 
with the board, governing body of any county or municipality, or any 
authorized employee of the board or governing body access thereto or the 
opportunity to audit, inspect and make copies of the same when the request 
is made during business hours. 


(6) For any licensee or the servants, agents or employees of the same 
upon demand to refuse, hinder, delay or prevent or interfere with the board, 
the governing body of any county or municipality or any of its authorized 
employee or agent of the board or governing body, or any duly commissioned 
law enforcement officer the right to completely inspect the entire licensed 
premises at any time during which the premises are open for the transaction 
of business, or the right to enforce any provisions of this Act relating to 
contraband or confiscation. 


(7) For any licensee or the servants, agents or employees of the same 
to be directly or indirectly employed by any other licensee of a different 
class or tier engaged in the manufacture, storage, transportation or sale of 
alcoholic beverages. 


(8) For any person knowingly to sell any alcoholic beverages to any 
person engaged in the business of illegally selling alcoholic beverages. 


(9) For any person to manufacture, transport or import alcoholic bev- 
erages into this state, except in accordance with the reasonable rules and 
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regulations of the board, including but not limited to, requiring carriers 
transporting alcoholic beverages in this state to file with the board periodic 
statements of consignments and deliveries and to permit the examination 
of the carrier’s records by the board or its agents. Provided, however, that 
this provision shall not be construed to prohibit the transportation of alcoholic 
beverages through the state or any dry county and not for delivery therein 
if such transportation is done in accordance with the reasonable rules and 
regulations of the board. 


(10) For any common or permit carrier, operator of trucks, buses or 
other conveyances or out-of-state manufacturer or supplier to make delivery 
of any alcoholic beverage from without the state of Alabama to any person, 
association or corporation within the state, except to the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board and to manufacturers, importers, wholesalers and 
warenouses licensed by the board to receive the alcoholic beverages so 

elivered. 


(11) For any person to fortify, adulterate, contaminate or in any wise 
change the character or purity of alcoholic beverages from that as originally 
marketed by the manufacturer, except for a retail licensee on order from a 
customer to mix a chaser or other ingredients necessary to prepare a cocktail 
or mixed drink for on-premises consumption. 


(12) For any person in connection with the sale of alcoholic beverages 
to offer to give or to accept, or to give, accept or receive anything of value 
as a premium for the return of caps, stoppers, corks, stamps or labels taken 
from any bottle, case, barrel or package containing such alcoholic beverages, 
or to offer to give or to accept, or to give, accept or receive anything of 
value as a premium, present, refund or rebate to induce the purchase of 
such alcoholic beverages or for any other purpose whatsoever in connection 
with the sale of such alcoholic beverages. Provided, however, this provision 
shall not apply to the return of any moneys, specifically deposited for the 
return of the original containers to the owners thereof. Provided further, 
that nothing contained herein shall prevent wholesaler licensee from replacing 
in kind alcoholic beverages which are spoiled or which are damaged, including 
the container. 


(13) For any licensee or transporter for hire, servant, agent or employee 
of the same, to transport any alcoholic beverages except in the original 
container, and for any transporter for hire to transport any alcoholic beverages 
vithin the state, unless such transporter shall hold a permit issued by the 


(14) For any manufacturer, importer or wholesaler, or any servant, agent 
or employee of the same, to deliver any alcoholic beverages, excepting in 
vehicles bearing the name and address and ABC license number of such 
licensee painted or affixed on each side of such vehicle; or for any retailer, 
servant, agent or employee of the same, to transport or deliver any alcoholic 
beverages, excepting delivery to the consumer’s premises pursuant to a special 
eaves license issued by the board and then only on vehicles marked as 
above. 


(15) For any person to sell alcoholic beverages within any dry county 
(except in wet municipalities therein) or in any dry municipality, except as 
authorized by a retail common carrier liquor licensee. 


(16) For any person, firm, corporation, partnership or association of 
persons, including any civic center authority, racing commission, fair au- 
thority, airport authority, public or quasi-public board, agency or commission, 
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any agent thereof, or otherwise, who has not been licensed to do so under 
the appropriate provisions of this Act, to sell, offer for sale or have in 
possession for sale, any alcoholic beverages. Any alcoholic beverages so 
possessed, maintained, or kept shall be contraband and subject to condem- 
nation and confiscation as provided by law. 


(17) For any manufacturer, distiller, producer, importer or wholesaler of 
alcoholic beverages to employ and maintain any person not its full-time bona 
fide employee as its resident sales agent, broker or other like representative, 
for the purpose of promoting a oe purchase or acquisition of alcoholic 
beverages to or by the state or the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board, 
or for any person not a full-time bona fide employee to act as such agent, 
broker or representative of any manufacturer, distributor, producer, importer 
or distiller for that purpose or for the Alabama alcoholic beverage control 
board or state or any of the employees or agents of either to purchase any 
alcoholic beverages except from a licensed manufacturer, importer pr whole- 
saler or from or through any person not employed by a licensed manufacturer, 
importer or wholesaler of alcoholic beverages as a full-time bona fide employee. 


(18) For any person other than a licensee, within this state, to sell, give 
away, or otherwise dispose of alcoholic beverages, or to possess any alcoholic 
beverages upon which the required taxes have not been paid, or for any 
licensee to possess, sell, give away, or otherwise dispose of taxable alcoholic 
beverages within this state on which the required taxes have not been paid 
within 10 days after the date upon which they were due. 


(19) For any licensee, the servant, agent or employee of same, or any 
other person, to knowingly or willfully make, exhibit or file a falsified return 
or any information upon which said return is based for the purpose of 
defrauding the board or any county or municipality by evading the payment 
of any tax levied on the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


(20) For any wholesaler or retailer, or the servant, agent or employee 
of the same, to sell, distribute, deliver or to receive or store for sale or 
distribution within this state any alcoholic beverages unless there first has 
been issued by the board a manufacturer’s license to the manufacturer of 
such alcoholic beverage or its designated representative or an importer license 
to the importer of such alcoholic beverages. 


(21) For any wholesaler licensee who serves as an agent for the board 
or any municipal or county governing body for the collection of taxes levied 
on beer or table wine to sell beer or table wine to a retail licensee, or for 
any retail licensee to purchase or acquire beer or table wine from such 
wholesaler licensee, except upon payment in full of the purchase price 
simultaneously with and at the time of delivery. 


(22) For any importer, or the servant, agent or employee of same, to 
sell alcoholic beverages to other than a wholesaler licensee or to sell to a 
wholesaler licensee any alcoholic beverages for sale or distribution in this 
state, except where the importer has been granted written authorization from 
i manufacturer thereof to import and sell such alcoholic beverages within 
this state. 


(23) For a minor to attempt to purchase, to purchase, consume, possess 
or to transport any alcoholic beverages within the state, except as provided 
in § 28-1-7 of this Act. 


(24) For a minor to present false, fictitious, altered or forged identifi- 
cation or the identification of another person for the purpose of purchasing 
or acquiring alcoholic beverages. 
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(25) For a person to present false, fictitious, altered or forged license 
or identification or the license or identification of another person for the 
purpose of purchasing or acquiring alcoholic beverages. 


(26) For any person, except where authorized by a local act or by general 
act of local application or by the voters of a wet county or municipality in 
an election called by the governing body thereof, to buy, give away, sell, or 
serve for consumption on or off the premises, or drink or consume any 
alcoholic beverages in any cafe, lunchroom, restaurant, hotel dining room, 
or other public place on Sunday after the hour of 2:00 o’clock A.M. 


(27) Except where authorized by a local act or general act of local 
application or by the voters of a wet county or municipality in an election 
called by the governing body thereof, for the proprietor, keeper or operator 
of any cafe, lunchroom, restaurant, hotel] dining room, or other public place 
to knowingly permit any person to give away, sell, or serve for consumption 
on or off the premises, or drink or consume any alcoholic beverages on the 
premises of such cafe, lunchroom, restaurant, hotel dining room, or other 
public place on Sunday after the hour of 2:00 o’clock A.M. 


(b) (1) Any violation of subsections (1), (2) and (4) through (22), and 
(26) and (27) of subsection (a) of this section shall be a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of not less than $100.00 nor more than $1,000, to 
which, at the discretion of the court or judge trying the case, may be added 
imprisonment in the county jail or at hard labor for the county for not more 
than six months for the first conviction; and, on the second conviction of 
a violation of said subdivisions, the offense shall, in addition to a fine within 
the limits abovenamed, be punishable by imprisonment or at hard labor for 
the county for not less than three months nor more than six months to be 
imposed by the court or judge trying the case; and, on the third conviction 
and every subsequent conviction of a violation of said subdivisions, the 
offense shall, in addition to a fine within the limits abovenamed, be punishable 
by imprisonment or at hard labor for the county for not less than six months 
nor more than 12 months to be imposed by the judge or court trying the 
case. 


(2) Any violation of subdivisions (3) and (23) through (25) of subsection 
(a) of this section shall be a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not less 
than $500.00 nor more than $2,000.00, to which, at the discretion of the 
court or judge trying the case, may be added imprisonment in the county 
jail or at hard labor for the county for not more than six months for the 
first conviction; and, on the second conviction of a violation of said sub- 
division, the offense shall, in addition to a fine within the limits above 
named, be punishable by imprisonment or at hard labor for the county for 
not less than three months nor more than six months to be imposed by the 
court or judge trying the case; and, on the third conviction and every 
subsequent conviction of a violation of said subdivision, the offense shall, 
in addition to a fine within the limits above named, be punishable by 
imprisonment or at hard labor for the county for not less than six months 
nie more than twelve months to be imposed by the judge or court trying 
the case. 


(c) Any juvenile offender shall not be held in the county jail, but shall 
be held, either before or after sentencing, in a juvenile detention facility 
pursuant to the guidelines of the department of youth services, which shall 

e separate and apart from adult offenders. 


(d) Any person who violates any other provision of this Act for which 
a penalty is not provided or any rule or regulation promulgated in conformity 
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with this Act, upon conviction, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished 
in accordance with the provisions of subsection (b) (2) of this section. 


§ 28-1-5. Imposition of sentence to hard labor for county in lieu of jail 
sentence for violations of provisions of chapter. 


Wherever in this Act a jail sentence is provided as alternative punishment 
for a violation of any of its provisions, the court trying such case may, in 
lieu of and instead of said jail sentence, sentence one convicted for violation 
of any provisions of this Act to hard labor for the county for the same 
period of time as provided for the jail sentence. 


§ 28-1-6. Remittance of part of prescribed penalties by board; board not to 
accept less than minimum penalties. 


The board, upon good cause shown, may in its discretion remit a part 
of the penalties prescribed in this Act, but in no case shall it accept less 
than the minimum penalty provided for each offense. 


§ 28-1-7. Legal drinking age; employment of underage persons by licensees. 


(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of sections 26-1-1, 30-4-15 and 30- 
ae Code of Alabama 1975, the legal drinking age is 21 years of age or 
older. 


(b) Except as provided in this subsection (b), it shall not be unlawful 
for any licensee to employ any person under the legal drinking age to handle 
or transport alcoholic beverages provided there is an adult in attendance at 
all times; provided, however, no person under the legal drinking age shall 
serve, dispense or consume any alcoholic beverages on the licensed premises. 


(c) This section shall remain in effect only so long as section 6 of Public 
Law 988-363, 98th Congress, July 17, 1984, 98 Stat. 437, et seq., 23 U.S.C. 
§ 158, shall be in effect. 


§ 28-1-8. Possession of certain quantities of alcoholic beverages purchased 
from mili liquor stores, etc. by eligible persons authorized; penalty for 
unauthorized sale or possession. 


(a) Any person over the legal drinking age who is on active duty, in 
active reserve status or retired from the armed forces of the United States, 
or the dependent of such person, or is otherwise eligible to purchase alcoholic 
beverages from military package or liquor stores, shall be entitled to have 
in his possession, in his motor vehicle, or in a private residence or place of 
private residence or the curtilage thereof in any county in this state, for his 
own private use and not for resale, not more than the following quantity of 
alcoholic beverages, which beverages have been sold by a military liquor, 
package, class 6 or similar store or outlet: three liters of liquor and one case 
of beer; or three liters of wine and one case of beer; or two cases of beer; 
provided: however, that the beer and table wine must first have been purchased 

y the military package or liquor stores from licensed Alabama wholesalers, 
and liquor and fortified wine must first have been purchased by the military 
package and liquor stores from the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board 
or as authorized by the board or commencing October 1, 1989, from liquor 
wholesale licensees; and shall have sufficient identification, including but not 
limited to a sales receipt, to show that such alcoholic beverages were purchased 
in Alabama and sold by such military store or outlet; provided further, that 
no rule or ai Serine of the board shall require a wholesaler to affix stamps 
or decals to beer or table wine. 
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(b) It shall be unlawful for any person in possession of alcoholic beverages 
as enumerated in subsection (a) of this section to sell or offer to sell such 
alcoholic beverages to anyone not authorized to purchase such state untaxed 
beverages himself or to have in his possession at any one time any amount 
of state untaxed alcoholic beverages in excess of the quantity set forth in 
subsection (a) of this section. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than 
$50.00 nor more than $500.00, or imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
not to exceed six months, either or both, at the discretion of the court. 


§ 28-1-9. Unlawful acts relating to identification 


(a)(1) Any person, other than the board or it designated and bonded 
identification manufacturer or agent who sells Alabama identification not 
affixed to alcoholic beverages sold and delivered by them, whether genuine 
or counterfeit, shall be guilty of a felony. 


(2) Any person who manufactures, sells, offers for sale, buys or has in 
his or its possession any reproduction or counterfeit of Alabama alcoholic 
beverage identification provided for in this Act shall be guilty of a felony. 


(3) Any person who removes or otherwise prepares Alabama alcoholic 
beverage identification, with intent to use or caused to be used after such 
identification has already been used, or buys, sells, offers for sale, gives away 
or has in his or its possession any such previously used Alabama identification 
for the purpose of identifying alcoholic beverages shall be guilty of a felony. 


(b) Any person convicted of any offense set forth in subsection (a) 
hereof shall be punishes by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than a year and a day, nor more than five years, and in addition may be 
fined not less than $1,000 nor more than $10,000, at the discretion of the 
court. 


§ 28-1-10. Possession of still, etc., or illegally manufactured, transported or 
imported alcoholic beverages. 


In all counties of the state, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation other than a licensed manufacturer to have in his or its possession 
any still or apparatus to be used for the manufacture of any alcoholic beverage 
of any kind or for any person, firm or corporation to have in his or its 
possession any alcoholic beverage of any kind illegally manufactured or 
transported within the state or imported into the state from any other place 
without authority of the board, and any person, firm or corporation violating 
this provision or who transports any illegally manufactured alcoholic beverages 
or who manufactures illegally any alcoholic beverages shall, upon conviction, 
be punished as provided in Chapter 4, Title 28, ede of Alabama 1975. 


§ 28-1-11. Admissibility of evidence obtained by illegal searches in prose- 
cutions under title; when search deemed illegal. 


No evidence obtained by means of an illegal search of the private dwelling 
of any person shall be admissible in any court in the prosecution of any 
person for violating any of the provisions of this Act or of Chapter 4, Title 
28, Code of Alabama 1975. A search is deemed illegal, unless a valid search 
warrant has been issued in full compliance with law, including Chapter 4, 
au 28, Code of Alabama 1975, and such warrant is executed according to 
law. 
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CHAPTER 2. 
ELECTIONS AS TO SALE AND DISTRIBUTION OF ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGES ; 


ARTICLE 1. 
GENERAL WET/DRY ELECTION 


§ 28-2-1. Procedure for general elections to determine classification of coun- 
ties as wet or dry counties. 


(a) Any county in the state may change its classification from wet to 
dry or from dry to wet under this section in the following manner: Upon 
the petition of 25 percent of the number of voters voting in the last preceding 
general election being filed with the probate judge of said county, said probate 
judge must call an election for said county to determine the sentiment of 
the people as to whether or not alcoholic beverages can be legally sold or 
distributed in said county. Said election shall be held and the officers 
appointed to hold same in the manner provided by law for holding other 
county elections and the returns thereof tabulated and results certified as 
provided by law for such elections. Said election shall be held within not 
less than 30 days, nor more than 45 days, from the date of filing of said 
petition and notice thereof shall be given by the probate judge by publication 
at least three weeks before the date of said election, in a newspaper in the 
county or, if there be none, by posting such notice at the courthouse apprising 
the voters of the county that an election will be held in the several precincts 
thereof to determine whether such county shall be wet or dry under the 
laws regulating alcoholic beverages. The cost of said election, including the 
cost of notice by publication, shall be paid out of the general funds of the 
county. 


(b) The petition shall contain the following: “It is requested that a 
general wet/dry election be held to determine the sentiment of the people 
of ....... ounty as to whether or not alcoholic beverages can be legally 
sold or distributed in said county.” 


(c) On the ballot to be used for such election the question shall be in 
the following form: “Do you favor the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic 
beverages within this county? Yes... No....” 


(d) Only qualified voters shall vote in said election. If a majority of the 
electors voting in said election vote “No”, said county shall be a dry county 
until it shall by a subsequent election vote wet. If a majority of the electors 
voting in said election vote “Yes”, said county shall be a wet county until 
it shall by subsequent election vote dry. 

(e) Said elections in said counties may be held at the time of any 
primary, general or county-wide election; provided, that a period of not less 
than 720 days must elapse between the dates of such elections; provided 
however, said election may be held at the time of the first primary, general 
or county-wide election held after the passage of this Act. 


ARTICLE 2. 
SPECIAL METHOD REFERENDUM 


§ 28-2-2. Procedure for special method referendum elections to determine 
classification of counties as wet or dry counties. 


(a) Any county in the state may change its classification from wet to 
dry or from dry to wet under the special method referendum. Upon petition 
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of 25 percent of the number of voters voting in the last preceding general 
election being filed with the probate judge of said county, said probate judge 
must call a special method referendum election for said county to determine 
the sentiment of the people as to whether or not alcoholic beverages can be 
legally sold or distributed in said county under the special method hereinafter 
provided. Said election shall be held and the officers appointed to hold same 
in the manner provided by law for holding other county elections and the 
returns thereof tabulated and results certified as provided by law for such 
election. Said election shall be held within not less than 30 days, nor more 
than 45 days, from the date of filing of said petition and notice thereof shall 
be given by the probate judge by publication at least three weeks before the 
date of said election, in a newspaper in the county or, if there be none, by 
posting such notice at the courthouse apprising the voters of the county 
that an election will be held in the several precincts thereof to determine 
whether such county shall be wet or dry under the laws regulating alcoholic 
beverages pursuant to the special method referendum provisions. The costs 
of said election, including the costs of notice by publication, shall be paid 
out of the general funds of the county. 


(b) The petition shall contain the following: “It is requested that a 
special method referendum election be held to determine the sentiment of 
the people of ....... County as to whether or not alcoholic beverages can 
be legally sold or distributed in said county pursuant to the special method.” 


(c) On the ballot to be used for such special method referendum election, 
the questions shall be in the following form: “Do you favor the legal sale 
and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this county under the Special 
Method? Yes...., No....” 


(d) Only qualified voters shall vote in said election. If a majority of the 
electors voting in said election vote “No”, said county shall be a dry county 
until it shall by a subsequent election vote wet. If a majority of the electors 
voting in said election vote “Yes”, said county shall be a wet county until 
it shall by subsequent election vote dry. 


(e) Said special method referendum election in said county may be held 
at the time of any primary, general or county-wide election; provided a 
period of not less than 720 days must elapse between the dates of such 
special method referendum elections; provided, however, said special method 
election may be held at the time of the first primary, general or county- 
wide election held after the passage of this Act; provided further, that a 
county-wide wet/dry election or a municipal option election may be held at 
any time without regard to the lapse of time between the dates of any special 
method referendum elections. 


§ 28-2-3. Conditions governing sale of alcoholic beverages in county and 
municipalities therein where majority of voters approve sale and distribution 
under special method; penalty for violation of section. 


(a) If the majority of the voters in any county approve the sale and 
distribution of alcoholic beverages under this special method referendum, the 
pe alcoholic beverages in such county shall be governed by the following 
conditions: 


(1) Within 90 days after the affirmative vote of the voters of a county, 
each governing body of any incorporated municipality within such county 
may vote to exclude the sale of alcoholic beverages within its limits as 
provided for in this special method referendum. If the governing body does 
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not take such action 90 days after the affirmative election, the provisions 
of this special method referendum shall apply for a period of 10 years, after 
which the municipality shall again have 90 days to exclude said municipality. 
Should a municipality choose to exclude the application of this special method 
referendum from its limits, it may, by its own action, include the municipality 
under the provisions of this special method referendum at any subsequent 
time for a period of 10 years and, after said 10-year period, shall have 90 
days to continue or discontinue its applicability. A municipality may, within 
the 90-day period, submit the decision on the applicability of this special 
method referendum to its voters by a special election, and if submitted to 
the voters, said election shall be binding on the governing body. 


(2) Should the county in which the municipality is located subsequently 
become dry due to an election, this shall not affect the wet/dry status of 
any municipality within the county or any unincorporated area which may 
be subsequently annexed to a municipality with regard to the sale and 
distribution of alcoholic beverages. 


(3) Possession of alcoholic beverages in any area in a county where the 
sale has not been legalized is prohibited, except as permitted by law in dry 
counties. 


(4) The consumption of alcoholic beverages on the premises where sold 
or in any public place is prohibited. 


(b) Any person who violates any provision of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


(c) Any municipality which becomes wet pursuant to a municipal option 
election shall not be limited by this section. 


§ 28-2-4. Counties not authorized to conduct referenda; concurrent elections 
to determine general wet/dry and special method status. 


No wet county which became wet under a general wet/dry election shall 
be authorized to conduct a special method referendum; provided however, a 
dry county may conduct a general wet/dry election and a special method 
referendum election at the same time. If the voters in one election vote yes, 
the county shall be wet under that method; but if the voters vote yes in 
both elections, the county shall be wet under the general wet/dry election. 


§ ee Applicability of other provisions of title, etc., in county adopting 
article 


All other provisions of this Act and other laws and regulations of the 
state associated with the sale, taxing and regulation of alcoholic beverages 
shall apply to a county or a municipality which becomes wet pursuant to 
ied yeti method, except when in conflict with the special provisions of 
this article. 


ARTICLE 3. 
MUNICIPAL OPTION ELECTIONS 
§ 28-2-6 Procedure for elections to determine classification of municipalities 
as wet or dry municipalities. 


(a) Any municipality having a population of 6,000 or more (classes 1 
through 7 municipalities) may change its classification from dry to wet or 
wet to dry by a municipal option election, in the following manner: 


(b) Upon petition of 25 percent of the number of voters voting in the 
last preceding general election of the municipality being filed with the city 
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or town clerk or governing body of said municipality, said governing body 
must call a municipal option election for said municipality to determine the 
sentiment of the voters of the municipality residing within its corporate 
limits as to whether or not alcoholic beverages can be legally sold or distributed 
in said municipality. Said petition for municipal option election shall contain 
the following: “It is petitioned that a municipal option election be held to 
permit the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this 
municipality.” On the ballot to be used for such municipal option election, 
the question shall be in the following form: “Do you favor the eet sale and 
distribution of alcoholic beverages within this municipality? Yes..., No. 


(c) Said municipal option election shall be held and the officers appointed 
to hold same in the manner provided by law for holding other municipal 
elections and the returns thereof tabulated and results certified as provided 
by law for such municipal elections. Said municipal option election shall be 
held at the time of the primary, general, county-wide or municipal election 
next succeeding the date of the filing of said petition, provided, however, 
said election shall not be held within less than 30 days from the date of 
the filing of said petition. Notice of said municipal option election shall be 
given by the governing body of the municipality by publication at least three 
weeks before the date of election, in a newspaper in the municipality, or, if 
there be none, in a newspaper in the county, or, if there be neither, by 
posting such notice at the town or city hall, apprising the voters of the 
municipality that a municipal option election shall be held to determine 
whether such municipality shall be wet or dry under this chapter. The cost 
of said municipal option election, including the cost of notice by publication, 
shall be paid out of the general fund of the municipality. 


(d) Only qualified voters shall vote in said municipal option election. 
If a majority of the voters in said municipal option election vote “yes,” said 
municipality shall be wet, and alcoholic beverages can be legally sold, dis- 
tributed and consumed within the corporate limits of said municipality, and 
all of the provisions of Title 28, relating to alcoholic beverages in wet counties 
shall be immediately put into operation with respect to and effective within 
the corporate limits of said municipality. Said municipality shall remain wet 
until said municipality shall be in subsequent municipal option election held 
under this chapter changed to a dry municipality, notwithstanding, the 
electors residing within the corporate limits of any such municipality that 
has become wet pursuant to a municipal option election held under this 
chapter shall be entitled to vote in any subsequent county election or special 
method referendum held ‘to determine if the county in which such munic- 
ipality is located shall become wet. 


(e) If a majority of the voters young in said municipal option election 
vote “no,” said municipality shall be a dry municipality under the terms of 
this chapter until the county shall by subsequent election or special refer- 
endum, vote wet, or the municipality shall by a subsequent municipal option 
election held under this chapter, vote wet. 


(f) Said municipal option election in said municipality may be held at 
the time of any primary, general, county-wide or municipal election, provided 
a period of not less than 720 days must elapse between the dates of such 
municipal option elections; provided further, that a county wet-dry election 
or special method referendum may be held at any time without regard to 
the lapse of time between the dates of any municipal option elections. 
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§ 28-2-7. Elections in municipalities in same county with population of 
4,000 or more. 


If pursuant to § 28-2-6 of this Act, any municipality in any dry county 
votes to allow the sale of alcoholic beverages in its corporate limits, then 
every other municipality having a population of 4,000 or more located in 
the same county likewise shall be authorized to petition for and hold a 
municipal option election on whether to legalize the sale of alcoholic beverages 
within its corporate limits in the same manner, and under the same procedure 
and same conditions as permitted under § 28-2-6 of this Act. 


ARTICLE 4. 
SUNDAY SALES ELECTION 


§ 28-2-8. Procedure for county or municipal elections to determine 
whether alcoholic beverages may be sold or dispensed on Sunday within a 
wet county or a wet municipality. 


(a) Any wet county or wet municipality in this state may authorize or 
prohibit the sale of alcoholic beverages within such county or municipality 
on Sunday by an election under this Act, in the following manner: 


(1) Upon the petition of 25% of the number of voters voting in the 
last preceding general election being filed with the probate judge of said 
county, said probate judge must call an election for said county to determine 
the sentiment of the voters of the county as to whether or not alcoholic 
beverages can be legally sold or distributed on Sunday in said wet county. 


(2) Upon the petition of 25% of the number of voters voting in the 
last preceding general election being filed with the city or town clerk or 
governing body of said municipality, said municipal governing body must 
call an election for said municipality to determine the sentiment of the 
voters of the municipality residing within its corporate limits, as to whether 
or not alcoholic beverages can be legally sold or distributed on Sunday in 
said wet municipality. 


(b) Said petition for a Sunday sales election shall contain the following: 
“It is petitioned that a countywide (or municipal) election shall be held to 
permit the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this 
county (or municipality) on Sunday.” On the ballot to be used for such 
county or municipal election, the question shall be in the following form: 
‘Do you favor the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within 
this county (or municipality) on Sunday? Yes..., No....?” 


(c) In the case of a county election, said election shall be held and the 
officers appointed to hold the same in the manner provided by law for 
holding other county elections, and the returns thereof tabulated and results 
certified as provided by law for such county elections. In the case of a 
municipal election, the election shall be held and the officers appointed to 
hold the same in the manner provided by law for holding other municipal 
elections, and the returns thereof tabulated and results certified as provided 
by law for such municipal elections. Said Sunday sales election shall be held 
at the same time of the primary, general, countywide or municipal election 
next succeeding the date of filing said petition, provided, however, said 
election shall not be held within less than 30 days from the date of the 
filing of said petition. 


(d) Notice of said election shall be given: (i) for a county election, by 
the judge of probate by publication at least three weeks before the date of 
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election, in a newspaper in the county or, if there is no newspaper within 
the county, by posting such notice at the courthouse apprising the voters 
of the county that an election shall be held to determine whether alcoholic 
beverages may be sold in said wet county on Sunday; or (ii) for a municipal 
election by the governing body of the municipality by publication at least 
three weeks before the election in a newspaper in the municipality, or, if 
there is no newspaper within the municipality, in a newspaper in the county, 
or, if there is no newspaper within the county, by posting such notice at 
the town or city hall apprising the voters of the municipality that an election 
shall be held to determine whether alcoholic beverages may be sold in said 
wet municipality on Sunday. The cost of said election, including the cost 
of notice by publication, shall be paid out of the general fund of the county 
if a county election, or out of the general fund of the municipality if a 
municipal election. 


(e) Only qualified voters shall vote in said election. If a majority of the 
voters of the county voting in said county election vote “Yes,” alcoholic 
beverages can be legally sold, distributed and consumed within said county 
on Sunday; and if a majority of the voters residing in the corporate limits 
of said municipality vote “Yes” in said municipal election, alcoholic beverages 
can be legally sold, distributed and consumed within the corporate limits of 
said municipality on Sunday, until said county or municipality shall in an 
election held under this Chapter change its status from wet to dry or shall 
vote against the sale, distribution and consumption of alcoholic beverages 
on Sunday. 


(f) If a majority of the voters voting in said county election vote “No,” 
alcoholic beverages cannot be sold, distributed or consumed in said county 
(except in municipalities which have voted “Yes” in a municipal election) 
on Sunday after the hour of 2 o’clock A.M., except as otherwise authorized 
by law or by a subsequent election which legalizes the sale, distribution or 
consumption of alcoholic beverages on Sunday. If a majority of the voters 
voting in said municipal election vote “No,” alcoholic beverages cannot be 
sold, distributed or consumed in said municipality on Sunday after the hour 
of 2 o’clock A.M., except as otherwise authorized by law or by a subsequent 
election which legalizes the sale, distribution or consumption of alcoholic 
beverages on Sunday. 


(g) Said elections in said county or said municipality shall be held at 
the time of the primary, general, county-wide, or if a municipal election, at 
the time of the primary, general, county-wide or municipal election; provided, 
that a period of not less than 720 days must elapse between the dates of 
such elections; provided, however, said election may be held at the first 
primary, general or county-wide election, or if a municipal election, municipal 
election held after the passage of this Act; provided further, a county-wide 
Sunday sales election and a municipal Sunday sales election may be held at 
the same time, and either or both may be held at the time of a county- 
wide wet/dry election, and a municipal Sunday sales election may be held 
at the same time as a municipal option election. 


ARTICLE 5 
ELECTION CONTEST 
§ 28-2-9. Contest of elections. 


(a) Any election held pursuant to this Chapter may be contested by 
any one or more persons who was at the time of the election a qualified 
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elector of such county in the case of a county wide election or such mu- 
nicipality in the case of a municipal election for any of the following causes: 


(1) Misconduct, fraud or corruption by any election official, marker, 
returning officer, any official or employee of the county or municipal governing 
body, or any other person; 


(2) Illegal votes; 
(3) The rejection of legal votes; 


(4) Offers to bribe, bribery, intimidation or other misconduct calculated 
to prevent a fair, free and full exercise of the elective franchise. 


(b) Any contest of such election must be commenced within 14 days 
after the result of the election is declared. Such contest shall be instituted 
in the circuit court of the county in which the election was held upon the 
party contesting filing in the office of the clerk of the circuit court a statement 
in writing, verified by affidavit, of the grounds of the contest, together with 
good and sufficient security for the costs of the contest to be approved by 
the clerk. The clerk must issue a summons, accompanied by a copy of the 
statement, directed to and requiring the probate judge or the governing body 
of the municipality which held the contested election, within 5 days after 
the receipt of the summons, to appear and make answer to the statement, 
which summons must be served by the sheriff. The contest is triable by the 
circuit court without the intervention of a jury. Either party is entitled to 
the writ of subpoena to compel the personal attendance of witnesses to 
testify on the trial of the contest or by deposition, and proceedings may be 
had against any defaulting witnesses, all in like manner as in other civil 
cases. The circuit judge is authorized to make an examination of the ballots 
given or rejected in the election, and may make and enforce by attachment 
all necessary orders to obtain possession of the same, and must make all 
proper orders necessary for the return of the ballots to the proper custody 
after examination. 


(c) On the trial of the contest of any election held pursuant to this 
Chapter, the circuit court shall enter a judgment declaring the outcome of 
the election on the issue or issues proposed to the electors, and such judgment 
shall have the force and effect of declaring, and shall be binding as, the 
outcome of the election. 


(d) The contest shall not abate on the death of all contesting parties 
before final judgment, if another qualified elector appears in court and 
substitutes himself or herself as a contestant and give good and sufficient 
surety for costs which have accrued or may accrue in the contest. 


(e) In all contested elections held pursuant to this article, an appeal 
lies from the circuit court to the supreme court within 14 days after the 
rendition of judgment, and such appeal shall be instituted in the manner 
prescribed by Alabama rules of appellate procedure. An appeal in any and 
all cases suspends the execution of the judgment of the circuit court and of 
the declaration of the outcome of the election. 


(f) Any such contest or appeal must be heard and decided in precedence 
over all other cases, civil or criminal, pending before the circuit court or 
supreme court. 
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ARTICLE 6 
DISTRIBUTION OF CERTAIN FUNDS 


§ 28-2-10. Distribution of funds pursuant to Chapters 3 and 28 of Title 40. 


The distribution of funds pursuant to Chapter 28, Title 40, and Chapter 
3, Title 40, both Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, shall not be affected 
by a municipality becoming wet pursuant to a municipal option election or 
to the special method referendum provisions of this Act. County school 
systems may receive revenue from the sale of alcoholic beverages within a 
wet municipality upon approval by the city council of said wet municipality. 


CHAPTER 3. 


REGULATION AND CONTROL OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 
IN WET COUNTIES AND WET MUNICIPALITIES 


ARTICLE 1. 
§28-3-1. Powers of the Board. 
(a) The powers of the board shall be as follows: 


(1) To collect licenses and taxes levied by this Act to be deposited in 
the state treasury and, upon request of the recipient, licenses and taxes 
payable to the counties and municipalities under the authority granted by 
law, accruing from the manufacture, sale, distribution, receipt or storing for 
the purpose of sale in this state, any and all alcoholic beverages. 


(2) To inspect, examine and audit the books and records of any licensee 
to verify the proper filing and to determine the accuracy of any state or 
local tax return required to be filed with respect to any tax on the sale of 
alcoholic beverages; provided, however, the board is not required to inspect, 
examine and audit with respect to local taxes not collected by the board. 


(3) To control the manufacture, possession, sale, consumption, impor- 
tation, use, transportation and delivery of alcoholic beverages into and within 
this state, in accordance with the provisions of law. 


(4) To supervise the conduct, management and operation of the sale 
and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this state. 


(5) To grant and issue, and suspend or revoke for cause, licenses and 
permits, or fine licensees as provided in this Act. 


(6) To determine the quality of, and the nature, form and capacity of 
all packages to be used for containing, alcoholic beverages, to be kept or 
sold under this Act, and to prescribe the form and contents of all labels to 
be placed thereon. 


(7) To design and have prepared and distributed Alabama identification 
to be affixed by the manufacturer or importer licensee to all alcoholic beverages 
sold, offered for sale or held for sale in the State of Alabama; and to enter 
into a contract on behalf of the state with one or more manufacturers for 
the manufacture, sale and distribution of such identification, and shall require 
of each such identification manufacturer a bond or bonds in an amount and 
with sureties satisfactory to the board; provided, however, the board may 
not require a wholesaler to affix stamps or decals to beer or table wine 
containers, cartons or packages or any licensee to prepay the taxes. 
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(8) To make such regulations not inconsistent with this Act as it shall 
deem necessary for carrying out the provisions of this Act and from time 
to time alter, repeal or amend such regulations, or any of them. 


(b) The board shall be subject to regular examination by the examiners 
of public accounts the same as all other state agencies. 


(c) It shall be the duty of the board to make an annual report to the 
governor, concerning its administration. 


§ 28-3-2. Books, records and accounts of board; examination and audit. 


The board shall keep a complete and accurate record of all its actions 
and devise and install a system of accounts as the examiners of public 
accounts shall approve and direct. All records of the board shall be public 
records. At least one audit of the operations of the board shall be made 
each year by the examiner of public accounts. 


§ 28-3-3. Disposition of moneys received by board from licenses, taxes and 
earnings; procedure as to claims against said moneys generally. 


All monies received by said board from filing fees, licenses, taxes and 
earnings shall be paid into the state treasury and credited to the appropriate 
trust funds of the state; and all claims against said monies shall be handled 
by said board as provided by law. 


§ 28-3-4. Regulations of board; evidence Any rule or regulation of the board 
when duly made and promulgated, shall have the full force and effect of law. 
Prima facie evidence of any regulation promulgated by the board may be 
iven in all courts and proceedings by the nradiction of what purports to 
an official printed copy of such regulation, alteration, repeal or amendment. 


§ 28-3-5. Administrative Law Judge; Appointment, Powers and Duties; De- 
cisions, Appeals. 


(a) (1) The administrative law judge, who shall be an attorney-at-law 
admitted to practice law in Alabama employed by the board, shall hear and 
decide all contested applications for license under this Act, and shall hear 
and decide all charges against any licensee for violation of this Act, other 
statutes or the regulations of the board and shall have the power and authority 
to revoke or suspend for cause licenses and permits, or fine licensees as 
provided by law. Provided the administrative law judge shall not participate 
in hearing or disposition of any application for license or charge against a 
licensee if he has an interest therein, was involved in the investigation, or 
is employed in the enforcement division of the board. 


(2) The manner in which disputed application for license or disciplinary 
charges against licensees shall be presented and the conduct of hearings 
before the administrative law judge shall be in accordance with rules and 
regulations prescribed by the board and pursuant to the Alabama Admin- 
istrative Procedure Act, including but not limited to §§ 41-22-12, 41-22-13, 
41-22-14 and 41-22-19, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(b) The decision of the administrative law judge shall be in the form 
and content in accordance with § 41-22-16, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be 
rendered within thirty days after the hearing is concluded (unless waived or 
extended with the consent of all parties) and shall become the final order 
of the board upon notice of such decision, subject to judicial review by

(c) Any party to the proceeding before the administrative law judge, 
including the board, who has exhausted all administrative remedies available 
within the board (other than rehearing) and is aggrieved by the decision of 
the administrative law judge may, within the succeeding thirty days, appeal 
from said final order of the board to the circuit court of Montgomery County, 
Alabama. The party seeking review of the decision of the administrative law 
judge may secure a judicial review thereof by filing with the board a notice 
of appeal and a bond for security of costs for said appeal and a copy of 
oo notice and bond with the clerk of the circuit court of Montgomery 

ounty. 


(d) (1) Within 30 days after the perfecting of an appeal to the court, 
the board shall cause to be certified and filed in the Circuit Court of 
Montgomery County all documents and papers introduced into evidence 
before the administrative law judge and a complete transcript of testimony 
taken and all proceedings had before the administrative law judge, together 
with the findings of fact and the decision of the administrative law judge. 
The time for certifying and filing said transcript may be extended by order 
of the Circuit Court of Montgomery County or a judge thereof for good 
cause shown. 


(2) The appeal in the circuit court shall be conducted in accordance 
with the provisions of subsections (c) through (1) of § 41-22-20, Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended. Upon the final determination of such judicial 
proceeding, the board shall enter an order in accordance with the deter- 
mination of the Circuit Court, subject to the right of appeal to the appropriate 
appellate court pursuant to § 41-22-21, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


(3) An aggrieved party may obtain a review from any final judgment 
of the circuit court under this section by appeal to the appropriate court to 
which the appeal or review lies. The appeal shall be taken within 42 days 
of the date of the entry of the judgment or order appealed from as in other 
civil sae: although the appeal may be taken regardless of the amount 
involved. 


(4) It shall not be necessary in any judicial proceeding under this section 
to enter exceptions to the rulings of the administrative law judge. 


(5) Notwithstanding any provisions of the Alabama Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act, for the purpose of computing time from notice of any decision 
or order, notice shall be considered to have been given on the date when a 
copy of such decision or order has been mailed, certified mail, postage prepaid, 
return receipt requested, to the applicant for license or the licensee, or to 
any aggrieved party, at the address furnished. 


(e) The procedure provided in this section for the making of determi- 
nations with respect to contested applications for licenses and charges against 
licensees and for appeal from such determinations shall be exclusive; provided, 
however, where not in conflict or inconsistent with this action, the provisions 
of the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act shall apply. 


(f) In the discharge of its duties under this section, the administrative 
law judge, or person authorized and designated by the board, shall have the 
power to administer oaths, certify to official acts, take and cause to be taken 
depositions of witnesses, issue and serve subpoenas, compel the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of papers, books, accounts, documents, records 
and testimony. In the event of failure of any person to comply with any 
subpoena lawfully issued or on the refusal of any witness to produce evidence 
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or to testify as to any matter regarding which he may be lawfully interrogated, 
it shall be the duty of the Circuit Court of Montgomery County or of any 
judge thereof, upon the application of the administrative law judge, the board 
or any person designated by the board, to compel obedience by attachment 
proceedings for contempt as in the case of disobedience of the requirements 
of a subpoena issued from such court or a refusal to testify therein. Witness 
fees and other expenses involved in the proceedings under this section shall 
be paid in the amount and to the extent required or specified in the Circuit 
Court for witnesses and expenses, which fees and expenses and other costs 
shall be assessed against the unsuccessful party. 


CHAPTER 3. 


ARTICLE 2. 
STATE LIQUOR STORE SALES 


§ 28-3-6. Markup; additional markup credited to general fund. 


(a) The board shall levy or affix “markup” on cost of liquor and fortified 
wine sold by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board in such an amount 
as shall be established by the board. 


(b) The term “markup,” wherever used in this Act, shall mean the 
percentage amount added to costs plus freight on liquor and fortified wine 
sold by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board, exclusive of taxes 
levied with respect thereto. 


§ 28-3-7. Distribution of net profits from proceeds of stores. 


Effective October 1, 1988, subject to the provisions of Section 2 of this 
ct— 


(a) The net profits derived from the proceeds of the state liquor stores 
(excluding all taxes) in each fiscal year shall be paid by the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board into the general fund of the treasury of the state. 


§ 28-3-8. Delay in distribution of certain funds; use of moneys realized; 
distribution of funds accumulated as working capital. 


(a) Prior to September 30, 1990, the board may accumulate a fund for 
inventory purposes by delaying the distribution of the taxes collected by the 
board on its sale of liquor and fortified wine and of the net profits of the 
board for 120 days from the close of the month in which the said taxes or 
said funds are realized. The moneys so realized shall be held by the board 
for use by said board for inventory purposes only. 


(b) On or before September 30, 1991, all monies accumulated in said 
fund shall be distributed to the beneficiaries. 


§28-3-9. Distribution of taxes on liquor and fortified wine. 
Effective October 1, 1988, and thereafter— 


(a) The proceeds of the 10% tax levied upon the selling price of all 
liquors and fortified wine credited to the special fund, less all cost and 
expense of collecting said tax, up to and including $2,000,000.00, shall be 
paid out and applied as follows: 


(1) Fifty percent shall be covered into the general fund of the treasury 
of the state; 
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(2) Nineteen percent shall be covered into the treasury of the state to 
the credit of the Alabama state department of human resources to be used, 
and the same is hereby appropriated exclusively, for old age assistance and 
for other purposes of the Alabama state department of human resources; 


(3) Ten percent shall be covered into the treasury of the state to the 
credit of wet counties of the state and shall be divided equally among each 
of said counties and shall be paid to them and shall be covered by them 
into their respective general funds; 


(4) One percent shall be paid into the treasury of the state to the credit 
of the wet counties of the state and shall be divided equally among each of 
said counties and shall be paid to them to be used by them exclusively for 
the purposes of public health; and 


(5) Twenty percent shall be covered into the treasury of the state and 
shall be paid to the wet incorporated municipalities of the state on the 
following basis: Each wet municipality shall receive as its percentage or 
portion of said 20 percent any amount equal to the ratio of the population 
of each municipality to the total population of all wet incorporated munic- 
ipalities. 

(b) The proceeds of said 10% tax levied upon the selling price of all 
liquors and fortified wine, less all cost and expense of collecting said tax in 
excess of the sum of $2,000,000, up to and including an excess of $200,000, 
shall be apportioned among and paid to the several incorporated cities and 
towns in the wet counties and the several wet municipalities in the state 
on the basis of the ratio of the population of each such city or town to the 
total population of all such cities and towns. 


Any remainder of such excess over said $200,000 shall be apportioned 
and paid out as follows: 


(1) Ten percent of such remainder for each fiscal year thereafter shall 
be apportioned among and paid to the wet counties in the state for general 
purposes on the basis of the ratio of the population of each such county of 
the population of all such counties; 


(2) Twenty percent of such remainder for each fiscal year thereafter 
shall be apportioned among and paid to the aforesaid incorporated cities 
and towns in the wet counties and wet municipalities in the state on the 
basis of the ratio of the population of each such city or town to the total 
population of such cities and towns; each and every amount received by any 
city or town out of said remainder shall be for general purposes; 


(3) Ten percent of such remainder shall be covered into the treasury 
of the state to the credit of the Alabama state department of human resources 
to be used for general welfare purposes; and 


(4) Sixty percent of such remainder for each fiscal year thereafter shall 
be paid to the state for general purposes. 


(c) Effective October 1, 1988, net profits derived from the proceeds of 
the state liquor stores in each fiscal year (excluding any tax) shall be paid 
into the general fund of the treasury of the state. 


(d) Distribution of the proceeds of said 10% tax levied upon the selling 
price of liquors and fortified wines under subsections (a) and (b) of this 
section shall be made from time to time during the fiscal year but at least 
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quarterly for the state’s preceding fiscal quarter on or before February 1, 
May 1, August 1 and November 1. 


(e) The board shall, on receipt of proof that a county or municipality 
has changed its status from a dry county to a wet county or from a dry 
municipality to a wet municipality, accept such county or municipality as 
a beneficiary for participation in the proceeds of said taxes as provided by 
law at the beginning of the next fiscal quarter of the state’s fiscal year. The 
board shall, on receipt of proof of the incorporation of a newly created 
municipality in a wet county and the population thereof, accept the munic- 
ipality as a beneficiary for participation in the proceeds of said taxes as 
prey idee by law at the beginning of the next fiscal quarter of the state’s 

scal year.

CHAPTER 3. 


ARTICLE 3 
LICENSING CODE 


§ 28-3-20. Short title. 


This article of Chapter 3 of this Act shall be known and may be cited 
as the “Alcoholic Beverage Licensing Code”, and in this article shall be 
referred to as “Code”. 


§ 28-3-21. Authority of board to issue licenses to engage in alcoholic beverage 
transactions. 


(a) Subject to the provisions of this Code and regulations promulgated 
thereunder, the board is authorized and empowered to issue and renew 
licenses to reputable and responsible persons for the following purposes: 


(1) To manufacture, brew, distill, ferment, rectify, bottle or compound 
any or all alcoholic beverages within or for sale within this state. 


(2) To import any or all alcoholic beverages manufactured outside the 
riches States of America into this state or for sale or distribution within 
this state. 


‘ (3) To distribute, wholesale or act as jobber for the sale of alcoholic 
liquor. 


(4) To distribute, wholesale or act as jobber for the sale of table wine 
and beer or either of them, to licensed retailers within the state and others 
within this state lawfully authorized to sell table wine or beer. 


(5) To store or warehouse any or all alcoholic beverages for transship- 
ment inside and outside the state. 


(6) To sell and dispense at retail in a lounge, liquor and other alcoholic 
beverages. 


(7) To sell and dispense at retail in a package store, liquor and other 
alcoholic beverages. 


(8) To sell and dispense at retail in an establishment habitually and 
principally used for the purpose of providing meals for the public, liquor 
and other alcoholic beverages for on-premises consumption. 
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(9) To sell liquor and wine at retail for off-premises consumption. 


(10) To sell and dispense at retail in a club, liquor and other alcoholic 
beverages for on-premises consumption. 


(11) To sell table wine at retail for off-premises consumption. 


(12) To sell table wine at retail for on-premises and off-premises con- 
sumption. 


(13) To sell beer at retail for on-premises and off-premises consumption. 
(14) To sell beer at retail for off-premises consumption. 


(15) To sell liquor and other alcoholic beverages at retail by retail 
common carrier with a passenger capacity of at least 10 people. 


(16) To sell any or all alcoholic beverages at retail under special license 
issued conditioned upon terms and conditions and for the period of time 
prescribed by the board. 


(17) To sell any or all alcoholic beverages at retail under a special event 
retail license issued for no more than three days upon the terms and conditions 
prescribed by the board. 


Provided, however, that such licenses may not be issued in dry counties 
where traffic in alcoholic beverages is not authorized by law therein. Provided 
the restriction of this paragraph shall not apply to the issuance of a renewal 
of a license under subsections (1), (2), (3), (4) and (5) where the county or 
municipality was wet when the initial license was issued and the county or 
municipality subsequently votes dry; however, no importer or wholesaler 
licensee may sell or distribute alcoholic beverages within a dry county (except 
in a wet municipality therein) or within a dry municipality. 


(b) The board is granted discretionary powers in acting upon license 
applications under the provisions of this Code. 


(c) Licenses issued under this Code shall, unless revoked or suspended 
in the manner provided in this Code, be valid for the license year which 
shall begin on the first day of October of each year, unless otherwise 
established by this Code or by the board. Licenses may be issued at any 
time during the year. 


§ 28-3-22. License application; fees. 


Every applicant for an original license issued under this Code shall file 

a written application with the board in such form and containing such 

information as the board may prescribe, which shall be accompanied by a 

nonrefundable filing fee of $150.00, and by the appropriate license fee as 

prescribed by this Code, together with the amount or amounts of the 

prescribed license fee or fees, if any, levied or imposed by the county governing 
ody. 


§ 28-3-23. Issuance and renewal of licenses; penalty for delinquent renewal. 


(a) Upon receipt of the application, the proper fees, the insurance or 
bond if required, and upon being satisfied of the truth of the statements in 
the application and that the applicant is a person of good repute, the board 
shall grant and issue to applicant the appropriate license entitling the 
applicant to engage in the alcoholic beverage transactions authorized by such 
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license as set forth in this Code. All applications for licenses and accom- 
panying statements shall be kept in the office of the board for a period of 
three years and shall be open for public inspection. 


(b) Licenses issued under the provisions of this Code shall be renewed 
annually upon the filing of applications, in such form as the board shall 
prescribe, at least 60 days before the expiration and upon payment to the 
board of the appropriate license fees, unless the board has good cause for 
not renewing or reissuing the license. Unless within one month prior to the 
scheduled date of expiration of such licenses the applicant shall have been 
notified by the board of objections to the granting thereof signed by persons 
authorized to do so, and upon payment of the required fees, the board shall 
issue such renewal of licenses. 


(c) Licenses shall become due and payable on or before October first 
of each year or on the date established by this Code or the board for the 
ensuing year, and shall be delinquent if not secured each year by October 
twentieth or the twentieth day of the first month of the license year 
established by this Code or the board. If the license is not secured by October 
twentieth or by the twentieth day of the first month of the license year 
established by this Code or by the board, such person or firm continuing 
to operate as a licensee and failing or refusing to file application and obtain 
said license, as provided in this Code, shall be subject to a penalty of 50 
percent of the state and county licenses and filing fees, which penalty must 
be collected at the time of issuance of license or permit, and shall be paid 
into the license fund of the board. Unless previously revoked, every license 
issued by the board under this Code shall expire, and terminate on the 
thirtieth day of September in the year or on the last day of the month 
ending the license year established by this Code or by the board for which 
the license is issued. 


(d) No license shall be issued or renewed by the board until the filing 
and license fees fixed by this Code shall have been paid to the board; provided 
no filing fee is required for renewal. 


§ 28-3-24. Manufacturer license; issuance; restrictions on sales; registration 
of labels; seizure of unregistered goods, monthly reports, daily records; in- 
spections. 


(a) Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and 
the regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a man- 
ufacturer license which shall authorize the licensee to manufacture or oth- 
erwise distill, produce, ferment, brew, bottle, rectify or compound alcoholic 
beverages within this state or for sale or distribution within this state. No 
person shall manufacture or otherwise distill, produce, ferment, brew, bottle, 
rectify or compound alcoholic beverages within this state or for sale or 
distribution within this state or to the state, the Alabama alcoholic beverage 
control board, or any licensee of the board, unless such person or his 
oe representative shall be granted a manufacturer license issued by 
the board. 


(b) No manufacturer licensee shall sell any alcoholic beverages directly 
to any retailer or for consumption on the premises where sold, nor sell or 
deliver any such alcoholic beverages in other than original containers approved 
as to capacity by the board and in accordance with standards of fill prescribed 
by the U.S. treasury department, nor maintain or operate within the state 
any place or places, other than the place or places covered by the manufacturer 
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license, where alcoholic beverages are manufactured or sold or where orders 
are taken. 


(c) Each manufacturer licensee shall be required to file with the board, 
prior to making any sales in Alabama a list of its labels to be sold in 
Alabama and shall file with the board its federal certificate of label approvals 
or its certificates of exemption as required by the U.S. treasury department. 
All liquors and wines whose labels have not been registered as herein provided 
for shall be considered contraband and may be seized by the board or its 
agents, or any peace officer of the state of Alabama without a warrant and 
pid goods shall be delivered to the board and disposed of as provided by 
law. 


(d) All such manufacturer licensees shall be required to mail to the 
board prior to the twentieth day of each month a consolidated report of all 
shipments of beer and table wine made to each wholesaler during the preceding 
month. Such reports shall be in such form and containing such information 
as the board may prescribe. 


(e) Every manufacturer shall keep at his or its principal place of business 
within the state, daily permanent records which shall show the quantities 
of raw materials received and used in the manufacture of alcoholic beverages, 
and the quantities of alcoholic beverages manufactured and stored, the sale 
of alcoholic beverages, the quantities of alcoholic beverages stored for hire 
or transported for hire by or for the licensee and the names and addresses 
of the purchasers or other recipients thereof. 


(f) Every place licensed as a manufacturer shall be subject to inspection 
by members of the board or by persons duly authorized and designated by 
the board at any and all times of the day or night as they may deem 
necessary, for the detection of violations of this Code, of any law, or of the 
rules and regulations of the board, or for the purpose of ascertaining the 
correctness of the records required to be kept by licensees. The books and 
records of such licensees shall, at all times, be open to inspection by members 
of the board, or by persons duly authorized and designated by the board. 
Members of the board and its duly authorized agents shall have the right, 
without hindrance, to enter any place which is subject to inspection hereunder, 
or any place where such records are kept for the purpose of making such 
inspections and making transcripts thereof. 


(g) Licenses issued under this section shall, unless revoked in the manner 
provided in this Code be valid for the license year commencing October 1 
of each year. 


§ 28-3-25. Importer license; issuance; restrictions on sales, registration of 
labels; seizure of unregistered goods; monthly reports; inspections. 


(a) Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and 
the regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant an importer 
license which shall authorize the licensee to import alcoholic beverages 
manufactured outside the United States of America into this state or for 
sale or distribution within this state to the Alabama alcoholic beverage 
control board or to wholesaler licensees of the board. No person shall import 
alcoholic beverages manufactured outside the United States into this state 
or for sale or distribution within this state or to the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board or any wholesaler licensee of the board, unless such 
person shall be granted an importer license issued by the board, and unless 
such person shall be granted written authorization from the manufacturer 
to import the manufacturer’s brand or brands into or for sale or distribution 
within this state. 
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(b) An importer licensee shall not sell any alcoholic beverages for con- 
sumption on the premises where sold; nor, unless issued a wholesaler license, 
sell or deliver to any retailer; nor deliver any such alcoholic beverages in 
other than original containers approved as to capacity by the board, and in 
accordance with standards of fill prescribed by the U. of treasury department; 
nor maintain or operate within the state any place or places, other than the 
place or places covered by his or its importer license, where alcoholic beverages 
are sold or where orders are taken. If an importer licensee is also licensed 
as a wholesaler, all imported alcoholic beverages shall be clearly segregated 
and marked to distinguish them from the wholesaler’s inventory. 


(c) Each importer licensee shall be required to file with the board, prior 
to making any sales in Alabama, a list of its labels to be sold in Alabama 
and shall file with the board its federal certificate of label approvals or its 
certificates of exemption as required by the U.S. treasury department. All 
liquors and wines whose labels have not been registered as herein provided 
for shall be considered contraband and may be seized by the board or its 
agents, or any peace officers of the state of Alabama, without a warrant and 
ue goods shall be delivered to the board and disposed of as provided by 
jaw. 


(d) All such importer licensees shall be required to mail to the board 
prior to the twentieth day of each month a consolidated report of all shipments 
of beer and table wine made to each wholesaler during the preceding month 
and of all shipments of alcoholic beverages received during the preceding 
month. Such reports shall be in such form and containing such information 
as the board may prescribe. 


(e) The books and records of such licensee shall, at all times, be open 
to inspection by members of the board, or by persons duly authorized and 
designated by the board. Members of the board and its duly authorized 
agents shall have the right, without hindrance, to enter any place which is 
subject to inspection hereunder, or any place where such records are kept 
for the purpose of making such inspections and making transcripts thereof. 


(f) Licenses issued under this section shall, unless revoked or suspended 
in the manner provided in this Code, be valid for the license year commencing 
October 1 of each year. 


§ 28-3-26. Liquor wholesaler license. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a liquor 
wholesaler license which shall authorize the licensee to import and receive 
shipments of liquor or wine from outside the state from licensed manufac- 
turers and to sell at wholesale or distribute liquor or wine to the Alabama 
alcoholic beverage control board or as authorized by the board, or commencing 
October 1, 1989, to retail liquor licensees. Sales shall be in original paerea 
or containers as prepared for the market by the manufacturer or bottler. No 
person shall sell at wholesale or distribute liquor or wine within this state 
unless such person shall be issued a liquor wholesale license by the board. 


§ 28-3-27. Wholesaler license for beer or table wine. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a wholesale 
license which shall authorize the licensee to import and receive shipments 
of beer and table wine from outside the state from licensed manufacturers, 
to purchase beer and table wine from licensed manufacturers or other licensed 
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wholesalers within the state and to sell at wholesale or distribute beer and 
table wine to all authorized licensees or others within this state lawfully 
authorized to sell beer and wine within said state, and to export beer and 
wine from the state. Sales to all authorized persons shall be in original 

ackages or containers as prepared for the market by the manufacturer or 

ttler. No person shall sell at wholesale or distribute beer or table wine 
within this state or to licensees of the board unless such person shall be 
issued a wholesale license by the board. 


§ 28-3-28. Warehouse license. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a warehouse 
license which will authorize the licensee to receive, store or warehouse 
alcoholic beverages within the state for transshipment inside and outside or 
inside the state. No person other than a manufacturer or wholesaler licensee 
shall receive, store or warehouse alcoholic beverages within the state for 
transshipment inside and outside the state without first obtaining a warehouse 
license from the board. 


§ 28-3-29. Lounge retail liquor license; approval of municipality; entertain- 
ment; minors. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall, where the original application 
is accompanied by a certificate from the clerk or proper officer setting out 
that the applicant has presented his application to the governing authority 
either of the municipality or county in which the licensed premises is to be 
located, and has obtained its consent and approval in the exercise of its 
police powers, issue a retail liquor license which will authorize the licensee 
to purchase liquor and wine from the Alabama alcoholic beverage control 
board or as authorized by the board, or commencing October 1, 1989, from 
liquor wholesaler licensees and to purchase table wine and beer, including 
draft or keg beer in any county or municipality in which the sale thereof 
is permitted, from wholesaler licensees of the board and to sell at retail for 
on-premises consumption liquor and wine, dispensed from containers of any 
size, and beer, including draft or keg beer in any county or municipality in 
which the sale thereof is permitted, to patrons. A lounge liquor licensee may 
pecoit music, patron dancing or provide other lawful entertainment on the 
icensed premises. No minor shall be admitted on the premises of any lounge 
liquor licensee as a patron or guest, and it shall be unlawful for any such 
licensee to admit any minor to the premises as a patron or guest. 


§ 28-3-30. Package store retail liquor license; approval of municipality. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall, where the original application 
is accompanied by a certificate from the clerk or proper officer setting out 
that the applicant has presented his application to the governing authorit 
either of the municipality or county in which the licensed premises is located, 
and has obtained its consent and approval in the exercise of its police powers, 
issue a package store retail liquor license, which will authorize the licensee 
to purchase liquor and wine from the Alabama alcoholic beverage control 
board or as authorized by the board or commencing October 1, 1989, from 
liquor wholesaler licensees and to purchase table wine and beer, including 
draft or keg beer in any county or municipality in which the sale thereof 
is permitted, from wholesaler licensees of the board, and to sell at retail 
liquor, wine and beer, including draft or keg beer in any county or municipality 
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in which the sale thereof is permitted, in original unopened containers for 
off-premises consumption. 


§ 28-3-31. Club liquor retail license; approval of municipality. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board may, where the original application 
is accompanied by a certificate from the clerk or proper officers setting out 
that the applicant has presented his application to the governing authority 
of either the municipality or county in which the licensed premises is to be 
located, and has obtained its consent and approval in the exercise of its 
police powers, issue a club liquor license for a club which will authorize the 
licensee to purchase liquor and wine from the Alabama alcoholic beverage 
control board or as authorized by the board or, commencing October 1, 1989, 
from liquor wholesaler licensees and to purchase table wine and beer, including 
draft or keg beer in any county or municipality in which the sale thereof 
is permitted, from wholesaler licensees of the board and to sell liquor and 
wine, dispensed from containers of any size, and beer, including draft or keg 
beer, in any county or municipality in which the sale thereof is permitted, 
to the members of the club or their guests for on-premise consumption, and 
authorize the Class I club licensee to sell all of the above in original unopened 
containers for off-premises consumption. 


§ 28-3-32. Restaurant retail liquor license; approval of municipality. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall, where the original application 
is accompanied by a certificate from the clerk or proper officer setting out 
that the applicant has presented his application to the governing authority 
of either the municipality or county in which the licensed premises is to be 
located, and has obtained its consent and approval in the exercise of its 
police powers, issue a restaurant liquor license for a hotel, restaurant, civic 
center authority or dinner theater which will authorize the licensee to 
purchase liquor and wine from the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board 
or as authorized by the board or commencing October 1, 1989, from liquor 
wholesaler licensees and to purchase table wine and beer, including draft or 
keg beer in any county or municipality in which the sale thereof is permitted, 
from wholesaler licensees of the board and, in that part of the hotel, 
restaurant, club or dinner theater set out in the license, to sell liquor and 
wine, dispensed from containers of any size, and beer, including draft or keg 
beer, in any county or municipality in which the sale thereof is permitted, 
to the patrons, guests or members for on-premise consumption in any part 
of the civic center or in that part of the hotel, restaurant or dinner theater 
habitually used for serving meals to patrons, guests or members, or other 
public or private rooms of the building in accordance with the provisions 
of this Code and the regulations made thereunder, and where a restaurant 
located in a hotel, but not operated by the owner of the hotel, is licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages in the restaurant, it may also sell alcoholic beverages 
to guests in private rooms in the hotel. 


§ 28-3-33. Retail table wine license for on-premises and off-premises con- 
sumption. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a retail table 
wine license which will authorize the licensee to purchase table wine from 
licensed wholesalers, and to sell at retail, in unopened original containers or 
dispense from containers of any size, for on-premises consumption in a room 
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or rooms or place on the licensed premises at all times accessible to the use 
and accommodation of the general public, and to sell at retail at the licensed 
premises in original unopened containers for off-premises consumption, where 
such use of the proposed location is not, at the time of the original application, 
prohibited by a valid zoning ordinance or other ordinance in the valid 
exercise of police power by the governing body of the municipality or county 
in which the outlet is located. 


§ 28-3-34. Retail table wine license for off-premises consumption. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue a retail table wine license 
for any retail outlet, which license will authorize the licensee to purchase 
table wine in packaged form from licensed wholesalers and to sell in original 
unopened containers such table wines at retail at the licensed premises for 
off-premises consumption, where such use of the proposed location of the 
retail outlet is not, at the time of original application, prohibited by a valid 
zoning ordinance or other ordinance in the valid exercise of police power 
by the governing body of the municipality or county in which the retail 
outlet is located. 


§ 28-3-35. Retail beer license for on-premises and off-premises consumption. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a retail beer 
license which will authorize the licensee to purchase beer, including draft 
beer in counties or municipalities where the sale thereof is permitted, from 
licensed wholesalers and to sell at retail for on-premises consumption in a 
room or rooms or place on the licensed premises at all times accessible to 
the use and accommodation of the general public, and in original unopened 
containers for off-premises consumption, where such use of the proposed 
location is not, at the time of the original application, prohibited by a valid 
zoning ordinance or other ordinance in the valid exercise of police power 
By ean governing body of the municipality or county in which the outlet is 
ocated. 


§ 28-3-36. Retail beer license for off-premise consumption. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue to applicant a retail beer 
license which will authorize the licensee to purchase beer, including draft 
beer in counties or municipalities where the sale thereof is permitted, in 
original unopened containers from licensed wholesalers and to sell such beer 
in packaged form at retail for off-premise consumption, where such use of 
the proposed location is not, at the time of the original application, prohibited 
by a valid zoning ordinance or other ordinance in the valid exercise of police 
power by the governing body of the municipality or county in which the 
retail outlet is located. 


§ 28-3-37. Retail common carrier liquor license. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board shall issue a retail common carrier 
liquor license for a railroad, airline, bus line, ship line, vessel or other 
common carrier entity operating passenger vehicles with a passenger seating 
capacity of at least 10 people, which will authorize the licensee to sell, 
whenever operated in Alabama, alcoholic beverages, including draft beer, to 
passengers for consumption while aboard such licensee. No railroad, airline, 
bus line ship line, vessel or common carrier entity shall sell or furnish 
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alcoholic beverages to passengers for consumption within this state without 
first obtaining a retail common carrier liquor license from the board. 


Sales within Alabama of alcoholic beverages by retail common carrier 
liquor licensees shall be made in accordance with and shall be subject to 
the provisions of this Code and regulations promulgated thereunder. 


§ 28-3-38. Special Retail License. 


Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, the board s issue a special retail license in 
wet counties for a state park, racing commission, fair authority, airport 
authority, or civic center authority, or the franchisee or concessionaire of 
such park, commission or authority, and may, in its discretion, issue a special 
retail license to any other valid responsible organization of good reputation 
for such period of time not to exceed one year and upon such terms and 
conditions as the board shall prescribe, which will authorize the licensee to 
purchase, where the retail sale thereof is authorized by the board, liquor and 
wine from the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board or as authorized 
by the board, or commencing October 1, 1989, from liquor wholesaler licensees, 
and table wine and beer from any wholesaler licensee of the board and to 
sell at retail and dispense such alcoholic beverages as are authorized by the 
board at such locations authorized by the board upon such terms and 
conditions as prescribed by the board. Provided, however, no sale of alcoholic 
pevernee shall be permitted on any Sunday before the hour of 2:00 o’clock 


§ 28-3-39. Special events retail license. 


Upon applicant’s com aye with the provisions of this Code and the 
regulations made thereunder, an nm application made on form provided 
by the board at least 21 days oe vance of the event for which a license 
is granted, the board shall issue a special events license for a valid, responsible 
organization of good reputation, for a period not to exceed three days, an 
upon such terms and conditions as the board may prescribe, which will 
authorize the licensee to purchase, where the retail sale thereof is authorized 
by the board, liquor and wine from the Alabama alcoholic beverage control 
board or as authorized by the board or commencing October 1, 1989, from 
liquor wholesaler licensees and table wine and beer from any wholesaler 
licensee of the board and to sell at retail and dispense such alcoholic beverages 
as are authorized by the board to the patrons, guests or members of the 
organization at such locations or areas as shall be authorized by the board 
upon such terms and conditions as prescribed by the board. Provided, 
however, no sale of alcoholic beverages shall be permitted on any Sunday 
before the hour of 2:00 o’clock P.M. 


§ 28-3-40. License fees for licenses issued by the board; local license taxes. 


(a) The following annual license fees are levied and prescribed for licenses 
re eg renewed by the board pursuant to the authority contained in 
this Code: 


(1) Manufacturer license, license fee of $500. 
(2) Importer license, license fee of $500. 


(3) Liquor wholesaler license, license fee of $500 prior to October 1, 
1989, and $1,500 thereafter. 
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(4) Wholesaler license, beer license fee of $550 or wine license fee of 
$550; license fee for beer and wine of $750; plus $200 for each warehouse 
in addition to the principal warehouse. 


(5) Warehouse license, license fee of $200. 
(6) Lounge retail liquor license, license fee of $300. 


(7) Package store retail liquor license, license fee of $750 prior to October 
1, 1989, and $1,500 thereafter. 


(8) Restaurant retail liquor license, license fee of $300. 


és (9) Club liquor license, Class I license fee of $300, Class II license fee 
of $750. 


ts (10) Retail table wine license for off-premise consumption, license fee 
of $150. 


(11) Retail table wine license for on-premises and off-premises con- 
sumption, license fee of $150. 


(12) Retail beer license for on-premises and off-premises consumption, 
license fee of $150. 


(13) Retail beer license for off-premise consumption, license fee of $100. 


(14) Retail common carrier liquor license, license fee of $150 for each 
railroad, airline, bus line, ship line, vessel or other public service entity with 
a vehicle passenger capacity of at least 10 people. 


(15) Special retail license, license fee of $100 for 30 days or less; license 
fee of $250 for more than 30 days. 


(16) Special events retail license, license fee of $150. 


(b) Upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of this Code and 
the regulations made thereunder, the board may issue a special license 
permitting delivery by a restaurant retail liquor, retail table wine or retail 
beer licensee, which shall authorize such licensee, where the purchase price 
is prepaid, to deliver table wine or beer in original unopened containers to 
the consumer’s premises; provided, however, such order and prepayment may 
not be made by a minor, nor delivery made to or accepted by a minor. An 
additional annual license fee in the amount of $100 is hereby levied and 
prescribed for the privilege of delivering to the consumers’ premises. 


(c) The license fees levied and fixed by this section shall be paid before 
the license is issued or renewed. 


(d) In addition to the foregoing filing fee and license taxes or fees, any 
county or municipality in which the sale of alcoholic beverages is permitted 
shall be authorized to fix and levy reasonable privilege or license taxes on 
any of the foregoing licenses located or operating therein, conditioned on a 
permit or license being issued by the board; provided, however, the reasonable 
privilege or license fee on importer and wholesaler licensees shall be only 
for the purpose of covering the cost of administration, but not to generate 
revenue. Provided further, a county or municipality shall levy no license or 
privilege tax or other charge for the privilege of doing business as a wholesaler, 
importer or retailer which shall exceed one-half the amount of the state 
license fee, including any combined state license fee, or, where the importer 
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or wholesaler licensee has no place of business within the county or mu- 
nicipality, which shall exceed $50. 


(d) No county or municipality shall have any authority to levy a license 
or tax of any nature on any state liquor store. 


§ 28-3-41. Disposition of proceeds of filing fees and license taxes. 


The revenue derived from filing fees, license fees or taxes levied under 
section 28-3-22 and section 28-3-40 shall be deposited upon receipt by the 
board in the state treasury to the credit of the beer tax and license fund 
and each months’ receipts shall be distributed to the state general fund no 
later than the end of the following month. 


County license fees authorized by and levied pursuant to Section 28-3- 
40 shall be collected by the board and the proceeds of such collections shall 
be paid by the board into the state treasury to the credit of the county 
levying said license fee and paid semiannually to the governing body of said 
county. 


§ 28-3-42. Regulation of the grant of licenses; to whom issued; display 
thereof; local approval of retail licenses; separate retail licenses; place of retail 
sales; beer and wine containers; place of sale of draft or keg beer and special 
permits therefor; place of wholesale operations; transfer of licenses; effect of 
insolvency of licensee. 


(a) No license prescribed in this Code shall be issued or renewed until 
the provisions of this Code have been complied with and the filing and 
license fees other than those levied by a municipality are paid to the board. 


(b) Licenses shall be granted and issued by the board only to reputable 
individuals who are citizens of the United States or to associations whose 
members are reputable individuals who are citizens of the United States, or 
to reputable corporations organized under the laws of the State of Alabama 
or duly qualified thereunder to do business in Alabama, or, in the case of 
manufacturers, duly registered under the laws of Alabama, and then only 
when it appears that all officers and directors of the corporation are reputable 
individuals and are citizens of the United States, and that at least 51 percent 
of the capital stock is actually owned by individuals who are citizens of the 
United States; provided, the residence or citizenship requirements of this 
subsection do not apply to manufacturer licensees. 


(c) Every license issued under this Code shall be constantly and con- 
spicuously displayed on the licensed premises. 


(d) Each application for original retail liquor license must be approved 
by the governing authority, in the exercise and to the extent of its police 
powers, either of the municipality if the retailer is located in a municipality, 
or of the county if the retailer is located in the county and outside the 
police jurisdiction of any municipality, before the board shall have authority 
to grant the license. 


(e) Any retailer may be granted licenses to maintain, operate or conduct 
any number of places for the sale of alcoholic beverages, but a separate 
license must be secured for each place where alcoholic beverages are sold. 
No retail license issued under this Code shall be used for more than one 
retail location, nor for separate types of retail operation at the same location 
or in the same building. Each retail location and each retail operation must 
have a separate retail license. Where more than one retail operation is located 
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within the same building, each such operation whether under the same or 
a separate or different ownership is required to obtain a separate retail 
license. One retail licensee or operation may not sell or transfer alcoholic 
beverages to another retail licensee or operation. A retail licensee may not 
store, warehouse or otherwise possess alcoholic beverages in any location 
other than in the building in which such alcoholic beverages are to be sold 
at retail to the consumer. Provided, there shall be no licenses issued by the 
board for the sale of liquor, beer or wine by rolling stores. 


(f) No retailer shall sell any alcoholic beverages for consumption on the 
licensed premises except in a room or rooms or place on the licensed premises 
at all times accessible to the use and accommodation of the general public; 
but this section shall not be interpreted to prevent a hotel or club licensee 
from selling such beverages in any room of such hotel or club house occupied 
by a bona fide registered guest or member or private party entitled to 
purchase the same. 


(g) All beer, except draft or keg beer, sold by retailers must be sold or 
dispensed in bottles, cans or other containers not to exceed one pint or 
sixteen ounces. All wine sold by retailers for off-premise consumption must 
be sold or dispensed in bottles or other containers in accordance with the 
standards of fill specified in the then effective standards of fill for wine 
prescribed by the U. S. treasury department. 


(h) Draft or keg beer may be sold or dispensed within this state within 
those counties and muncipalities in which and in the manner in which the 
sale of draft or keg beer was authorized by law on the effective date of this 
Act or is hereafter authorized by law. Provided the board may in its discretion 
grant to any civic center authority or its franchisee or concessionaire, to 
which the board may have issued or may simultaneously issue a retail license 
under the provisions of this Code, a revocable temporary permit to sell or 
dispense in any part of its civic center for consumption therein, draft or 
keg beer. 


(i) No wholesaler shall maintain or operate any place where sales are 
made other than that for which the wholesale license is granted; provided, 
however, a wholesaler may be licensed to sell and distribute liquor, wine and 
beer. No wholesaler shall maintain any place for the storage of liquor, wine 
or beer unless the same has been approved by the board. No wholesaler 
license shall be issued for any premises in any part of which there is operated 
any retail license for the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


(j) Licenses issued under this Code may not be assigned. The board is 
hereby authorized to transfer any license from one place to another within 
the same governing jurisdiction as the board may determine; but no transfers 
shall be made for the transaction of business at a place for which the license 
could not originally have been issued lawfully. 


(k) Every applicant for a transfer of a license shall file a written 
application with the board within such time as the board shall fix in its 
regulations. Whenever any license is transferred, there shall be collected a 
filing fee of $150.00, to be paid to the board, and the board shall pay such 
i ra leg state treasury to the credit of the beer tax and license fund of 
the board. 


(1) In the event that any person to whom a license shall have been 
issued under the terms of this Code shall become insolvent, make an as- 
signment for the benefit of creditors, be adjudicated a bankrupt by either 
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voluntary or involuntary action, the license of such person shall immediately 
terminate and be cancelled without any action on the part of the board, 
and there shall be no refund made, or credit given, for the unused portion 
of the license fee for the remainder of the license year for which said license 
was granted. Thereafter no license shall be issued by the board for the 
premises, wherein said license was conducted, to any assignee, committee, 
trustee, receiver or successor of such licensee until a hearing has been held 
by the board as in the case of a new application for license. In all such 
cases, the board shall have the sole and final discretion as to the propriety 
of the issuance of a license for such premises, and the time it shall issue, 
and the period for which it shall be issued, and shall have the further power 
to impose conditions under which said licensed premises shall be conducted. 


5 28-3-43. Suspension or revocation of licenses; notice, hearing and findings; 
nes. 


(a) The board shall have full and final authority as to the suspension 
or revocation of any license issued under this Code and to levy a fine against 
a licensee in lieu of such suspension or revocation. The board shall have 
the full right and authority to suspend any retail license issued by it for 
any reason which it may deem sufficient and proper. 


(b) The administrative law judge, upon sufficient cause being shown or 
proof being made that any licensee holding a license issued by the board, 
or any partners, members, officers, or directors of the licensee has or have 
violated any of the laws of this state or regulations of the board relating to 
the manufacture, sale, possession or transportation of alcoholic beverages, 
or where the licensed premises has been conducted in a manner prejudicial 
to the welfare, health, peace and safety of the people of the community or 
of the state, may upon due notice and proper hearing being given to the 
person so licensed, suspend or revoke the license issued by the board. In all 
such cases where the administrative law judge shall suspend or revoke a 
license, it shall set forth its findings of fact, the evidence from which such 
findings of fact are made, and the reasons upon which its actions are based. 


(c) When, in the opinion of the administrative law judge, a fine is 
deemed more appropriate than suspending or revoking a license, the ad- 
ministrative law judge is authorized to fine the licensee for any cause that 
could result in suspension or revocation. Such fines may not exceed the sum 
of $1,000 for the first violation or not exceed the sum of $2,000 for any 
subsequent violation of the same cause. The licensee must remit the fine to 
the board within one week of the day that such fine is levied. Failure to 
pay the fine within this period shall result in an automatic suspension of 
the license until such fine is paid. All fines collected by the board shall be 
ped by the board into the treasury of the state and credited to the general 

nd. 


(d) The maximum length of suspension of a license under these pro- 
visions shall be one year, and any licensee whose license is suspended by 
the administrative law judge shall be, at the discretion of the administrative 
law judge, ineligible to have any license under this Code until the expiration 
or removal of the suspension. Any licensee whose license is revoked by the 
administrative law aifles shall be, at the discretion of the administrative law 
judge, ineligible to have any license under this Code until the expiration of 
one year from the date such license is revoked. 
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§ 28-3-44. Reports by wholesaler and retail licensees. 


Licensees shall be required to file with the board the following monthly 
reports between the first and tenth of each month covering alcoholic beverage 
transactions during the preceding month: 


(a) Every wholesaler shall file a report of the purchase or receipt of all 
alcoholic beverages during the preceding month, giving in detail the different 
kinds and quantities of alcoholic beverages so purchased or received; 


(b) Every wholesaler shall file a report of all orders of alcoholic beverages 
purchased during the preceding month through said wholesaler licensee from 
without the state on a drop shipment and consigned directly to the person 
oe such alcoholic beverages from without the state through such whole- 

er licensee; 


(c) Every wholesaler licensee shall file a report covering the sale of 
alcoholic beverages within the state, giving the name of the licensee or 
authorized person, including but not limited to, military or governmental 
facilities or exchanges, to whom sold, the date of sale or shipment and the 
quantity of alcoholic beverages so sold or shipped. 


§ 28-3-45. Advertising of alcoholic beverages. 


Radio, television, newspaper, magazine, commercial vehicles used for 
transportation of alcoholic beverages and billboards may be used to advertise 
alcoholic beverages in accordance with reasonable rules and regulations issued 
by the board; provided that there shall be no advertising of alcoholic beverages 
by means of billboards located in dry counties except in wet municipalities 
therein, and no billboard or sign of any kind advertising any brand or brands 
of alcoholic beverages or any prices for alcoholic beverages shall be displayed 
outside any retail place of business. 


§ 28-3-46. Provisions for maintenance of separation of financial and business 
interests between classes of businesses regulated by Code. 


(a) Excepting as provided in this section: 


(1) No manufacturer of any alcoholic beverages and no officer or director 
of any such manufacturer shall at the same time be a wholesaler or retailer 
of any alcoholic beverages or an officer, director or stockholder of any such 
wholesaler or retailer, or creditor of any such wholesaler, except for inventory 
of alcoholic beverages, or creditor of such retailer, nor be the owner, proprietor 
or lessor of any place covered directly or indirectly by any wholesaler or 
retail license. 


(2) No wholesaler of any alcoholic beverages and no officer or director 
of any such wholesaler shall at the same time be a manufacturer or retailer 
of any alcoholic beverages or be an officer, director, stockholder or creditor 
of any such manufacturer or retailer or be the owner, proprietor or lessor 
. any place covered directly or indirectly by any manufacturer or retail 
icense. 


(3) No retailer of any alcoholic beverages and no officer or director of 
any such retailer shall at the same time be a manufacturer or a wholesaler 
of any alcoholic beverages or be an officer, director or stockholder or creditor 
of any such manufacturer or wholesaler or be the owner, proprietor or lessor 
id any place covered directly or indirectly by any manufacturer or wholesaler 
icense. 
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(4) No licensee licensed under this Act shall directly or indirectly own 
any stock of, or have any financial interest in, any other tier or class of 
business licensed under this Act. 


(5) No manufacturer or wholesaler shall in any wise be interested, either 
directly or indirectly, in the ownership or leasehold of any property or in 
any mortgage against the same for which a retail license is granted, nor 
shall a manufacturer or wholesaler, either directly or indirectly, lend any 
moneys, credit or equivalent thereof to any retailer in equipping, fitting out 
or maintaining and conducting, either in whole or in part, an establishment 
or business operated under a retail license. 


(6) No manufacturer or retailer shall in any wise be interested, directly 
or indirectly, in the ownership or leasehold of any property or any mortgage 
lien against the same, for which a wholesaler license is granted nor shall a 
manufacturer or retailer, either directly or indirectly, lend any moneys, credit 
or their equivalent to any wholesaler in equipping, fitting out or maintaining 
and conducting but excluding inventory of alcoholic beverages, either in 
whole or in part, an establishment or business where alcoholic beverages are 
licensed for sale by a wholesaler. 


(7) No wholesaler or retailer shall in any wise be interested, directly or 
indirectly, in the ownership or leasehold of any property or any mortgage 
lien against the same, for which a manufacturer license is granted, nor shall 
a wholesaler or retailer, either directly or indirectly, lend any moneys, credits 
or their equivalent to manufacturer in equipping, fitting out or maintaining 
and conducting, either in whole or in part, an establishment or business 
where alcoholic beverages are licensed for manufacture. 


(8) No wholesaler or retailer shall in any wise, either directly or indi- 
rectly, receive any credit, loan, moneys or the equivalent thereof from any 
other licensee of a different class of license or from or through a subsidiary 
or affiliate of another licensee of a different tier or class of license or from 
any firm, association or corporation, except a banking institution, in which 
another licensee of a different tier or class of license or any officer, director 
or firm member of another licensee of a different class of license has a 
substantial interest or exercises a control of its business policy, for equipping, 
fitting out, payment of license fee or maintaining and conducting but excluding 
wholesaler’s inventory of alcoholic beverages, either in whole or in part, an 
establishment of business operated under a wholesaler or retail license. 


(9) No wholesaler licensee shall make delivery of alcoholic beverages to 

a retail licensee and no retail licensee shall receive or accept delivery of 
alcoholic beverages from a wholesaler licensee unless, simultaneously with 
and at the time of delivery of alcoholic beverages, the retail licensee shall 
pay to the wholesaler licensee the purchase price in full for the alcoholic 
everages delivered. Payment shall be in cash in lawful money of the United 
States or by check drawn on the retailer licensee’s account, bank certified 
check or cashier’s check, or money order, all payable to the wholesaler 
licensee. No wholesaler licensee shall accept from a retail licensee and no 
retail licensee shall tender to a wholesaler licensee, in payment for alcoholic 
beverages, a postdated or undated check, or a check drawn on any account 
other than the retail licensee’s account (except a bank certified check, cashier’s 
check or money order payable to the wholesaler licensee), or a check or 
money order payable to any person other than the wholesaler licensee, nor 
shall a wholesaler licensee fail to deposit within two banking days after the 
receipt thereof a check offered by said retail licensee in payment for alcoholic 
beverages. The acceptance of a check drawn on an account other than the 
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retail licensee’s account or of the retail licensee’s postdated or undated check, 
or the failure to deposit a check received from a retail licensee within two 
banking days after the receipt thereof, shall be prima facie evidence of the 
voluntary extension of credit by said wholesaler licensee to said retail licensee 
and the acceptance of a voluntary extension of credit by the retail licensee 
from the wholesaler licensee, both in violation of this section. Whenever a 
wholesaler licensee shall receive from a retail licensee a check in payment 
of alcoholic beverages, which check is not paid when presented by reason 
of insufficient or no funds being on deposit in the bank or account upon 
which said check is drawn with which to pay the check, said wholesaler 
receiving said check shall, if said check is not paid in full within two working 
days after receipt of notice of dishonor, notify the board in writing that 
such check has been dishonored and shall furnish to the board such infor- 
mation in such form as shall be prescribed by the board, and the board 
shall notify immediately the retailer and all wholesalers supplying said retail 
licensee of such dishonor. Thereafter, no alcoholic beverages shall be delivered 
or furnished by any wholesaler to said retailer whose check was dishonored 
until the wholesaler receiving said dishonored check shall have received 
payment in full in lawful money of the United States, or by bank certified 
check, cashier’s check or money order made payable to the wholesaler licensee. 
If the dishonored check is not paid in full within 14 days after receipt of 
notice of dishonor from the board, the retailer issuing the dishonored check 
shall be deemed to have received an extension of credit in violation of the 
provisions of this Act. 


(10) Nothing contained in this section shall prohibit: (i) a wholesaler 
or manufacturer from being or owning an importer; or (ii) any licensed 
wholesaler from purchasing or importing alcoholic beverages from outside 
the State of Alabama and operating within the state as a supplier for other 
wholesalers; or (iii) one wholesaler from owning another wholesaler; or (iv) 
one retailer from owning another retailer; or (v) a wholesaler or retailer from 
being a stockholder or a bondholder of a manufacturer, or a manufacturer 
or wholesaler from being a stockholder or a bondholder of a retailer, the 
stocks or bonds of which manufacturer or retailer are listed upon any 
organized stock exchange having an established meeting place in a city of 
over 500,000 population, provided such ownership of stocks or bonds shall 
not exceed 2 percent of the outstanding stock or bonds of the manufacturer; 
or (vi) the usual credits allowed for the return of packages or containers in 
which alcoholic beverages were originally packed for the market by the 
manufacturer or importer. Provided, however, that nothing contained in this 
section or this Act shall permit any person, association or corporation to 
be issued, and no person, association or corporation shall be issued, more 
than two package store liquor licenses in any one county or more than five 
package store liquor licenses in this state. 


(b) The purpose of this section is to require a separation of the financial 
and business interest between the three tiers or classes of business—(1) 
manufacturer, (2) wholesaler and (3) retailer— regulated by this Act, and 
no person or corporation shall by any device whatsoever, directly or indirectly, 
evade the provisions of this section.

ARTICLE 4. 
EXCLUSIVE SALES TERRITORY 


§ 28-3-50. Legislative Policy and Intent. 


Pursuant to the authority of this state under the Twenty-first Amend- 
ment to the United States Constitution, the Policy and intent of the legislature 
in the enactment of this article are to further regulate and control alcoholic 
beverage transactions in Alabama under the control and supervision of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board; to promote and assure the public’s interest 
in fair and efficient distribution and quality control of alcoholic beverages 
in Alabama; to promote orderly marketing of alcoholic beverages; to promote 
vigorous inter-brand competition; and to facilitate collection of state and 
local revenue. 


§ 28-3-51. Designation of exclusive sales territory and exclusive wholesaler. 


Each manufacturer or importer of alcoholic beverages licensed by the 
Board authorizing such licensee to sell its alcoholic beverages within the 
State of Alabama, whose alcoholic beverages are sold within Alabama other 
than to the board, shall sell such alcoholic beverages through wholesaler 
licensees of the board to retail licensees of the board, and shall designate 
exclusive sales territories for each of its brands sold in Alabama and shall 
name one licensed wholesaler for each such sales territory who, within such 
territory, shall be the exclusive wholesaler for said brand or brands; provided 
where a manufacturer or importer licensee has more than one brand of 
alcoholic beverages sold within this state, such licensee may designate the 
exclusive sales territory to a different wholesaler for the sale of each of its 
brands and may designate a different sales territory for each of its brands. 
Such manufacturer or importer licensee shall enter into a territorial agree- 
ment, in writing, designating the exclusive territory and authorizing the sale 
by a designated licensed wholesaler of that brand or brands within the 
designated territory and the handling of empty returnable alcoholic beverages 
containers of that brand or brands and initially handling of any deposits 
thereon, Such manufacturer or importer shall not designate more than one 
wholesaler for each brand for all or any part of a designated sales territory, 
and the written territorial agreement shall not provide for the distribution 
of a brand or brands to more than one licensed wholesaler for all or any 
part of the designated territory. All such territorial agreements shall be filed 
with the board. 


§ 28-3-52. Territorial agreement may not establish or maintain resale price. 


No provision of any territorial agreement shall, expressly or by impli- 
cation, or in its operation, establish or maintain the resale price of any 
brand or brands of alcoholic beverages by the wholesaler. 


§ 28-3-53. Modification of designated sales territory or territorial agreement. 


No modification of either the designated sales territory or any territorial 
agreement shall be effective (i) until written notice thereof shall have been 
given by the manufacturer or importer to the wholesaler; (ii) until written 
notice thereof, together with the affidavit of the manufacturer stating that 
the level of service within the designated territory will not be adversely 
affected by the change, shall have been filed with the board; and (iii) until 
the board shall have verified that the level of service within the designated 
territory will not be adversely affected by the change. Provided, however, 
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board verification shall not be required where the board has suspended or 
revoked the license of the wholesaler, shall not be unreasonably withheld 
and shall be completed within a reasonable time not to exceed thirty (30) 
days from the date of filing with the board. The notice shall be given after 
recognizing all rights of the wholesaler and duties of the manufacturer or 
importer. Nothing in this article shall impair or alter contractual rights, 
duties or obligations of manufacturer, importer or wholesaler, including but 
not limited to the termination thereof. 


§ 28-3-54. Wholesaler service and quality control. 


The wholesaler licensee designated as the exclusive wholesaler for a 
brand or brands within a designated territory must service retail licensees 
within that territory without discrimination, and shall service for the purpose 
of quality control all of the alcoholic beverages sold by that wholesaler to 
retailers within such territory. Each such wholesaler shall provide such 
additional quality control services and comply with such additional quality 
control standards as are specified in writing from time to time by the owner 
of the trademark of the brand or brands of alcoholic beverages, provided 
those activities or standards are reasonable and are reasonably related to 
the maintenance of quality control, and provided that the wholesaler has 
received written notice thereof. Provided that nothing contained in this Act 
shall require a wholesaler to service any retailer unless the purchase price 
of alcoholic beverages ordered by the retailer shall be paid in full at the 
time of delivery, nor prevent the wholesaler from establishing the sales price 
of alcoholic beverages to the retailer or from adjusting the sales price of 
alcoholic beverages to the retailer to reflect non-discriminatory quantity 
discounts or differentials in the cost of transportation or delivery. 


§ 28-3-55. Unlawful acts and offenses; penalties. 
A. It shall be unlawful: 


(1) For any manufacturer or importer licensed by the Board to sell its 
brand or brands of alcoholic beverages in the State of Alabama to any 
person, except through the board in the case of liquor or fortified wine, other 
than to a licensed wholesaler designated as the exclusive wholesaler for said 
brand or brands. 


(2) For any importer to sell alcoholic beverages to any person other 
than a wholesaler licensee, or to sell to a wholesaler licensee any brand or 
brands of alcoholic beverages for sale or distribution in this state, except 
where the importer has been granted written authorization from the man- 
ufacturer thereof to import and sell the brand or brands to be sold in the 
State of Alabama, which authorization is on file with the board. 


(3) For any wholesaler to sell to a retail licensee any brand of alcoholic 
beverages in the State of Alabama, except within the sales territory designated 
by the manufacturer or importer licensee and set forth in a written exclusive 
territorial agreement authorizing the sale by such wholesaler licensee of that 
brand within a designated territory; provided, however, a licensed wholesaler 
may, with the approval of the board, service a territory outside the territory 
designated to it during periods of temporary service interruptions when so 
requested by the manufacturer or importer and the designated wholesaler 
within such territory whose service is temporarily interrupted. 


(4) For any wholesaler to sell to a retail licensee any brand of alcoholic 
beverages in the State of Alabama unless there is in effect a territorial 
agreement in writing between the licensed manufacturer or importer thereof 
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and said licensed wholesaler authorizing the sale by such wholesaler of that 
brand within a designated territory, or to sell to a retail licensee any brand 
of alcoholic beverages with actual knowledge, or had received notice or 
notification, or from the facts and circumstances known to the wholesaler, 
he had reason to know that the retail licensee purchased said alcoholic 
beverages for resale or transfer by the retail licensee to another retail licensee 
or to another licensed premises of the same retailer. 


(5) For any licensed retailer to purchase any brand of alcoholic beverages 
from any wholesaler which has not been designated by the licensed manu- 
facturer or importer thereof as the wholesaler for such brand for the sales 
territory within which is located the retailer’s place of business where such 
purchased alcoholic beverages are to be sold at retail by the retailer to the 
consumer, or to sell or transfer alcoholic beverages to another retail licensee 
or to another licensed premises of the same retailer, or to purchase or acquire 
alcoholic beverages from another retail licensee or from another licensed 
premises of the same retailer. 


B. Penalties 


Any violations of the provisions of this article subject the licensee to 
suspension or revocation of its license or to the levy of a fine in lieu of 
such suspension or revocation.

ARTICLE 5 
TAXES ON SALE OF LIQUOR 


§ 28-3-100. Tax on sale of liquor; amount; collection; dispositon of proceeds. 


(a) Levy.—In addition to the license taxes provided for by this Act and 
any municipal and county license taxes authorized by this Act, and in 
addition to all state and local sales taxes which shall be collected on all 
retail sales, there is hereby levied and shall be collected a tax upon the retail 
sale of liquors within this state at the rate of fifty-eight percent upon the 
selling price thereof. 


(b) Collection.—The tax levied by subsection (a) of this section shall 
be collected by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board on its sales or 
after September 30, 1988, by the liquor wholesaler licensee on its sales and 
said tax shall be added to the sales price of all liquors sold, and shall be 
collected from the purchasers. It shall be unlawful for the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board, or for any wholesaler licensee who is required to pay 
the taxes in the first instance, to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and 
collect from the purchaser the required amount of tax, it being the intent 
and purpose of this provision that the tax levied is in fact a tax on the 
consumer, with said Alabama alcoholic beverage control board or wholesaler 
licensee merely as an agent of the state for the collection and payment of 
the tax. The tax levied by subsection (a) of this section shall be collected 
by a return which shall be filed with the board by the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board on its sales or by the wholesaler on it sales, which 
return shall be postmarked not later than the last day of the month following 
the month of sale of the liquor by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control 
eee ed the wholesaler, and shall be accompanied by the remittance of 
the tax due. 
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(c) Disposition of proceeds.—The proceeds of the tax levied by subsec- 
tion ) of this section shall be paid into the state treasury to be distributed 
as follows: 


(1) The proceeds from the tax at the rate of 10% shall be credited to 
the special fund for distribution in accordance with § 28-3-9 of this Act. 


(2) The proceeds from the tax at the rate of 16.5% shall be credited to 
the public welfare trust fund and shall be used for general welfare purposes 
and is hereby appropriated therefor. 


(3) The proceeds from the tax at the rate of 6.5% shall be credited to 
a special fund which shall be designated the Alabama Special Mental Health 
Fund and shall be used only for mental health purposes, including the 
prevention of mental illness, the care and treatment of the mentally ill and 
the mentally deficient and the acquisition, equipment, operation and main- 
Cae of facilities for mental health purposes, and is hereby appropriated 
therefor. 


(4) The proceeds from the tax at the rate of 25% shall be credited to 
the general fund of the state. 


(d) Tax exclusive.—The tax herein levied is exclusive and shall be in 
lieu of all other and additional taxes and licenses of the state, county or 
municipality, imposed on or measured by the sale or volume of sale of liquor; 
provided that nothing herein contained shall be construed to exempt the 
retail sale of liquor from the levy of tax on general retail sales by the state, 
county or municipality in the nature of, or in lieu of, a general sales tax. 


ARTICLE 6. 
IDENTIFICATION 


§ 28-3-101. Identification on containers; procedures; penalties. 


(a) For the protection of the public welfare, health, peace and morals 
of the people of this state, including without limitation regulation of the 
quality of beer sold, offered for sale or held for sale within this state, and 
for the protection of the tax revenues accruing to the state by virtue of 
taxes levied on beer, it is hereby declared the intention and and purpose of 
this article that the board shall require all manufacturer licensees, or in lieu 
thereof, all importer licensees to affix Alabama identification other than 
stamps or decals, as will be prescribed by the board, to all original containers 
in which beer is normally placed and prepared for market, received, sold or 
handled, before such beverages are sold, offered for sale or held for sale 
within this state. 


(b) All beer sold, received or stored in this state shall have affixed by . 
the licensed manufacturer or importer to each original container, an Alabama 
identification other than stamps or decals designed in accordance with the 
rules and regulations promulgated by the board. Such identification shall be 
purchased by the licensed manufacturer or importer from the board or from 
such person designated by the board. Such identification shall constitute 
prima facie proof that the appropriate tax as provided for in this Act is 
paid at the time of the sale of the beer. 


(c) (1) Except as provided in subsection (c)(2) of this section, all beer 
when possessed in this state by a person other than its manufacturer or 
importer licensee, without having required identification affixed in the manner 
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required by the board, shall be subject to confiscation in the manner provided 
for contraband goods as set out in this Act. 


(2) A licensed wholesaler may possess beer in this state without Alabama 
identification affixed by the manufacturer or importer licensee which malt 
or brewed beverages (a) due to error of the manufacturer or importer was 
misdirected or missent to Alabama or (b) due to temporary inability of 
manufacturer or importer to affix identification because of equipment prob- 
lems or malfunction, lack of supply of approved identification or other problem 
made known to the board in advance of shipment into this state; provided, 
the licensed wholesaler receiving beer without Alabama identification affixed 
by the manufacturer or importer shall inform the board immediately upon 
receipt by the wholesaler, or where due to error, immediately upon the 
wholesaler’s discovery or the absence of Alabama identification affixed by 
the manufacturer or importer and the board or its designated agent shall 
sell to such licensed wholesaler a sufficient quantity of identification to affix 
to the beer transported into the state under such circumstances. 


ARTICLE 7. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS RELATING TO TAXES 


§ 28-3-102. Non-taxable sales. 


(a) The following sales of alcoholic beverages shall be non-taxable under 
this Act: 


(1) Alcoholic Beverages sold to any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation of persons for delivery in another state; 


(2) Alcoholic beverages sold or delivered to a bona fide and recognized 
club, package store or exchange on a United States military reservation; 


(3) Alcoholic beverages sold or delivered to shi ¥ belonging to the United 
States Navy or Coast Guard for distribution and sale to members of the 
military only; 

(4) Alcoholic beverages sold or delivered to ships regularly engaged in 
hip or coastwide shipping between points in this state and points outside 
this state; 


(5) Alcoholic beverages sold or delivered to airlines regularly engaged in 
interstate or foreign commerce for distribution and sale to passengers for 
consumption; an 


(6) The sale, trade or barter of alcoholic beverages by one licensed 
\cemeaees to another wholesaler licensed to sell and handle such alcoholic 
verages. 


(7) The difference in the amount of the sales price of any alcoholic 
beverages sold in a “collector’s” bottle or “gift pack” in excess of the sales 
price of a regular bottle or container of the same size, brand and kind of 
alcoholic beverages. 


(b) The board may require written reporting in such form as the board 
may prescribe, or if no form is prescribed by board, in such form as may 
be prescribed by any affected county or municipality. 


(c) Every wholesaler engaged in such non-taxable sales shall be required 
to carry out the provisions set out in this Act and the regulations promulgated 
by the board for such sales or deliveries. 
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§ 28-3-103. Refund on overpayment or erroneous payment of taxes or li- 
censes and of prepaid taxes where loss sustained prior to sale at retail; 
petition. 


(a) Where any licensee of the board in the payment of taxes or licenses 
which are paid directly to the board, and where, by a mistake of fact or 
law, has paid an amount in excess of the amount due or has made an 
erroneous payment, or where taxes have been paid to the board on alcoholic 
beverages prior to sale at retail and the alcoholic beverages upon which the 
tax has been so paid is, prior to the sale of the same at retail, lost by theft, 
or destroyed or dama Ry by fire or other casualty resulting in destruction 
of or damage to the beverages or beverage containers, the comptroller is 
authorized to draw his warrant on the treasurer in favor of such licensee, 
and the treasurer is authorized to pay such warrant for the amount of such 
overpayment or erroneous payment or prepayment of taxes or licenses. 
Provided, however, claims for less that $250.00 must be accumulated until 
a total claim of at least $250 has been reached or for a period of three years, 
whichever first occurs. 


Before any refund under this section can be made, the licensee, its heirs, 
successors or assigns, shall file in duplicate, petition directed to the board, 
setting up the fact relied on to procure the refunding of the money. Such 
application must be made within three years from the date of such payment. 
The board shall examine said petition and the records of the licensee and 
the board, and if the facts set forth in the petition are such as to entitle 
the petitioner to the refunding of the money as prayed for and the board, 
upon the evidence adduced, is satisfied that the petitioner is entitled to the 
refund as prayed for, it shall so certify to the comptroller stating the amount 
to be refunded by the state and the particular fund on which such warrant 
shall be drawn, and forward to the comptroller a copy of the petition with 
the certificate attached, and if the comptroller shall be satisfied that the 
petition is in form required by law, he shall draw his warrant on the treasurer 
as hereinbefore provided for the amount certified to him by the board. 


(b) Where any licensee of the board in the payment of taxes or licenses 
which are paid directly to any county or municipality, and where, by a 
mnistake of fact or law, has paid an amount in excess of the amount due or 
has made an erroneous payment, or where taxes have been paid to the 
county or municipality on alcoholic beverages prior to sale at retail and the 
alcoholic beverages upon which the tax has been so paid is, prior to the 
sale of the same at retail, lost by theft, or destroyed or damaged by fire or 
other casualty resulting in destruction of or damage to the beverages or 
beverage containers, the county or municipal governing body or its agent is 
authorized to draw a warrant on the treasurer of the county or municipality 
in favor of such licensee, and the treasurer is authorized to pay such warrant 
for the amount of such overpayment or erroneous payment or prepayment 
of taxes or licenses. Provided, however, claims for less that $250.00 must be 
accumulated until a total claim of at least $250.00 has been reached or for 
a period of three years, whichever first occurs. 


Before any refund under this section can be made, the licensee, its heirs, 
successors or assigns, shall file in duplicate, a petition directed to the county 
or city governing body, setting up the fact relied on to procure the refunding 
of the money. Such application must be made within three years from the 
date of such payment. The governing body shall examine said petition and 
the records of the licensee and the county or municipality, and if the facts 
set forth in the petition are such as to entitle the petitioner to the refunding — 
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of the money as prayed for and the governing body, upon the evidence 
adduced, is satisfied that the petition is in form required by law and that 
the petitioner is entitled to the refund as prayed for, it shall so certify to 
the treasurer stating the amount to be refunded by the county or municipality 
and the particular fund on which such warrant shall be drawn, and forward 
to the treasurer a copy of the petition with the certificate attached, and the 
governing body or its agents shall draw a warrant on the treasurer as 
hereinbefore provided for the amount certified by the board to be refunded. 


§ 28-3-104. Penalties for failure to pay taxes collected; possession of uni- 
dentified beer; execution issued for unpaid taxes, etc. 


(a) Every wholesaler licensee collecting taxes on alcoholic beverages 
bere by this Act shall timely pay the same to the board as provided in 
this Act. 


(b)(1) If any taxes levied by this Act remain due and unpaid for a 
period of 10 days beyond the due date, the wholesaler licensee serving as 
collection agent for the board shall be required to pay as part of the taxes 
so levied a penalty of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00 to be 
assessed and collected by the board. In addition to such penalty, any whole- 
saler licensee failing for a period of 10 days beyond the due date to pay all 
or any part of the tax due pursuant to this article shall not be entitled to 
deduct and retain any discount. 


(2) Any person found with possession of alcoholic beverages without 
the required Alabama identification as set forth in this Act shall pay to the 
board the tax levied on such alcoholic beverages by this article and shall be 
further required to pay as a part of the taxes so levied a penalty of not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $500.00 to be assessed and collected by the board. 


(c) Any wholesaler who fails timely to pay any tax levied by this Act 
or any wholesaler or retailer who, upon discovery of absence of required 
Alabama identification on alcoholic beverages in his possession, fails im- 
mediately to notify the board shall be subject to disciplinary action by the 
hearing commission and, upon being adjudged guilty, shall be subject to 
revocation or suspension of license or fine. 


(d) If any taxes or penalties imposed by this Act remain due and unpaid 
for a period of 10 days, the board shall issue a warrant or execution directed 
to any sheriff of the state of Alabama, commanding him to levy upon and 
sell the real and personal property of the taxpayer found within his county 
for the payment of the amount thereof, with penalties, if any, and the cost 
of executing the warrant, and to return such warrant to the board and to 
pay it the money collected by virtue thereof. Upon receipt of such execution, 
the sheriff shall file with the clerk of the circuit court of his county a copy 
thereof and thereupon the clerk of the circuit court shall enter in his abstract 
of judgments the name of the taxpayer mentioned in the warrant and in 
proper columns the amount of tax, with penalties, and costs for which the 
warrant is issued and the date and hour when such copy is filed, and shall 
index the warrant upon the index of judgments. The sheriff shall thereupon 
proceed upon the warrant in all respects with like effect and in the same 
manner prescribed by law in respect to executions issued against the property 
upon judgments of a court of record and shall be entitled to the same fees 
for services in executing the warrant to be collected in the same manner. 
He shall make return of such execution to the board within 30 days of 
issuance thereof. The taxes and penalties imposed by this Act shall be deemed 
a debt owing to the state by the party against whom the same shall be 
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charged and shall be a preferred lien upon all property of the party against 
whom the same shall be charged. 


ARTICLE 8. 


CONTRABAND, CONFISCATION, CONDEMNATION AND SALE OF 
CONTRABAND 


§28-3-105. Alcoholic beverages and vehicles subject to confiscation and sale 
generally; procedure for confiscation and sale generally. 


(a) When alcoholic beverages or vehicles are declared contraband, such 
contraband may be seized by the board, or its agents, or by any peace officer 
in the state of Alabama without a warrant and the same shall be delivered 
to the board for destruction or sale in accordance with the regulations 
promulgated by the board. 


(b)(1) Beverages.—(a) All beer declared contraband and seized by the 
board shall be destroyed by an agent of the board or in the presence of an 
agent of the board; provided the possessor of such alcoholic beverages shall 
pay to the board the proper amount of tax levied by this Act on such 
alcoholic beverages and the penalty imposed as provided in this Act. 


(b) Where wine or liquor is declared contraband and seized by the board 
the administrator shall decide, in his sole discretion, whether to destroy or 
to sell such alcoholic beverages; provided the possessor of such alcoholic 
beverages shall pay to the board the proper amount of tax levied by this 
Act on such alcoholic beverages and the penalty imposed as provided in this 
Act; if the contraband wine or liquor is to be sold the purchaser shall be 
required to affix Alabama identification before delivery by the board and if 
the possessor cannot be determined or the tax has not been paid, the purchaser 
shall pay to the board the proper amount of tax levied by this Act. 


(2) Vehicles.—A vehicle declared contraband shall be sold by the ad- 
ministrator or by an agent of the board. 


(c)(1) The confiscation and forfeiture proceedings against alcoholic bev- 
erages or vehicles pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be proceedings 
in rem unless otherwise herein provided. 


(2) All cases of seizure of alcoholic beverages or vehicles made as being 
subject to forfeiture and confiscation under the provisions of this Act shall 
proceed as follows: (i) The officer or person making the seizure shall prepare 
or cause to be prepared in triplicate a list containing a particular description 
of the alcoholic beverages or vehicle seized; (ii) he shall advertise or cause 
to be advertised as hereinafter set out the alcoholic beverages or vehicles 
stating the time and place and cause of seizure and requiring any person 
claiming the seized property to appear and make such claim in writing within 
thirty days from the date of the first advertising; (iii) if no claim is interposed 
and no bond given within the time specified in the notice, such alcoholic 
beverages or vehicles shall be forfeited without further proceedings, and the 
same shall be destroyed or sold as herein provided; (iv) any person claiming 
the alcoholic beverages or vehicles so seized as contraband, within the time 
specified in the notice, may file with the board a claim in writing, stating 
his interest in the articles seized, and may execute a bond to the board in 
a penal sum equal to double the value of said goods so seized, but not less 
than $500, with sureties to be approved by the clerk of the circuit court in 
the county which the goods are seized, said bond conditioned that in the 
case of condemnation of the articles so seized, the obligor shall pay to the 
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board the full value of the goods so seized, the tax and penalties on any 
alcoholic beverages so seized, and all cost and expense of the proceeding to 
obtain such condemnation, including a reasonable attorney’s fee; (v) upon 
the delivery to the board of such bond, the board shall transmit the bond 
with a duplicate of the list of the alcoholic beverages seized or description 
of the vehicle seized to the District Attorney of the circuit court for the 
county in which such seizure was made, who shall file or cause to be filed 
an action in said circuit court in equity to secure the forfeiture of said 
alcoholic beverages or vehicles; (vi) upon the filing of the bond herein required, 
the alcoholic beverages or vehicles shall be delivered to the claimant pending 
the outcome of said action to secure the forfeiture; (vii) before any alcoholic 
beverages are delivered to the claimant, such beverages must have the proper 
Alabama identification affixed by or at the expense of the claimant to each 
original container and the taxes levied by and the penalties imposed pursuant 
to this Act paid by the claimant; and (viii) should the board have to resort 
to the courts for collection of the tax and penalties due on alcoholic beverages 
seized, no advertising shall be made, and the confiscated alcoholic beverages 
may be held as evidence pending the result of court action. 


(3) Where the value of alcoholic beverages seized exceeds $250, or where 
a vehicle is seized pursuant to this Act, the officer or person making the 
seizure shall (i) post or cause to be posted a notice in writing for three 
weeks at three places in the county, including the county courthouse, or (ii) 
by publication once a week for three successive weeks in some newspaper 
published in the county, where the seizure was made, with a list of the 
alcoholic beverages seized attached to the notice or a description of the 
vehicle seized contained in the notice. Where, in the opinion of the officer 
or person making the seizure, the value of the alcoholic beverages seized is 
less than $250, such beverages may be advertised with other quantities at 
Montgomery, Alabama, by the board and disposed of as herein provided. 


(d) Return of confiscated goods.—The board may in its discretion return 
any beverages or vehicles confiscated under this Act when it is shown that 
there was no intention to violate the provisions of this Act; provided, that 
when any beverages are confiscated under the provisions of this Act, the 
board may, in its discretion, return such beverages to the parties from whom 
they are confiscated if and when such parties shall pay to the board an 
amount equal to the tax levied by this Act and the penalty imposed as 
provaded in this Act on the beverages confiscated. No advertisement shall 

made or notices posted in connection with any confiscation where the 
board returns any beverages or vehicles. 


(e) The proceeds of sale of any alcoholic beverages or vehicles sold 
pursuant to this section, after the payment of cost of confiscation and sale 
therefrom, shall be paid over to the state treasury by the board as other 
funds collected by the board. 


§ 28-3-106. Condemnation and delivery to board of alcoholic beverages seized 
upon which federal tax has been paid and containers of which are unbroken 
or unopened. 


(a) Any alcoholic beverages that are prohibited to be sold or otherwise 
disposed of in this state that are seized by any officer of the state, county 
or municipal government, regardless of whether or not seized under the 
authority of a search warrant, upon which the federal tax has been paid, 
the federal stamp being located on the container being prima facie evidence 
of such payment, and the containers of which appear to be unbroken and 
undamaged or which appear to have never been opened after the affixing 
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thereon of the federal stamp or seal, shall, upon a court order of forfeiture, 
be delivered immediately to the board at Montgomery, Alabama, or to a 
properly designated representative of the board, whereupon the board or its 
Tepresentative shall determine the reasonable value of such alcoholic bev- 
erages, excluding beer, and the amount so determined by said board or its 
representative to be the reasonable value thereof shall be paid by the board 
to the clerk of the court in which such order of forfeiture was made. 


(b) Beer seized under the provisions of this section shall be destroyed 
and any taxes levied by this Act or penalties imposed as provided in this 
Act which are collected shall be paid into the general fund of the municipality 
or county in which said case arose. 


(c) Any funds paid into court as provided in this section shall be applied 
first to the _ Payment of court costs in such case, and the balance, if any, 
shall be paid into the general fund of the municipality or county in which 
said case arose. 


(d) The condemnation proceeding against such alcoholic beverages may 
be instituted by the state of Alabama, on the relation of the district attorney, 
in the circuit court of the county in which such alcoholic beverages were 
seized, and notice shall be given of the institution of such proceeding and 
of the day and place set for hearing thereof to “all persons claiming any 
right, title or interest in such alcoholic beverages” either (i) by publication 
once a week for three successive weeks in some newspaper published in the 
county, or (ii) by posting a notice in writing for three weeks at three places 
in the county, including the county courthouse, where the seizure was made, 
at the discretion of the court. 


SECTION 2. ag Goopeeetoien laws or parts of laws which conflict or are 
inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. Without limiting the generality 
of the foregoing, the following laws are specifically repealed: Chapters 1, 2, 
2A, 3A, 6 and 8, and Chapter 3, except §§ 28-3-184, 28-3-190, which sections 
shall not be repealed; and Chapter 7, except § 28-7-16, which section shall 
not be repealed; all in Title 28, ett ci of Alabama 1975, as amended. Provided, 
however, the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board may continue to 
license and regulate the sale of alcoholic beverages until and including 
September 30, 1988, except that all licenses issued thereafter shall be issued 
and regulated by the department of revenue of the state of Alabama; thereafter, 
all licensing and regulation of the sale of alcoholic beverages and collection 
of taxes on alcoholic beverages shall be vested in the department of revenue 
which shall license and regulate alcoholic beverage transactions and shall 
collect taxes pursuant to this Act and §§ 28-3-184, 28-3-190 and 28-7-16, 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; provided further, that the Alabama 
alcoholic beverage control board shall have until October 1, 1989, to phase 
out the sale of alcoholic beverages and to sell or dispose of, or close, all 
state liquor stores with gross annual sales of less than $1,500,000, to sell, 
liquidate, transfer or dispose of all inventory, and to sell and transfer or 
terminate all leases on such state liquor stores; provided further, that the 
rar alcoholic beverage control board shall have until October 1, 1990, 

to phase out the sale of alcoholic beverages and to sell or dispose of, or 
close, all state liquor stores with gross annual sales of less than $2,750,000, 
and to sell, liquidate, transfer or dispose of all inventory and to sell and 
transfer or terminate all leases on such state liquor stores; and provided 
further, that the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board shall have until 
October 1, 1991, to phase out the sale of alcoholic beverages and to sell or 
dispose of, or close, all state liquor stores, to liquidate and dispose of all 
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inventory, to sell and transfer or terminate all leases, and to sell or to 
transfer to the department of revenue, all assets of the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board. In the disposition of alcoholic beverages, the Alabama 
alcoholic beverage control board may sell any of its inventory at retail or 
wholesale prices established by it, which shall not be less than cost plus 
taxes imposed thereon. After October 1, 1991, any alcoholic beverages trans- 
ferred to the department of revenue may be sold on competitive bids at any 
reasonable price. all proceeds (except taxes) generated by such sales, after 
deducting the expenses of the sales, shall be deposited in the state treasury 
to the credit of the general fund. On September 30, 1991, the Alabama 
alcoholic beverage control board shall distribute the inventory fund withheld 
pursuant to § 28-3-8 of this Act to the beneficiaries in accordance with § 28- 
3-7 of’ this Act. 


(b) Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, §§ 41-20-1 through 41-20- 
16, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board created and functioning pursuant to § 28-3-40, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, is terminated and abolished effective 12:01 
A.M. on October 1, 1991, and shall cease to exist and all its assets shall 
become assets of the department of revenue. 


SECTION 3. Laws Amended.—Title 28, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, and all acts amendatory thereof, supplementary thereto 
or substituted therefor, are hereby amended to make the same consistent 
with the provisions of this Act, so that said Chapter 4 shall be applicable 
in all “dry counties” (but not in “wet municipalities”) and in all “dry 
municipalities” as the same are defined in this Act; and shall apply to the 
manufacturer or possession of illicit distilled liquors or apparatus for the 
manufacture of the same as specified in subsection (d) of § 28-1-2 of this 
Act. Provided, however, nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
amending or repealing §§ 28-4-200 and 28-4-201, Title 28, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended. 


SECTION 4. (a) Effective October 1, 1988, the audit section or division 
of the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board shall be transferred to the 
department of revenue, and all state merit system employees within the audit 
section shall become employees of the department of revenue. The audit 
division or section shall continue, under the revenue department, to perform 
the functions performed thereby while part of the Alabama alcoholic beverage 
control board. 


(b) Effective October 1, 1988, the enforcement division or section of 
the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board shall be transferred to the 
department of revenue, and any state merit system employee of the enforce- 
ment division or section shal] receive first preference for filling any vacancies 
within the enforcement division or section transferred to the department of 
revenue; provided, the department of revenue, in its discretion, may determine 
the number of employees needed to perform the functions of said enforcement 
division or section, and shall fill those positions with current employees of 
the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board enforcement division or section. 


(c) Any state merit system employee who loses his or her job as a direct 
consequences of the provisions of this Act phasing out the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board and its operations shall be entitled to five additional 
points on any state examination for appointment to the classified service 
for a period of two years following his or her lay-off period. The state 
personnel department and the department of revenue in filling vacancies 
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within the department of revenue will give any such employee first preference 
if his service rating is as good or better than those of others in his class. 


(d) Any state merit system employee who loses his or her job as a direct 
consequence of this Act, shall be given first preference, for a period of two 
years, as an applicant for any retail license or permit for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages upon qualifying otherwise therefor and shall be given a 50% 
discount on the license and permit fees for each year thereafter, not to 
exceed two years. 


(e) Any alcoholic beverages licensee who employs full-time, for a period 
of twelve consecutive months or longer, any such such displaced state merit 
system employee, shall be given a 50% discount on the license and permit 
fees for each year thereafter, not to exceed 5 years, during which such 
displaced employee is a full-time employee of the licensee. 


(f) Any package store licensee who purchases any state liquor store 
during the phase out shall be the sole package store licensee within a three 
mile radius of said store for a period of two years from the date of purchase 
of said state liquor store. Any provision of this Act to the contrary not- 
withstanding, if said package store licensee continues in business at the 
former location of the state liquor store purchased, the board cannot grant 
another package store license not then in existence within said three mile 
radius during said two year period. 


SECTION 5. Severability.—The provisions of this Act are severable. 
If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 


SECTION 6. Effective date.—Upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, this Code shall become 
effective at 12:01 A.M. on October 1, 1988, provided, however, that any 
license granted prior to the effective date shall remain in effect until its 
expiration, unless otherwise suspended or revoked under the provisions of 
this Act.

Benefits 
payable hereunder shall commence upon the cessation of said disabled Par- 
ticipant’s drawing a salary from the City and shall continue until such time 
as such Participant is no longer disabled by such injury to perform his 
customary or other duties, substantially comparable duties, or a substitute 
job as described above. If, however, such disabled Participant should, during 
the continuation of such disability, be separated from the service of the City 
and should said disability cease to exist, the Board may, in its discretion,

8.341. Relating to Shelby County; to authorize the creation of public 
library districts in certain areas of Shelby County; to prescribe conditions 
and procedures relative to the creation of such districts; to prescribe the 
organization, rights and powers of such districts; to prescribe limitations on 
such rights and powers; to provide for the levying of certain service charges; 
to repeal all conflicting statutes and to provide referendums. 


H. 59. Relating to the City of Gadsden, in Etowah County, amending 
Sections 4, 14 and 15 of Act No. 671, H. 921 of the 1951 Regular Session

cities classified on a population basis, a civil service system to govern the 
appointment, tenure, compensation, conditions of employment and removal 
of certain officers and employees of such cities, so as to provide further for 
membership of the civil service board of the City of Gadsden and the 
meetings and minutes of said board. 


H. 687. Relating to Henry County; to authorize the Henry County 
Board of Health to designate the services rendered by the County Health 
Department for which a reasonable fee may be charged and to set the 
appropriate fee for each service. No citizen shall be denied any service 
because of that person’s inability to pay. 


H. 732. Relating to law enforcement in Butler County; to repeal Act 
No. 566, H. 1299 of the 1977 Regular Session of the Legislature (1977 Acts, 
p. 746) entitled “An Act to expressly repeal Act No. 818, 1975 Regular 
Session (Acts of 1975, p. 1644) and Act No. 327, 1976 Regular Session (Acts 
of 1976, p. 360 and 361). To further provide that all counties of not less 
than 22,000 population nor more than 22,500 population according to the

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Subcommittee shall meet on 
the first and third Thursday of each month at 7:00 p.m. and shall serve as 
the primary information gathering committee.

These nonvoting members shall serve without 
pay and shall give such expertise and perform such tasks as may be assigned 
by the full committee. It shall be the duty and function of the committee 
to analyze the present status of disposal of scrap tires and to serve as an 

advisory committee to the designated center for the recycling and research 
of the tire industry of the state as designated in H. J. R. 10, Regular Session 
1988, and to make recommendations for legislative revision which it considers 
necessary or desirable to enable the state to more adequately meet and 
furnish the services and requirements of the citizens in a safe, healthful and 
environmentally sound manner.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. When used in this act, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates other- 
wise: 


The public corporation organized pursuant to the 
provisions of this act. 


(2) BOARD OF DIRECTORS. The board of directors of the authority.

Section 2. The director of finance, the director of the department of 
conservation and natural resources, two persons appointed by the speaker 
of the house of representatives and two persons appointed by the lieutenant 
governor may become a public corporation with the powers provided for in 
this act by proceeding according to the provisions of Section 3. 


Section 3. (a) To become the public corporation authorized by this act, 
the persons provided for in Section 2 shall present to the secretary of state 
of Alabama an application signed by them which shall set forth: 


(1) The name, official designation and official residence of each of the 
applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission evidencing each 
applicant’s right to office; 


(2) The date on which each applicant was inducted into office and the 
term of office of each applicant; 


(3) The name of the proposed public corporation, which shall be the 
state parks and park facilities development authority; and 


(4) The location of the principal office of the proposed corporation. The 
applicants may also include in the said application any other matters which 
are not inconsistent with this act or with any of the other laws of the state. 


(b) The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the 
applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this state to take 
acknowledgements to deeds. 


(c) The secretary of state shall examine the application and, if he finds 
that it substantially complies with the requirements of this section, he shall 
roe ive and file it and record it in an appropriate book of records in his 
office. 


Section 4. (a) When the application has been made, filed and recorded 
as provided in this act, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
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the name proposed in the application, and the secretary of state shall make 
and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant to this 
act, under the great seal of the state, and shall record the certificate with 
the application. 


(b) There shall be no fees paid to the secretary of state for any service 
rendered or work performed in connection with the authority, its incorpo- 
ration, dissolution or records. 


Section 5. (a) The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the authority. 
he director of the department of conservation and natural resources shall 
be the president of the authority. The members shall elect a vice president 
and a secretary. The state treasurer shall be treasurer of the authority, shall 
act as custodian of its funds and shall pay the principal of and interest on 
the bonds of the authority out of the funds provided for in this act. The 
members of the authority shall constitute all the members of the board of 
directors of the authority, and any three members of the said board of 
directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
any person holding any state office named in this section cease to hold such 
office by reason of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office or for 
any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place as an 
officer and member of the board of directors of the authority. Appointed 
members shall hold a term of office concurrent with the term of the appointing 
authority. Appointed members shall continue to serve until their successor 
is appointed. Vacancies in appointed members’ positions shall be filled by 
the original appointing authority. No officer or member of the board of 
directors of the authority shall draw any salary in addition to that now 
authorized by law for any service he may render or for any duty he may 
perform in connection with the authority. 


(b) All proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be 
reduced to writing by the secretary of the authority, shall be signed by at 
least three members of the authority present at the proceedings and shall 
be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed in the office of the 
secretary of state. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the secretary 
of the authority under the seal of the authority, shall be received in all 
courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 6. The authority shall have the following powers: 


(1) To have succession by its corporate name until dissolved as provided 
in this act; 


(2) To institute and defend legal proceedings in any court of competent 
jurisdiction and proper venue; provided, that the authority may not be sued 
in any trial court other than the courts of the county in which is located 
the principal office of the authority; provided further, that the officers, 
directors, agents and employees of the authority may not be sued for actions 
in behalf of the authority in any trial court other than the courts of the 
county in which is located the principal office of the authority; 


(3) To have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; 
(4) To establish a fiscal year; 


(5) To anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues 
appropriated and pledged in this act; 
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(6) To pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges provided 
for in this act as security for the payment of the principal of and interest 
on its bonds; 


(7) To appoint and employ such attorneys and agents as the authority 
may require for the carrying out of its corporate purposes and the exercise 
of the foregoing powers. 


Section 7. The authority is hereby authorized from time to time to sell 
and issue its bonds, not exceeding $41,000,000.00 in aggregate principal 
amount.

No funds shall be paid for the use of a lower listed state park or park facility 
until the specified sum for the state park or park facility listed immediately 
above is completely paid. Said funds shall be used for the payment of costs 
of acquiring, providing, constructing, developing and equipping said state 
parks and park facilities. 


Section 8. The bonds of the authority shall be signed by its president 
and attested by its secretary, and the seal of the authority shall be affixed 
thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds shall be signed 
by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the signature of one, but not 
both, of said officers may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such 
bonds in lieu of being manually subscribed thereon, a facsimile of the seal 
of the authority may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such bonds 
in lieu of being manually affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s 
signature may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such interest 
coupons in lieu of being manually subscribed thereon. 


Any bonds of the authority may be executed and delivered by it at any 
time and from time to time and shall be in such form and denominations 
and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate or rates of interest, 
shall be payable at such times and evidenced in such manner and may 
contain such other provisions not inconsistent with this act as may be 
provided by the resolution of the board of directors of the authority under 
which such bonds are authorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of 
the authority shall have a specified maturity date later than 25 years after 
its date. Any bond of the authority may be made subject to redemption at 
the option of the authority at such times and after such notice and on such 
conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided in 
the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that those 
bonds of the authority having specified maturity dates more than 10 years 
after their date shall be made subject to redemption at the option of the 
authority not later than the end of the tenth year after their date and on 
any interest payment date thereafter, under such terms and conditions and 
at such redemption price or prices as may be provided in the resolution 
under which such bonds are authorized to be issued. 


Bonds of the authority may be sold from time to time as the board of 
directors of the authority may consider advantageous, but bonds of the 
authority must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public 
auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest cost to the 
authority for the bonds being sold, computed from their date to their 
respective maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the authority is 
received, it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given by 
publication in either a financial journal or a financial newspaper published 
in the city of New York, New York, and also by publication in a daily 
newspaper published in the state of Alabama not less than five days during 
each calendar week, each of which notices must be published at least one 
time not less than 10 days before the date fixed for the sale. The board of 
directors of the authority may fix the terms and conditions under which 
such sale may be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a 
price less than the face value thereof; provided further, that such terms and 
conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this act. 


Subject to the provisions and limitations contained in this act, the 
authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for the

tig rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby were 
entitled. 


Approval by the president of the authority of the terms and conditions 
under which any bonds of the authority may be issued shall be requisite to 
their validity. Such approval shall be entered on the minutes of the meetings 
of the board of directors at which the bonds are authorized and shall be 
signed by the president of the authority. 


The authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds 
attorneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance which the said board of directors 
may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the issuance of 
such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the 
issuance or sale of any bonds. 


Bonds issued by the authority shall not be general obligations of the 
authority but shall be payable solely out of the funds appropriated and 
pledged therefor in Section 10. 


As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the 
bonds issued by it, the authority is hereby authorized and empowered to 
pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are appro- 
priated and pledged in Section 10 for payment of such principal and interest. 
All such pledges made by the authority shall take precedence in the order 
of the adoption of the resolutions containing such pledges; provided, that 
each pledge for the benefit of refunding bonds shall have the same priority 
as the pledge for the benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. 


All contracts made and all bonds issued by the authority pursuant to 
the provisions of this act shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the 
authority and shall not constitute or create an obligation or debt of the 
state of Alabama. 


Bonds issued by the authority shall be construed to be negotiable 
pietenens: although payable solely from a specified source as provided in 
this act. 


All bonds issued by the authority and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from all taxation in the state. 


Any bonds issued by the authority may be used by the holder thereof 
as security for any funds belonging to the state or to any political subdivision, 
instrumentality or agency of the state in any instance where security for 
such deposits may be required by law. 


Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction thereof or the 
document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, 
guardian or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to 
any other investment powers conferred by law and with the exercise of 
reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds of the authority. 


Neither a public hearing nor consent of the state department of finance 
or any other department or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance 
of bonds by the authority. The bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act shall be legal investments for funds of the teachers’ retirement system 
of Alabama, the employees’ retirement system of Alabama and the state 
insurance fund. 
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Section 9. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, issued 
by the authority remaining after paying expenses of their issuance shall be 
deposited in the state treasury and shall be carried in the state treasury in 
a special or separate account. Such funds shall be subject to be drawn upon 
by the authority with the approval of the president of the authority, but 
any funds so withdrawn shall be used solely for the purposes for which the 
bonds were issued as authorized in this act. 


The state treasurer, with the approval of the president of the authority, 
shall invest funds not needed immediately or within the ensuing 30 days for 
any purpose for which they are held, which investments shall be made in 
the manner authorized and provided for in section 36-17-18. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued under this 
act remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be used only 
for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding bonds of the 
authority and of paying any premium that may be necessary to be paid in 
order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


Section 10. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the authority 
to pay, at their respective maturities, the principal of and interest on any 
bonds issued by it under the provisions of this act and to accomplish the 
objectives of this act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to such purpose 
and there is hereby appropriated so much as may be necessary for such 
purpose of the receipts from the tax levied by Act No. 309, H. 507, of the 
1967 Regular Session (Acts 1967, p. 850), as now codified in sections 40- 
25-2 and 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, the portion 
of said tax receipts pledged and appropriated shall be that portion which is 
not needed to fulfill the obligations specified in Amendment No. 267 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901. Said portion shall increase as the obligation 
specified in Amendment No. 267 decreases. All moneys hereby appropriated 
and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of paying the 
principal of and the interest on the bonds authorized by this act. 


Section 11. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Section 
10, the state treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to pay the principal 
of and interest on the bonds issued by the authority under the provisions 
of this act, as said principal and interest shall respectively mature, and the 
state treasurer is further authorized and directed to set up and maintain 
appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 12. At any time when no bonds of the authority are outstanding, 
the authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the secretary of state 
of an application for dissolution, which shall be subscribed by each of the 
members of the authority and sworn to by each such member before an 
officer authorized to take acknowledgments to deeds. Upon the filing of such 
application for dissolution, the authority shall cease to exist. The secretary 
of state shall file and record the application for dissolution in an appropriate 
book of record in his office and shall make and issue, under the great seal 
of the state, a certificate that the authority is dissolved and shall record 
such certificate with the application for dissolution. 


Title to all property held in the name of the authority shall be vested 
in the state upon dissolution of the authority. 


Section 13. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 
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Section 14. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
